— Syria was 
reliably reported yesterday to have 
doubled its military build-up to 50,- 
000 troops and 1,100 tanks on Jor- 
dan’s northern border.

Thc 
initial build-up of 25,000 men and 
600 tanks began November 22.

Tax benefits 
to industry 
slashed

After months of debate, the 
economic cabinet decided yester- 
day to reduce tax benefits enjoyed 
by industry, starting in the next 
fiscal year. Ministry of Industry. 
Trade and Tourism Gideon Palt 
strongly opposed the step. 

The new programme, which will 
be presented as draft legislation, 
will permit .industrialists to deduct 

only up to 25 per cent of their ux- 
ablfe income, rather than the 50 per 
cent deduction currently in effect, 
under the Inventory Tax Relier 

In recent years, many industrial 
firms have’managed to pay almost no, 
taxes at all, under the generous 
deductions available to them. t 
Along with raising industry s 
taxes, the draft legislation will 
propose easing taxes for all other 
sectors of the economy, excluding 
the financial sector. 

- The new proposal features an 
across-the-board taxable income 
deduction of at least 10 per cent. 
The self-employed will be allowed 
to automatically deduct 10 per cent 
of taxable income, before 
calculating their tax bills. 

Firms will be able to deduct up to 
20 per cent or their equity from 
their taxable income, provided that 
; their total equity rises by the same 
I rate as the deduction claimed. 

The reduction in industrial sector 
benefits will be offset by thc rise in

The Knesset is expected to ac-

Nissim told 77ie Jerusalem Post 
that he had not consulted with the 
prime minister before making his 
statement on Israel TV — that 
Abuhatzeira should go on leave if 
his immunity is lifted. He did not

NA PIT'S i Reuter). — Soldiers 
\csterday began to shoot cats, dogs 
and pigs in luih's earthquake dis- 
aster area after unofficial reports 
said starving animals were eating 
human corpses in the ruins of the 
devastated villages. 

The prefect of Avcllino province, 
Carmeio Caruso, ordered the 
shooting to prevent the threat of 
rabies and other diseases. 

People in several villages repor- 
ted seeing stray animals, including 
pigs, burrowing into the wreckage 
and feeding on decomposed bodies. 

The official death toll of Italy's 
worst natural disaster in 65 years 
stodd unchanged yesterday at 2.915. 
eight days after the earthquake, 
while more corpses were dragged 
from the ruins. 

With thousands of Italian and 
foreign rescuers still hampered by 
rain and snow, officials 
acknowledge that the final toll will 
be higher. 

In the hilt top village of San- 
tomenna. rescuers last night found a

Five families occupied a 
modern apartment block while 
onlookers clapped and cheered. 

Supplies from all over the world 
continued to arrive in the 
devastated regions yesterday. 


Polish party chief charges 
new trade unions subverted 


WARSAW. — Poland's Communist 
leader StanisJaw Kania yesterday 
told the party's central committee 
— and the nation — that elements 
“linked with foreign subversion 
centres'* had infiltrated the new in- 
dependent unions led by the 
Solidarity group and these elements 
want to overthrow the state. 

Addressing a crucial plenary ses- 
sion of the central committee in a 
speech later broadcast on national 
radio. Kania also said that the 
changes under way to reform 
Poland and its party in the wake of 
the labour upheaval were inevitable 
and must be defended. 

Despite the still complicated 
political situation, there was chance 
for success, he said. 

However, he warned, “groups 
linked with imperialist subversion 
centres have entered some branches 
(of the unions). 

“A sharp class struggle is un- 
derway. These forces want to dis- 
mantle and overthrow Polish 
statehood," he said. “It is a counter 
revolutionary attempt." 

Kania declared that “the political 
situation is extremely complicated," 


but that “there is no retreat from 
the renovation process. We must 
defend it." As for the new unions, 
“there is a chance to share mutual 
relations for the good of the party." 
he added. 

■ The session may decide on some 
personnel changes in the party 
hierarchy amid signs of a rift in the 
leadership on how to cope with the 
problems facing this Warsaw Pact 
narion. 

Observers said the session was 
likely to discuss ways for the party 
to regain the initiative in the current 
wave of liberalization that has 
drawn mounting criticism from 
some of Poland's communist 
neighbours. _ 

In an article previewing the ses- 
sion printed in the party theoretical 
journal Polityka Monday, centra] 
committee member Mieczyslaw 
Rakowski urged the integration of 
all political forces into common ac- 
tion for the good of Poland, and he 
declared that there was no turning 
back regarding reforms. 

“Switching into reverse gear 
could turn out to have a fatal ef- 
fect,” he said.

Kremlin Tries for 
A Soft Start With 
New Administration 


The ins and outs of dealing with new 
American Presidents are no mystery 
by now to the old men of the Kremlin. 
Last week, they devoted nine hours 
and 46 minutes to sending '‘positive” 
signals to Ronald Reagan via Senator 
Charles H. Percy of Illinois. 

Mr. Percy, who expects to head the 
Foreign Relations Committee in the 
new Republican Senate, said after- 
ward he expected the United States 
and the Soviet Union to begin prelimi- 
nary discussions “soon” on a new nu- 
clear weapons treaty. “SALT II as 
such is dead as a doornail,” he advised 
. the Kremlin leaders. The Senator re- 
portedly came away with the impres- 
sion that Leonid I. Brezhnev “would, 
like to start tomorrow, if he could," on 
SALT III negotiations. 

Mr. Brezhnev, who has welcomed 
five new Presidents since 1964 to the 
East-West jousting field, met with Mr. 
Percy for nearly three hours. The 
meeting was the Soviet leader’s first 
with a high Washington official in 17 
months (11 months since the Soviet in- 
vasion of Afghanistan) and it was 
played bigin Moscow. 

In a statement that led the main 
television news and was published on 
the front page of Izvestia, Mr. Brezh- 
nev stressed the importance of avert- 
ing "stagnation” in nuclear arms ccn- 
trol. “Success in this matter lies at the 
heart of all international security,” he 
said, adding a warning against Repub- 
licafL aims of , military superiority.. 
■Later, the Senator appeared on na- 
tional Soviet television, an opportunity 
denied this year to the United States 
Ambassador, Thomas J. Watson Jr. 

Senator Percy also discussed Af- 
ghanistan, Poland and oil in lengthy 
meetings with Defense Minister Dimi- 
tri F. Ustinov and Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko. The Senator cau- 
tioned against any moves “to jeopard- 
ize the secure flow of oil" In the Per- 
sian Gulf region and predicted that 
chances for Senate ratification of fu- 
ture treaties would be linked to Soviet 
behavior in Afghanistan and else- 
where. “If anything happened In Po- 
land with the use of force, ’’ he added, 
“probably In our lifetime no major 
agreement would be_possIble.”. . .. .

A 
meeting of the Organization of Ameri- 
can States that ended in Washington 
last week expressed concern over 
human rights violations in El Salvador 
as well as in Argentina, Haiti, Chile, 
Paraguay and Uruguay, but did not 
condemn the regimes or mention spe- 
cific abuses.

Top Leftist Leaders 
Slain in Salvador 


When rumors of his assassination 
swept San Salvador in March, Juan 
ChacOn, grinning broadly, showed up 
at a news conference in the Salvado- 
ran capital to refute them. Last week, 
it was no rumor. Mr. Chacon, leader of 
che Popular Revolutionary Bloc, a 
coalition of peasants, workers and stu- 
dents, was one of six leftist leaders 
kidnapped and killed In a planned as- 
sault notable — even in El Salvador — 
for its Moodiness. 

The victims had been attending an 
open meeting, in a Jesuit-run San Sal- 
vador high school, of the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front, a coalition of 
leftist guerrilla groups and non-Marx- 
ist dissidents formed earlier this year 
to appose the country’s civilian-mili- 
tary junta. Church officials said the 
meeting was stormed by gunmen in 
civilian clothes who dragged off two 
dozen people while 200 men in uni- 
forms of the National Guard or the po- 
lice stood by outside. The bodies of the 
leftists were found dumped outside the 
capital and were taken to San Salva- 
dor's Metropolitan Cathedral. Adding 
to the grisliness of the episode, a bomb 
was set off In front of the cathedral 
late Friday, injuring nine people who 
had come to pay their respects. 

An ultra-right group riaiwwi re- 
sponsibility for kilting the leftists, but 
spokesmen for the Democratic Revo- 
lutionary Front charged the Govern- 
ment was involved.

•DAMASCUS, Syria — The latest rift in the Arab 
world, consecrated by the Syrian-led boycott of an 
Arab League meeting in Jordan last week and wi- 
dened by troop alerts on the Syrian-Jordanlan bor- 
der, is regarded with alarm by Western diplomats in 
the Middle East. They see tbe fragmentation as con- 
tributing to tbe radical ization of the area and fear it 
may lead to the sort of political chaos that no foreign 
power, least of all tbe United States, could control. 

Disarray in che Arab world, they argue, , makes it 
more difficult to insure the safety of Persian Gulf oil. 
Tbe Gulf regimes are all vulnerable to agitation and 
subversion directed by extremists who are finding 
new support in Syria and Libya. While the big outside 
powers can exert some control over Middle East 
wars through arms supplies, their pressures, and 
promises have little effect on the elusive, fanatical 
groups feeding on the hatred between rival regimes. 

Such a group is the Moslem Brotherhood, which led 
a rebellion last summer against the Syrian Govern- 
ment. The revolt was crushed by President Hafez al- 
Assad, who accuses Jordan of barboring the dissi- 
dents. Last week, Syria reportedly massed more 
than 20,000 troops near its border with Jordan and 
warned that they might enter Jordan in pursuit of 
fleeing Moslem terrorists. King Hussein ordered a 
reciprocal alert and vowed to repulse'any attack. 

Syria led Algeria, Southern Yemen, Libya, Leba- 
non and the Palestine Liberation Organization in 
boycotting the Arab League meeting hosted by the 
Jordanian monarch last week- One immediate result 
of tbe polarization the boycott produced is the weak- 
ening of the relatively moderate wing of tbe P.L.O. 
and its leader, Yasir Arafat who, observers believe, 
has been trying to move the organization toward a 
negotiated settlement In the Middle East. 

Mr. Arafat and his supporters have been' able to 


survive by maneuvering to escape domination by 
any single Arab regime. Before the Amman meeting, 
the PX.O. leader made the rounds of Arab capitals 
in a desperate attempt to bring about a ““promise 
that would have enabled him to avoid taking sides. 
When he failed, he had to line up with Syria: defiance 
would have meant fighting between the 
and the Syrian Army as occurred in Lebanon in 1976. 

The immediate cause of the Arab split Is the Iraqi- 
Iranian war. But two earlier events bad shaken fee 
Arab world even more deeply. The fall of tbe Shah of 
Iran destroyed the military balance in the Persian 
Gulf, brightening Saudi Arabia and giving Iraq Its 
chance. Egypt’s peace with Israel took the largest 
and most powerful Arab country out of the Arab lure- 
up. Iraq's Saddam Hussein, Western diplomats in the 
area say, would not have dared to make his bid to pe- 
' come the “gendarme" of the gulf if Egypt's weight 
had still been in the balance. As former Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy expressed it recent- 
ly: “When Egypt is down, Iraq is up; It has always 
been like that.” 

In the preparatory talks before Amman, the Saudis 

tried hart to prevett a showdown. Not unlike Mr. 
Arafat, though for different reasons, they hate to 
take sides openly in Arab disputes. In the end, the 
Syrian challenge was such that they had to ™ 
with those supporting the summit, but this meant 
that they had to step down from their usual lofty posi- 
tion. The Saudis’ ability to move tbe area toward 
moderation probably has been reduced as a result. 
This only hurt the interests of the pro-Western 
Arabs and the United States.

Peace in South-West Africa 
— Or Just Further Stalling?

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — Somewhere in south- 
ern Africa —the site is still to be fixed — an unusual 
conference has been scheduled to begin on Jan. 7. Its 
outc ome may determine whether 15 years of guer- 
rilla war over South-West Africa (also known as 
Namibia) will finally end and if tbe vast territory 


will gain its independence from South Africa. 

If the conference succeeds, it could bring new 
stability acres southern Africa, from Mozamblqiie 
to Zimbabwe and Angola. If It fails, it could force an 
early and difficult choice on the new Reagan Admin- 
istration: whether to back sanctions against South. 
Africa, rich, anti-Communist and well-connected 
with United States business interests, or to veto a 
United Nations embargo that would be simulta- 
neously desired and feared by African states, 
thereby risking retaliation by some of them. 

The meeting Is unusual on several grounds. It will 
bring together for the first time at a conference table 
the principal actors in che drama, the leaders of the 
guerrillas, the South-West Africa People’s Organiza- 
tion, and officials of the Pretoria Government. They 
will be supported by a cast of several dozen — repre- 
sentatives of Namibia’s local parties, observers 
from seven neighboring African states, other observ- 
ers from the United States, Canada, West Germany, 
Britain and France, the group that has been la bor in g 
to bring about a settlement, and In the chair, Brian 
Urquhart, the United Nations Under Secretary Gen- 
eral who often deals with the organization’s thorniest 
issues. 

Perhaps the strangest feature of the gathering Is 
the vague nature of its task. It has been called to sat- 
isfy Pretoria’s demand that “trust and confidence” 
be established before taking steps that would free 
Namibia. South Africa says it wants to make certain 
that the United Nations will run elections fair to 
Namibia’s local parties and not throw the victory to 
the guerrilla group, which is regarded by the over- 
whelming majority of United Nations members as 
Namibia’s “authentic representative.” South Africa 
and the territory’s internal politicians also seek as- 
surances that Nambla's white minority, about 
110,000 in a population of one million, would not lose 
their rights andproperty in an independent state. 

For months, Pretoria has pressed for a meeting 
that might write a constitution for the embryo state! 
That task could have taken years, prolonging South 
Africa’s control indefinitely. But last week Kurt 
Waldheim, the United Nations Secretary Genera] 
reported that South Africa had agreed that drawing 
up a constitution would be the task of delegates to be 
elected under United Nations supervision, after the 
start of a United N&tkms-supervised cease-tire.

The campaign to “Free Jan Narazniak” quickly turned 
Into a broad-basal assault on the criminal justice establish- 
ment. Withdrawing into the protective surroundings of the 
Ursus tractor factory, the Warsaw Solidarity leaders drew 
up a list of demands the likes of which have never been seen 
In the Communist world. 

They wanted four political dissidents freed, a probe of 
the operations of the prosecutor and the secret police, 
budget cutbacks for the Ministry of the Interior and an in- 
vestigation to fix responsibilty for the repression of previous 
workers’ revolts. Pressing an argument that seemed to leap 
straight out of the annals of freedom-of-the-press disputes in 
the West, they insisted that the public’s right to know took 
precedence over the crime of revealing documents “classi- 
fied” primarily to conceal official wrongdoing. 

The Warsaw chapter declared an effective general 
strike in the capital and secured the national union’s back- 
ing. At the 11th hour, the crisis was defused when moderates 
in both the party and the national union leadership pre- 
vailed. Mr. Naroznlak and his alleged accomplice were 
released on a form of personal recognizance and the Govern- 
ment agreed to hold talks on the other demands. Lech Wale- 
sa, the working man’s hero, was flown to Warsaw to con- 
vince the workers that this was victory enough. 

Walesa and Huron Calm the Workers 

In a lengthy and rousing display of oratory, Mr. Walesa 
and the country’s foremost political dissident, Jacek Kurort, 
appealed for calm and reason, raising the specter of armed 
intervention. “Let us not forget that tanks and rockets could 
also he the reply," Mr. Walesa warned. “We must realize 
our geographical and historical position arid prevent inter- 
vention fay our friends,” argued Mr. Kuron. 

The Warsaw episode pointed out new tendencies in the 
working class' movement toward further democracy and 
creation of some kind of self-determination within the Soviet 



orbit. It showed that the militancy ot the rank and file, and 
in this case of an entire local chapter, could outstrip chat of 
the national Solidarity leadership. 

Solidarity is not a cohesive, hierarchical organization, 
any more than the Communist Party seems to be these days. 
This has been indicated by the number of wildcat strikes re- 
cently, and it raises questions about Mr. Walesa’s ultimate 
ability to control and channel the workers* fury. ’’I have lit- 
tle room for maneuver,” be reportedly told Stanislaw 
Kania, the party leader, at their meeting two weeks ago. 

The events In Warsaw last week showed that the move- 
ment will not shy away from battle over a distinctly political 
Issue. Signficantly, the Warsaw chapter's adoption of the 
cause of the four jailed dissidents— men who have had little 
to do with the union movement and are simply oppon en ts of 
the Socialist system — was a qualitative change in Solidari- 
ty’s role and perilously close to oppositional politics. In the 
final analysis, Communist authority in Poland rests on three 


pillars: control of employment, manipulation of information 
and propaganda and che security services. The first had 
eroded greatly with the weakening of the old trade unions. 
The second has receded somewhat already and will presum- 
ably recede further under a forthcoming law to limit censor- 
ship. The third, the method of control of last resort, will not 
be ceded without a struggle. 

That is why, in a week when East Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia raised ominous warnings about Poland and hard- 
line elements within the Polish party seemed to stiffen at the 
thought of granting further concessions, even some of Soli- 
darity’s supporters began to worry that the union had 
pushed too far this time. Its advocates argued privately that 
if a modicum of democracy and freedom was to be realized, 
then all Poland's dishonored Institutions — especially the se- 
cret police — must be resisted and ultimately, somehow, 
transformed. It was a debate, one suspects, that will be an- 
swered by history very soon.

Thousands Perish, 
Towns Vanish in 
Italian Earthquake 

Italy’s worst earthquake in tf years 

last week left a trail of destruction that 
plunged an entire region into bereave- 
ment and created aftershocks felt at 
all levels of national life. 

The foil extent of the death and 
devastation wfll not be known for some 
time. In the worst-hit southern prov- 
inces of Naples, Salerno, Potenza and 
Avellino, between 200,000 and 300,000 
were left homeless. 

In the village of Balvano. about a 
hundred people were killed during 
Sunday evening mass when the facade 


of a medieval church crumbled. Monu- 
ments In the historic ghost-town- of 
Pompeii, excavated from its ancient 
volcano burial, were seriously dam- 
aged; at the National Museum in 
Naples- 2,000 valuable artifacts were 
broken by the tremors. 

This did not begin to measure the 
ton of human death and grief. By yes-' 
terday, the fatality figures stood at 
about 3,000, with i;000 people unac- 
counted for. Gen. Antonio Tamborri- 
no, in charge of military rescue opera- 
tions, estimated the toll could go much 
higher. “We count the dead when we 

pull them out,” ha said. 

As the count mounted, so did the re- 
criminations. Army vehicles trying to 
reach the stricken areas were im- 
peded by torrential ^ratas, fog and 
winding mountain roads. But for the 


relatives of some who were buried 
alive, and whose cries for help sub- 
sided before help arrived, the slowness 
of the transports was especially bitter. 
President Sandro Pertini publicly de- 
plored the inefficiency of relief, lead- 
ing to the resignation of the Interior 
Minister Vlrginio Rognonl — which 
. was. In turn, rejected by Prime Minis- 
ter Arnaldo Foriaal, for whose Gov- 
ernment it would have meant almost 
certain downfall. 

Thousands of volunteers streamed 
in, as one said, “to do what we can to 
ease the suffering. " Relief centers 
were organized by church and private 
o rganiz ations. But In a catastrophe of 
such dimensions, almost any help is 
too Uttle, too late. 

Reliable advance warnings of earth- 
quakes are still rare. The Mediterra- 
nean basin is seismlcally volatile; the 
science of plate tectonics explains this 
by relative movements between the 
giant plates of earth surface which 
comprise Africa and Eurasia. But re-, 
cent light tremors in Turkey and 
Yugoslavia did not help seismologists 
predict the Italian temblor, which 
measured 6.8 on the Richter scale. 


Peking Prosecution 
Settles Old Scores 

For all of China's avowed intention 
of replacing the bad old days of politi- 
cal persecution with something that 
approximates the rule of law, the em- 
phasis last week at the trial of radical 
leaders In Peking was highly political, 
with over tones of vengeance. 

Plucking a relatively minor charge 
from the 48-count indictment, prosecu- 
tors sought to prove that the so-called 
Gang of Four connived in 1574 in a fu- 
tile effort to keep Mao Zedong from ap- 
pointing Deng Xiaoping as senior 
Deputy Prime Minister. Mr. Deng was 
eventually purged, but came back 
after Mao's death in 1976 to become 
China’s paramount leader. 

judging, from televised trial ex- 
cerpts and accounts in the official 
press, two of the Gang of Four are 
cooperating with the authorities and 
admitting guilt They are Vang Hong, 
wen, a Shanghai textile mlD guard 
whom Mao made a deputy party chair- 
man, and Yao Wenyuan, chief polemi- 
cist during the Cultural Revolution. 


Jiang, Qing, Mao’s widow and the al- 
leged gang leader, denied the charges 
or professed ignorance of them. Even 
more uncooperative was Zhang Chun- 
qiao, a former Deputy Prime Minister 
and Mayor of Shanghai.

‘Superfund’ Clears 
The Senate After All 

As the lame-duck session of Con- 
gress limped toward Its scheduled ad- 
journment Dec. 5, most of the action 
last week was in the Senate, where a 
version of the toxic waste “superfund” 
bill, once thought doomed, was ap- 
proved. The heart of the bill is a pot of 
money raised mostly by taxing chemi- 
cal companies and to be spent mostly 
on cleaning up toxic wastes and chemi- 
cal spills. 

In September, the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a version that would 
have put $1.2 billion in the pot, all of It 
to be spent on cleaning up abandoned 
toxic waste dumps and chemical spills 
into navigable waterways. Back then, 
a Senate committee was contemplat- 
ing a version that would have raised 
$4.2 billion for the superfund — a bill 
no one thought could pass. But the Sen- 
ate’s compromise version calls for a 
$1.6 billion fund and covers spills and 
waste sites on navigable waters, on 
land, or affecting ground water. If the 
House will accept the Senate’s bill, it 
could easily become law by year’s end. 

Also in the Senate, the “emerging 
Republican majority" displayed its 
ideologies in a brief debate over the 
Federal food stamp program in the 
current fiscal year. Senator Robert 
Dole of Kansas, heir prospective to the 
Finance Committee chairmanship, of- 
fered an amendment to raise the food 
stamp spending level from $9.7 billion 
to about $11 billion. But Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina offered an 
amendment to the amendment, hold- 
ing spending down to $10.6 billion, 
which he declared would be plenty if 
the Agriculture Department acted to 
cut off the “parasites who have in- 
fected the food stamp program. ” 

Liberal Democrats denounced Mr. 
Helms, and Mr. Dole withdrew his 
amendment to stop the struggle, leav- 
ing further spending adjustments to 
the new Congress — in which Mr. 
Heims will most likely be chairman of 
the Agriculture Committee. 

On foreign aid, a Senate-House con- 
ference scheduled for tomorrow will 
be asked to extend present spending 
levels to April 3D. A conference com- 
mittee, mindful of MUkm dollar com- 
mitments to Israel and Egypt, agreed 
a fortnight ago on the $7.1 billion aid 
authorization bill for fiscal 1981. But a 
$3.2 billion bill to replenish the World 
Bank was considered dead unless 
President-elect Reagan asks House 
Republicans to let it live.

Were they pushed or did they jump? 
Maybe only Remold Reagan and his 
list-keepers could be sure, but last 
week, heretofore ambitious Republi- 
cans began declaring that wild horses 
couldn't drag them into the new Ad- 
ministration.

William E. Simon, 
who has already done a turn at the 
Treasury Department (and made 
plenty of enemies in the process), said 
he didn't want a return engagement 
because "public service has become so 
unattractive." George P. Shultz, an- 
other former Cabinet officer regarded 
as a strong maybe for Secretary of 
State, said he’d pass on Foggy Bottom, 
thank you. 

While the list of people who might be 
worthy of a regular seat at the White 
House conference table has thus got- 
ten shorter, it was still apparently long 
enough to delay Mr. Reagan’s unveil- 
ing. At the start of the President- 
elect's Thanksgiving break, it ap- 
peared that the Cabinet nominees 
might be announced by early Decem- 
ber. But, at a press conference, Edwin 
Meese 3d, who already has his stripes 
.(as White House counselor).. said the 
nominations might' not 'come until 
much closer to Christmas. 

Meanwhile, the newly powerful 
were lining up their targets for next 
year. Opponents of a controversial 
Federal program that provides legal 
assistance for the poor were said to be 
organizing for an effort to either scrap 
the program or impose firm restric- 
tions. Senator John Tower, prospec- 
tive chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee and a Cabinet possible 
himself, said be expected the new 
Commander in Chief to propose add- 
ing $10 billion to military appropria- 
tions for the current fiscal year. At the 
same time, though, Republican Repre- 
sentative Jack Kemp warned that his 
party might scare off voters if it "tries 
to repeal the New Deal" by antagoniz- 
ing labor and minorities, instead oi 
conquering inflation and winning eco- 
nomic prosperity. 


California’s 


Consuming Winds 


Last week, as so often before, Cali- 
fornia revealed itself as a triumph of 
hope over experience. For years. 
Southern Californians In search of bet- 
ter living have built or bought homes 
in the foothills, and for years those 
foothills have been natural environ- 
ments for disaster — mudslides and 
floods when it rains, and brush fires in 
times of drought, especially when the 
hot winds of autumn spill down off the 
mountains. Last week, after six dry 
months, there were nine big fires in 
Southern California, more than 80,000 
acres had burned in five counties, tens 
of thousands of people had been evacu- 
ated and four were dead. 

With winds of up to 100 miles an hour 
farming the flames, the worst damage 
was on the outskirts of San Bernardi- 
no, a city of 115,000 people 80 miles 
east of Los Angeles. There at least 253 
homes — including that of the city's 
fire chief — were destroyed. 

On Friday, President Carter de- 
clared San Bernardino, Orange and 
Los Angples Counties disaster areas, 
making fire victims eligible for Fed- 
eral loans. Reduced winds — though 
still gusting up to 50 miles an henfr — 
allowed firefighters to declare some of 
the fires contained or controlled. 


The Days of Rage 
Do Echo, Faintly 


How the mighty subside. In the 
early 1870's, Bemardine Dohrn, re- 
puted a leader of tbe radical Weather 
Underground (formerly tbe Weather- 
men), was on tbe Federal Bureau of 
Investigation's Ten Most Wanted List. 
By last week, when it appeared that 
she was ready to surrender, it seemed 
she was hardly wanted at alL 
Miss Dohrn became wanted in 1970, 
when she, William Ayers (also said to 
be seeking to surrender last week) and 
others were charged with Federal and 
local offenses arising from, street 
demonstrations by the Weathermen In 
Chicago. The demonstrations were 


billed by the Weathermen as their 
"days of rage," and coincided with the 
trial of the so-called Chicago Seven for 
allegedly plotting demonstrations dur- 
ing the 1968 Democratic National Con- 
vention. But Federal charges were 
dropped in 1974 and a fugitive warrant 
was dismissed In 1979 after Chicago 
authorities said they would not extra- 
dite Miss Dohrn if she were found. 

Last week, however, the Cook 
County prosecutor's office confirmed 
It was negotiating for a plea-bargain- 
ing agreement with attorneys for Miss 
Dohrn. (Mr. Ayers no longer faces any 
charges.) Lenience is more than like- 
ly; in 1978 Mark Rudd, the Columbia 
University radical who also partici- 
pated in the "days of rage," received a 
$2,000 fine and two years’ probation. 

According to a report in The New 
York Times, Miss Dohrn, Mr. Ayers 
and two young children have lately 
been living on the Upper West Side of 
Manhattan, where she has been work- 
ing in a clothing store and he in a day- 
care center. Many local acquaintances 
of the couple tentatively identified 
them from photographs. 


Judge Overturns 
Abscam Verdicts 


The legal trap door over which the 
Justice Department built its Abscam 
cases sprung open last week when a 
Federal judge ruled that the Govern- 
ment had "stretched" the Federal 
statutes on extortion and “entrapped" 
two Philadelphia City officials. 

District Judge John P v FuIIam, rul- 
ing on post-trial motions, overturned 
the convictions of George X. Schwartz, 
former president of tbe Philadelphia 
City Council, and Harry P. Jannotti, a 
councilman on leave. His action raised 
anew an issue the Justice Department 
thought it had disposed.of — Govern- 
ment misconduct in the* investigation. 
Deputy Attorney General Charles B. 
Renfrew said the Government would 
probably appeal. 

Judge Full am held that neither Mr. 
Schwartz nor Mr. Jannotti had been 
predisposed to commit a crime and 
that Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents, posing as representatives of a 
fictitious Arab businessman, had of- 
fered inducements "calculated to 
overwhelm" the defendants’ resist- 
ance to payoffs. During their trial, 
prosecutors showed tideotapes of Mr. 
Schwartz accepting $30,000 and Mr. 
Jannotti $10,000, from the agents, who 
purported to be seeking city approval 
for a $34 million hotel complex their 
employer wanted to build. 

Anyone viewing the tapes would 
have felt “distress and disgust at the 
crass behavior," said Judge Fun am, 
and the jury's verdict represented "a 
natural human reaction to that evi- 
dence.” But, he said, “in the long run, 
the rights of all citizens not to be led 
into criminal activity by governmen- 
tal overreaching will remain secure 
only so long as the courts stand ready 
to vindicate those rights hi every 
case." 

The ruling applies only to Mr. 
Schwartz and Mr. Jannotti, and while 
their case is legally different from 
those of the seven members of Con- 
gress indicted in Abscam, Judge Fill- 
lam’s reasoning could affect decisions 
by other judges. 


Murphy Chooses SKsnce 

In a videotape presented by the 
prosecution early in his Abscam trial. 
Representative John M. Murphy 
m aintained a discreet silence as a 
Federal undercover agent tried to 
wheedle from him an acknowledgment 
that he was receiving money for influ- 
ence. 

Last week, the Staten Island Demo- 
crat opted for silence again, deciding 
not to testify in his own defense. His at- 
torney announced the decision after 
Mr. Murphy's co-defendant. Repre- 
sentative Frank Thompson Jr. of 

Trenton, -had spent a day and a half in 
the witness chair, much of it under 
withering cross-examination by tbe 
prosecutor, Thomas P. Pucdo. 

The decision not to testify — a con- 
stitutional right — disconcerted Mr. 
Pucdo. He complained to Federal Dis- 
trict Court Judge George C. Pratt that 

he had planned his own use of evidence 
on the basis of a " r epres en tation" that 
Mr. Murphy would testify. His com- 
plaint was unavailing, however. Judge 
Pratt recessed the trial until tomor- 
row, when closing arguments are to 
begin. Mr. Murphy and Mr. Thompson 
are accused of taking bribes of $50,000 
each. 
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Advisers From Opposing Schools Await Appointments to See Who’s Winning

WASHINGTON — During the primary season, the 
struggle for intellectual respectability being fought 
by a rising Republican ideology known as "supply 
side economics" attractedmuch attention. . 

“The battle for Reagan’s mind," as that effort was 
sometimes called, involved an attempt to convince 
Ronald Reagan to embrace a radical and highly con- 
troversial cure for the nation’s economic problems. 

Six months later, the widespread predictions that 
the ensuing debate would lead to a schism between 
the new group and more traditional Reagan eco- 
nomic advisers have not proved prescient. Blit nei- 
ther have the old-line economists won the clear vic- 
tory they had hoped for. As last week’s low-keyed 
jockeying over budget cuts demonstrated, an uneasy 
peace has been achieved. 

■Preserving that truce may be difficult, however, 
because it was achieved largely by begging the ques- 
tion- Last summer, the two groups were able to con- 
struct policy proposals that satisfied the supply 
skiers’ demand for bold Initiatives and the more con- 
ventional advisers’ requirement of credibility within 
traditional economic bounds. 

Since the package was unveiled by Mr. Reagan in a 
speech in Chicago on Sep. 9, the basic components 
have remained surprisingly intact. Mr. Reagan — as 
a candidate and as a President-elect — has continu- 
ally reaffirmed his commitment to. the Kemp-Roth 
tax cut, a 30 percent, three-year reduction for indi- 
viduals to be followed by annual adjustment of tax 
brackets for inflation. More generous writeoffs for 
business and new investments are also included. At 
tbe same time, Mr. Reagan has not shirked from Ms 
promise of substantial budget cuts throughout the 
period, needed to soothe fears of massive budget 
deficits resulting from the tax cut which would cost 
$192 billion annually by 1985. 

Supply side economists such as Representative 
jack Kemp, Republican of New York, and Arthur D. 
Laffer, a professor at the University of Southern 
California, are not opposed to budget cuts. Indeed, 


most favor them. What the supply siders reject is the 
notion that budgetcuts areneeded to co mp e nsa te for 
the potential revenue loss from a tax cut. They main- 
tain that these revenues will be replaced at least in 

large part by revenues that stem from the extra eco- 
nomic activity stimulated by lower taxes, a concept 

that has been dubbed the “Laffer Curve.” 

“We felt we were able to get the three objectives — 
tax cut, increased defense spending and a balanced 
budget — reconciled without having to make a heroic 
assumption about reflows,” said George P. Shulte, • 
chairman of Mr. Reagan’s Economic Policy Coordi- 
nating Committee. “If it happens we’ll all be delight- 
ed, but we shouldn't assume it will happen and put all 
our chips on its happening.” 

Mr. Reagan’s current policy positions have 
cheered the supply side camp, particularly because 
it seemed for a while this summer that theirbrief 
prominence had come to an end. The Laffer Curve 
was in disrepute, having been disavowed by influen- 
tial Republicans such as Senator Bob Dole of Kansas, 
the prospective chairman of the Finance Committee 
in the new Congress. And of the supply side group, 
only Mr. Kemp attained any substantial role in the 
Reagan campaign. Now they are feeling better. 

The Team Is the Test 

“We came away from our meeting in Los Angeles 
two weeks ago with a remarkable degree of unanimi- 
ty," said Mr. Kemp. "We have made a significant [de- 
gree of progress In convincing some of the long-time 
Reagan advisers that the Income tax is a tax on pro- 
duction." 

The next great test of whether the new President 
will be able to satisfy both camps will come in the se- 
lection of an economic team. Each side has its favor- 
ite candidates. For the post of Director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, for example, Caspar W. 
Weinberger is being pushed by the traditional econo- 
mists, while the supply siders would like Representa- 
tive Dave Stockman , Republican of Michigan. 

Mr. Reagan’s inclinations are not yet clear, partic-

DETROIT — The city of Detroit went to court 
earlier this month to defend its plans to condemn and 
clear hundreds of acres of private hemes and open up 
space for a new Cadillac aut o mo b ile plant. To the 
threatened Polish, Lithuanian and black homeown- 
ers who picketed tbe proceedings, the plans seemed 
Incomprehensible. But to city officials, tbe United 
Auto Workers Union and Its members, trading homes 
for jobs and a shored-up tax base was an acceptable 
price for keeping busy & big employer’s assembly 
lines. 

Plant closings have become, with increasing -fre- 
quency, a dilemma for local governments, and for 
laid-off workers, all over tbe United States. In the 
Northeast and Middle West, where most of the union- 
ized, highly paid unskilled or semi-skilled employ- 
ment opportunities are concentrated, commercial 
and industrial failure rates are naming at a pace 
much far higher than for the country as a whole. In 
addition to those companies that shut down outright, 
many more have sharply reduced their activities and 
payrolls. 

When the Seiberiing tire plant In Barberton; Ohio, 
closed last spring, the town lost more than 10 percent 
of its jobs; when the Chrysler trim plaift shut down In ' 
Lyons, Mich. , a year ago, there were no other major 
employers left. The same story has been played out 
in shoe factories, paper and steel mills, and the like 
across the Great Lakes region. 

In the case of Detroit, the Cadillac division of Gen- 
eral Motors announced that It planned to close its old, 
multi-story assembly plant — the last General 
Motors assembly Une still within Detroit's borders-^ 
and buiM a new, ground-level fecrory embracing 
eral manufacturing and assembly units on more than 
500 acres of land out in the countryside. 

Detroit and Hamtnunck, a small, largely Polish- 
American enclave surrounded by the larger city's 


limits, concluded that room for the new plant could 
be found on and around the grounds of an old plant 
that the Chrysler Corporation abandoned last sum- 
mer. Detroit and Hamtramck agreed to foot the bill 
for condemnation costs and the expenses involved in 
clearing the area. The suit chaflenging the plan is 
still pending. 

Few cities and towns have the financial resources 
to develop alternative plant sites or the luck to be 
working with corporations willing to compromise, as 
was the case In Detroit. Consequently, over the last 
several years, there has been a buret of interest in 
legislation that would protect localities and employ- 
ees against the hardships of shutdowns by Imposing 
legal requirements on employers seeking to close 
their doors. Bills have been introduced in nearly a 
dozen states and In the United States Congress seek- 
ing, at .a minimum, advance notice of an impending 
shutdown to allow workers to plan accordingly. 

Wisconsin Requires a Warning 

It has not been unusual for, say, factory workers to 
arrive at a plant gate and find a private guard turn- 
ing everyone away. Some corporations have pre- 
ferred this kind of quick shock to the lawsuits, strikes 
and other protests that often accompany advance no- 
tice of plant shutdown. Most of the proposed laws 
would dis tin guish between the financial failure of a 
company and a shifting of operations elsewhere, 
whether to the booming Sunbelt or overseas. The 
sanctions would fall most heavily mi the latter. 
Wisconsin is the only state so fef to have enacted a 

prior notice law, requiring a 60-day warning. Maine 
has legislation on the books, a reaction to the shut- 
ting down several years ago of long-established shoe 
factories, requiring a week's severance pay for each 
year of an employee's service In certain cases.

MOSCOW — You can cell present-day Moscow Intellec- 
tuals by their libraries. However modest the apartment, 
there will be shelves of books placing them in the “intelli- 
gentsia," that cultural elite whose catalytic role in Russian 
history distinguishes it from the merely educated. 

Among the poets on these shelves will be the martyrs of 
the Lenin and Stalin years, Anna Akhmatova, Marina Tsve- 
tayeva, Osip Mandelshtam. Also Boris Pasternak, whose 
persecution came later. Among the purged novelists of the 
1920‘s and 1330‘s, Mikhail (“The Master and Margarita”) 
Bulgakov is de rtgueur; the Russian classics, of course; 
such outstanding contemporaries as Yuri Trofimov, Andrei 
Bitov, Valentin Rasputin: prerevolutionary Russian 
philosophers like Nikolai Berdyayev and the mystic Vladi- 
mir Solovyov. 

But no Maxim Gorky. No Vladimir Mayakovsky, no 
Mikhail Sholokhov, unless they are relegated to some ob- 
scure comer. Disdain for the exalted laureates of Marxism- 
Leninism is as much a mark of today’s Russian intellectuals 
as the rediscovery of suppressed writers of the20's and 30's 
whose sin was un-Soviet independence of spirit. Their book- 
shelves attest to a general loss of interest and belief in offi- 
cial ideology by the Russian thinking class. 

Yet If the reading matter and the conversation within 
the wails of these Moscow. apartments seem curiously re- 
moved from the Communlst doctribe by which the country 
supposedly lives, the polemics in Madrid — Western dele- 
gates denouncing Soviet repression of human rights at the 
European security conference-— seem equally remote. 

The creative minority in the Soviet arts and sciences 
does not, on the whole, identify with dissidents who have 
stepped out of line to challenge the authorities directly. It’s 
not that the poets and novelists, the playwrights and direc- 
tors, the scholars in the humanities who themselves push 
against the limits of the permissible do not credit the cour- 
age of tire frontal attack. But they regard It as hopeless. 

The virtual destruction of the dissident movement by 
the K.G.B. has confirmed for them that the system is not 


gping to be changed by several hundred protesters in Mos- 
cow and a few other center* of intellectual life. The wave of 
arrests and political trials since the banning of Andrei Sa- 
kharov to the city of Gorky in January has persuaded the*« 
that, whatever the restraining influence of unfavorable pub- 
licity in the West, that effect has been drastically reduced by 
the foundering of detente. In their view, change for the bet- 
ter, If it Is to come, can only come gradually and in response 
to pressure, not from dissidents or from the White House, 
but from within, in short, from people like themselves. 

Top party bureaucrats, though coming In the main from 
industrial backgrounds unburdened by cultural concerns, 
are not unaware that Intellectuals have abandoned the Gor- 
kysand the Mayakovskys, the tribunes of the Leninist order, 
in favor of the Akhmatovas and the Mandelshtams, the or- 
der’s victims. The party’s reaction was to yield: Let the dis- 
honored dead be rehabilitated. Better that they be "ours” 
than that they belong to our critics. 

Hence the reappearance in recent years of long out-of- 
print work, though In limited and expurgated editions. The 
recent Inclusion of four poems from “Doctor Zhivago” In a 
major anthology seems to complete the rehabilitation of Mr. 
Pasternak as poet and translator. Even the novel that won 
him the Nobel Price and provbked official Soviet wrath 
seems to have been removed Informally from the index of 
the damned. Many intellectuals who have read the Russian 
edition published in the West profess to wonder why it 
caused such a hiss 20 years ago. 

The reason seems clear. As the first novel since the pre- 
Stalin period to take an independent view of life in revolu- 
tionary and civil war years, it seemed shockingly un -Soviet. 
However, with the passage of time, the party and public 
have become more accustomed to writing free of ideological 
cant. This they owe to a handful — at most a score — of new 
poets and novelists, mostly in their 40’s, who have, against 
all odds, restored the tradition of candor, sensitivity and 
free thought In Russian literature. There has been progress 
in other cultural fields as well. 

The well-made play, examining the shortcomings of the 
society or the disintegration of an individual under harmful 
social pressures, has won a place on the Soviet stage. Occa- 
sionally the theater will produce something unusual that 
takes everyone’s breath away. That was the case with “The 
House on the Embankment,'* the play adapted by Yuri 
Lyubimov, director of the avant-garde Taganka Theater, 
from a novella by Mr. Trofimov. In the original, the force of 
the tale of personal betrayal under Stalinist terror was con- 
veyed Indirectly, by bint and allusion. The demands of the 
stagestripped the story to its core. “That March of 1953" be- 
came, explicitly, the month of Stalin's death. The character 
in the novel who might have been a wheel in the NJCVJD. 
appeared ominously In N.K. V.D. uniform. 

In music, coo, latitude has been greater. Hitherto 
banned chorales and other sacred music and interesting 
modem compositions, both Western and Soviet, now aug- 
ment the concert programs. A few small rock ballet groups 
provide an outlet for choreographic talent that classical 
companies seem not to welcome.

A Sense of Things Bogging Down 

Paradoxically, the creators of these works and those 
who form their principal audience are not optimistic. The

not nearly fast enough to keep up with growing expectations. 
The general feeling, therefore. Is one of arrested progress, 
of things bogging down. 

This is particularly true of literature. The best of the es- 
tablishment writers must contend constantly with hydra- 
headed censorship. Those who will not yield to emasculation 
of their prase are forced either to emigrate, like Vasily Ak- 
syonov, or, like Georgy Vladimov ami Vladimir Voinovtch. 
to confine their hopes to publication abroad. Those who can- 
not face these hard choices are mostly reduced, after one 
notablework, to the lot of official hacks. 

The strain is most acute tor the younger generation of 
writers In their 20’s and 30's, who regard themselves as the 
successors to the older favorites. Their complaints are de- 
presslngly similar: An iconoclastic first novel that other 
writers are sure would make a splash has been turned down 


by every publisher in Moscow. A play that has excited pri- 
vate gatherings in friends' apartments is deemed “too dar- 
ing" for public performance. Poetry is unpublishable, not 
because it Is anti-Soviet but because of its lack of ritual Obei- 
sance to the social virtues or simply because the language is 
too “different" from the hackneyed norm. 

This month, seven frustrated younger writers appealed 
to the Moscow City Council to authorize an “experimental" 
writers' workshop that would be independent of the official 
Soviet Writers' Union, the citadel of hidebound esthetics and 
ideological conformity. The seven asked that the new club 
be allowed to publish a periodical of no more than 300 or 500 
copies containing the members’ uncensored writings. 

Perhaps because of official alarm over Poland and 
determination to prevent any “independent” group from 
following the example of the new Polish trade unions, the 
writers' project was promptly squashed. Would-be sponsors 
were taken to police stations for questioning, their apart- 
ments were searched and their manuscripts confiscated. 
Repression seemed even more automatic than the rejection, 
IS months ago, of plans by more established writers to put 
out an uncensored collection entitled "Metropol.” 

The new episode has contributed to the cheerless mood. 
Some Intellectuals with a proven feel for cultural trends 
argue that even spectacular breakthroughs of the past year 
or so were atypical. “The House an the Embankment,” they 
contend, was permitted only because Mr. Lyubimov had 
threatened to resign as Taganka’s director, staking every- 
thing on one card and winning because his resignation would 
have been a blow to Soviet prestige. 

The real liberalization has been internal, ft is said that 
the intelligentsia got over the cult of Stalin in the 1960's and 
the cult of L en in in the 1970’s. The idea chat Lenin’s "good” 
beginnings were spoiled by the “bad" Stalin finds few takers 
among Intellectuals today, particularly among those under 
40 years old. The more common view is that Leninism was 
totally flawed from the start by totalitarianism. Compared 
with 10 years ago, many more intellectuals seem open to no- 
tions of a freer, more pluralistic society. 

Yet this readiness for basic reform goes hand in hand 
with profound pessimism. Intellectuals are a small minority 
and the Russian mood Is generally conservative. Political 
leaders are not prepared to budge. Many intellectuals say 
they could be reconciled m the system if only things would 
ease up a little — if only Ufe could be a little livelier, if me- 
diocrity could be less overwhelmingly the rule, if they could 
see Western movies and have freer access to more books; if 
only. In abort, there were a little more air. Yet perhaps be- 
cause of this sense of airlessness, because, as one young In- 
tellectual put it, “our culture is occupied territory, occupied 
by bureaucrats and second-raters." there is widespread, 
keenly felt longing for anything new, talented, good. 

When Viktor Yerofeyev, a young writer expelled from 
the Writers' Union for his part in the Metropol affair, read 
his story from that collection at a literary evening in a pub- 
lic theater, he was greeted first by stunned silence and then 
by outraged protests and stormy applause. 

“ *My God,’ 1 thought," recounts Mr. Yerofeyev, 
“ *what power of the written word.’ There is a great hunger 
in Russia for anything fresh, more so, 1 think, than In any 
other country. That is why, as a writer, X would not want to 
live anywhere else."

Ttrrortete Kill 2 In Paris 

"The Voyage of Hope," a vacation cruise to Egypt and Is- 
rael, turned tragic last week when a gunman described by 
witnesses as “obviously an Arab” killed Edwin Douek, a 
Jewish travel agent, and his wife as they were planning the 
trip in their second-floor office near the Paris Op6ra. Their 
assailant escaped, leaving behind a caliber Baretta pistol 
with a silencer and Czechoslovak shells. Similar weapons 
were fired to kill a former Syrian Foreign Minister and In an 
assassination attempt on former Prime Minister Shahpur 
Bakhtiar of Iran in July. French Jewish leaders suggested 
that last week’s shooting, unlike. the Oct. 3 bombing of a 
Paris synagogue by anti-Semites, was directed 'by opp&.” ' 
nents of the Egyptian-lsrael peace accords. The police have , 
found no leads to the synagogue bomber.

When Caste Status Is a Stop Up 

Throughout India’s modern history, many of its citizens 
have campaigned to break the caste system, but last week 
6,000 laundrymen marched in New Delhi to demand that 
their largely hereditary group be given caste status. They 
live all over India in separate communities, marrying 
within tiie group, and regal'd themselves as a separate and 
16W fcfliLeT , Btft*they dS riot deceive Government 'help' hi ob- 
taining jobs and scholarships accorded to other such groups. 
“We have many hardships but we receive no [caste] bene- 
fits," said Manoharlal Tamwar, leader of the Delhi chapter 
of an association claiming to speak for 10 million dhobis as 
the laundrymen are called. New buildings have pushed 
them from the centers of towns and commercial laundries 
have undercut demand for their handwork — mainly slap- 
ping wet linen on rocks. The dhobis also were demanding 
subsidies to reduce soap prices and new dhobigats, or wash- 
ing ponds, in central areas. With traditional jobs dwindling, 
they especially sought government scholarships so their 
children can learn other trades.

Poland and China in Mid-Sentence 


There is a symmetry about recent events in Poland 
and China. Those otherwise dissimilar societies are 
moving step by step to alter their forms of government 
to make political power and economic reward flow to- 
ward the people who actually run things. Though they 
dare not admit it, the Chinese from on high and the 
Poles from below are destroying the central ethic of 
Communist doctrine — the idea that the keepers of 
party ideology shall reign supreme. 

If Americans can clear their minds of the dated 
slogans of their anti-Communism, they would recog- 
nize these convulsions for what they are: ^evolution- 
ary. The Poles and Chinese are exploring virgin politi- 
cal terrain with a destination, and consequences, that 
no one can yet foresee. 

In a sense. Communist politics are ratrhing up 
with reality. The dream that a minority of ideologues 
can use totalitarian means to attain an egalitarian uto- 
pia was shattered long ago. But if that dream is dead, 
the Poles and Chinese now say, then why should those 
ideologues still dominate everyone else? They don’t 
run factories, farms or ministries very well. They get 
in the way of real experts. And to the extent that they 
become the experts, they cannot pretend to embody the 
interests of all citizens. State and citizen need controls 
over each other, but the 20th-century model of a Com- 
munist party no longer serves either. 

In short, what is on trial in China these days, 
and what is being tested daily in Poland, is nothing 
less than the Communist system itself. 


In Poland, the nominal issue of the recent upheaval 
has been whether workers may run a nationwide union 
devoted to economic rather than "political” objectives. 
Under the threat of a general strike, the state has con- 
ceded that right and the corollary political rights of 
free speech and assembly. The Communist leaders 
failed to win acknowledgment even of the principle of 
their supremacy. The unions acknowledge the state, 
and its pro-Soviet foreign policy, but they aim to negoti- 
ate with It as equals. 

However disguised, this is heresy. The Communist 
parties of the'Soviet Union and its other allies have also

That medailioned taxi driver who cheated a Nige- 
rian student out of two £100 traveler’s checks (more 
than $450 for a $2.50 ride across Kennedy Airport) has 
now admitted what he did and asked permission from 
the Port Authority police to pay back the student. We 
can’t quite see how this ‘‘voluntary” restitution fits the 
charge, but at least it’s good to hear that one gouging 
taxi driver has been caught. 

The victims of such drivers, unfortunately for New 
York City's reputation, are often foreigners. But not al- 
ways. And it isn’t always clear whether a driver’s 
greed or merely his ignorance is in the ascendant. We 


lost their legitimacy in logic. They, too, serve only as a 
state and as often as not are a drag an economic effi- 
ciency. If the Polish fever spreads, it may damage 
Moscow’s influence in Eastern Europe, -but it will 
strike mainly at the idea that self-perpetuating oligar- 
chies legitimately rule in a Communist nation. 

Poland’s new union of workers can perhaps still 
be crushed. But Moscow hesitates because it knows 
that tanks will not make people work productively. 
If results also count, tyranny stands exposed as the 
least efficient of political systems. 


That same idea now animates Mao's successors in 
china and haunts the trials by which they me con- 
demning his dream. They are rapidly disowning his 
ideology of a supreme Communist authority that would 
itself be periodically purged, along With every other 
bureaucracy. They have decided that this madcap sys- 
tem simply doesn’t work. They have summoned the ex- 
perts back to power with license to reward the most 
productive citizens. And they have drafted a new con- 
stitution to restore social order, including a limit on 
the t ffnw of party officials and a warning that party 
workers may not intervene in daily administration. 

The current trials of. the "Gang of Four” and of 
five generals accused of a plot on Mao's life stem di- 
rectly from this transformation. The defendants are 
accused mainly of ordinary rather than political 
crimes, as befits a time of revulsion against ideology. 
But their real crime, 'it is now clear, was Mao’s Cul- 
tural Revolution against the millions of technicians 
and bureaucrats who are needed to revive China's 
economy. Always a powerful minority in Mao's time, 
the pragmatic managers of the state seek a final vindi- 
cation against the ideologues. 

It is for from certain that China's revolution from 
the top, and Poland’s from below, will succeed even by 
their own standards of effective economic growth. And 
even if they do, they carry the seeds of a new political 
riddle: If Communist ideology no longer justifies rule 
by a self-appointed oligarchy, then what — and who — 
does? The Poles and the Chinese are in mid-sentence. 
They cannot stop here.

Social Security Is Still Not Secure 


In their recent campaign, Ronald Reagan talked 
about it only in euphemisms. Jimmy Carter didn’t dare 
talk about it at all. No politician wants to be the one to 
explain that the Social Security s y ste m remains in 
deep financial trouble. 

Millions of retired Americans live in dread of any 
reduction in their benefits. Millions more axe near re- 
tirement and count on the system to let them live in dig- 
nity thereafter. But as a new report by the President’s 
Commission an Pension Policy makes clear, ignorance 
is not bliss. The longer we ignore the system's prob- 
lems, the more difficult will be their solution. 

Social Security is not an actuariaHy sound pension 
system; it is a Government income-transfer program. 
And therein lies the key to its current difficulties. A 
fully funded pension program would collect enoug h 
money from workers to pay them the promised bene- 
fits when they retire. Social Security pays as it goes, 
collecting from a shrinking work force for the benefits 
of a growing number of pensioners. 

According to the Treasury, the old age and disabil- 
ity trust fund would have needed reserves of $4.2 tril- 
lion in 1979 to cover its obligations to the contributing 
workers. In fact, the fund held only $30 billion, or less 
than 1 percent of its anticipated liabilities. 

Does that mean Social Security is bankrupt? The 
term does not really apply. Social Security has always 
been a pay-as-you-go system, backed not by hard cash 
but by firm Congressional commitments to provide a 
decent living standard for. the old and disabled. No 


responsible leader would renege on that commitment. 

But the situation does mean that something has to 
give. There are now 31 beneficiaries for every 100 work- 
ers contributing to Social Security. If no ejhsmg an are 
made-in eligibility or benefits by the year 2025, every 
100 w orker s will be supporting from 49 to 62 benefici- 
aries. To bead off this burdensome proportion, the Pen- 
sion Commission staff recommends not still higher 
taxes or reduced benefits but raising the re ti r ement 
age from 65 to 68. 

That is hardly a radical idea. The average life ex- 
pectancy has increased by much more than three years 
since Social Security began; thus, to extend the retire- 
ment age by three years would not deprive future gen- 
erations of beneficiaries of any leisure rtnw> available 
to their predecessors. Nor would it affect anyone over 
the age of 45; the change would not have to take effect 
until the year 2000. And once begun, the could 

be phased to gradually over a period of 12 years. 

There are other ways of reducing the Social Se- 
curity burden without reducing the living standards of 
those who can least afford a loss. A portion of the bene- 
fits might be taxed as ordinary income, leaving virtu- 
ally untouched those with incomes of less than $10,000. 
Or the benefits of future retirees might be linked to the 
cost of living instead of to future wage rates. It is not 
clear which approach would be best. What Is clear is 
that the country would be better off debating the issue 
now, while there is time to make gradual changes, 
rather than later, when the crisis is upon us.

It has become widely accepted that 
the election of 1980 was a rejection of 
“1960’s liberalism” as espoused by the 
likes of Senators Kennedy, McGovern 
and Bayta.

Ever since I960, when Lyndon John- 
son turned his attention from achiev- 
ing social justice in America to win- 
ning the Vietnam War, liberals have 
been virtually shut out of the upper 
levels of the executive branch. Surely 
no one would argue that Messrs. Nixon 


and Ford advanced the cause of liber- 
alism in America. As for Jimmy Car- 
ter, his adherence to Republican so- 
cioeconomic policies was made plain 
by Senator Kennedy last spring. 

It is true that liberals bad positions 
of great influence in Congress during 
the Nixon-Ford-Carter years. They 
were, however, far from being in a 
position to set the national agenda. For 
most of those years, a combination of 
Republicans and conservative Demo- 
crats actually controlled Congress. 
Even when liberals did have the upper 
hand In Congress, they were never 
able to challe n ge effectively the con- 
trol of the President over basic na- 
tional priorities.

Prof. F. W. Went, formerly of Cal-, 
tech and now of the University of 
Nevada, has documented the massive 
release by forest trees of volatile hy- 
drocarbons that can react with ozone 
to form a blue haze chemically related 
to some of the components of typical 
Lbs Angeles smog. The Great Smokies 
probably got their name from this kind 
of emanation, which is naturally oc- 
curring, present in massive quantities 
an a global, basis and certainly to be 
considered a form of atmospheric 
pollution. . 

As for volcanoes. Proto. Barbara 
and Sanford Siegel of the University of 
Hawaii have shown that much of the 
mercury polluting the biosphere is of 
volcanic origin. Even on the pristine 
continent of Antarctica, Mount Erebus 
pollutes the atmosphere with volatile 
mercury components. 
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I conclude that somewhere in Ron- 
ald Reagan’s entourage there is at 
least one speech writer who reads the 
biological, literature. Gould this possi- 
bly be a good omen for the science 
policy of the future? Whether or not 
such optimism is war r a nted, the state- 
ments about pollution made during the 
campaign are not valid grounds for 
concluding that the President-elect is 
akobk.

One of the few remaining brakes 
upon inflation is the Federal Reserve 
policy of setting limits to the rate of 
growth of the stock of money. But the 
Fed itself is adopting policies which 
destroy its ability to set such limits. 

The latest move in this direction 
(news story Nov. 20) is the Fed’s provi- 
sional commitment to grant banks ex- 
traterritorial status on operations car- 
ried out within the U.S. in “interna- 
tional banking facilities" (.alias "free 
banking zones"). Banks and their cus- 
tomers would be free to relabel opera- 
tions as “international” and carry out 
money creation outside the Fed’s re- 
serve requirements and lending rules. 

The safeguards proposed by the Fed 
against using "free zone" facilities for 
domestic operations are derisory. The 
proposed $500,000 minimum for trans- 
actions will not cramp the dealings be- 
tween large banks and large corpora- 
tions, which constitute the bulk of 
money-creating operations. The re- 
quirement that funds “borrowed from 
or placed In the facility be for or from 
foreign activities" will not. actually 
bar the use of such facilities for do- 
mestic purposes of multi-national 
companies. ‘All intra-company fair 
ports could be made the occasion for 
borrowings, for example; and all 
intra-company exports could be made 
theoccasionfor deposits of funds. 

Such operations could rapidly build 
up the expense of “free rone" as 
against “domestic" banking opera- 
tions. The requirement of a two-day 
notice period for withdrawals will not 
in feet limit availability of “free zone” 
deposits for corporate outpayments. 
Most large outpayments are set at 
least a few days in advance. And If the

timing or scale of such outpayments 
brings surprises, it can be both safe 
and inexpensive to finance on the over- 
night loan market today and tomor- 
row, repaying day after tomorrow. 

This arrangement for letting non-re- 
servable money substitutes take over 
the work of what to officially called in- 
ternal U.S. money is not an isolated ex- 
ample of pro-inflationary Fed policies. 
The handling of so-called “repurchase

OPEC is so flexible that it can ac- 
commodate the diversity of opinion 
among its members. “When they can’t 
reach a decision.” said Ian Seymour, 
editor of the respected oil journal. Mid- 
dle East Economic Survey, “they just 
don’t reach one.” 

Obviously the Gulf war doesn't help. 
There will be a hiatus, but the organiza- 
tion .is too useful to its members to be 
allowed to die. It costs little and has 
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provided by far one of the the greatest 
returns on investment imaginable. 

The oil-rich nations found them- 
selves the proprietors of incredible 
wealth as the world shifted from a coal- 
based to an oil-based economy after 
World War II. Through the organiza- 
tion. they reclaimed their resources 
from Western oil companies and im- 
posed their own pricing policy. In so 
doing, they single-handedly wrought 
shifts in the world economic order on a 
scale thn! can only be compared to that 
of the two world wars. 

The group’s three-year attempt to 
forge a long-term pricing strategy ob- 
viously brought conflict, Saudi Ara- 
bia’s view of bow (be price of oil should 
be calculated differs from that of Iran, 
or Algeria. A similar attempt to chan- 
nel aid to the third world also-ran into 
difficulties. The fact is that most OPEC 
countries prefer to give their aid direct- 
ly. But these failures can hardly break 
OPEC. 

While the group appears to the out- 
side world as a monolith, it has always 
been highly fractured in groups and 
sub-groups. Its attempts for a firmly 
unified price broke up ut a raucous 
meeting in Venezuela just a year ago. 
And ai the moment, several mini- 
OPECs are, in fact, in operation. The 
Gulf producers, led by Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait, and including The United 
Arab Emirates and Qatar, have de- 
cided as a group to increase produc- 
tion.

menu on earth, indefinitely wedded to 
the Western alliance of nations.

It brings together Algeria and Iraq, 
both no-nonsense socialist states, with 
Kuwait, Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates, all heavens of free enter- 
prise. 

It joins Arabs and Persians, whose 
antipathy toward one another has deep 
historical roots. And it assembles such 
culturally diverse nations as Africa's 
Nigeria and Gabon, with Asian Indone- 
sia and Latin America’s Venezuela and 
Equador. 

“In its substance it is a place where 
the member countries meet and ex- 
change news, become aware of each 
other's policies and take decisions in 
the light of that,” said Francisco 
Parra, a Venezuelan oil expert who 
served as Secretary General of OPEC 
In 1968.

Congress Seeks Trade Limits 

The lame-duck Congress appears ready to pass 
legislation its successor may come to regret. Ford and 
the United Auto Workers, who sought —and didn’t get — 
import relief from the International Trade Commission, 
may win Congressional support this week of a bill 
authorizing the President to negotiate an agreement to 
limit Japanese auto imports. If they do, the implications 
fbr trade could be far-reaching. 

The textile and steel industries, which have also 
complained about rising foreign competition, have more 
than a passing interest in what Congress decides to do 
with the pending legislation. 

Trade experts worry that if the auto bill passes, steel 
and textile producers may demand simila r trea tment 
next year. If such a measure for autos is passed, ■' 
President Carter would be unlikely to block it. Passage 

could also prompt the new Congress to re-examine 

portions and purposes of the 1974 Trade Act, which has 

tended to lower trade barriers, and make trade 

negotiations between the European Community and 
Japan, scheduled to reconvene in February, that much 
more difficult. 

Upswing in U.S.-ChIna Trade 

The China market has always Included elements of 
myth, with more promise than performance. But, as 
reciprocal trade exhibitions take place in Peking and 
New York, the outlook for American business Is turning 

^Since 1976, merchants from Hong Kong, Japan, and 

West Germany have had more success in China than' 

their American counterparts. But United States 
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exporters, helped by sales of agricultural products this 
year, are realizing significant growth. In three years, 
exports have swelled from $171 million to an estimated $3 
billion in 1980. 

Despite the Improving picture, China is a poor country, 
and Is likely to remain Aat way through much of the 
decade. Opportunities for selling certain items — 
agricultural chemicals, electrical power generation 
systems, and heavy equipment, for example — are real. 
And some consumer goods companies have had success. 
However, most consumer goods exporters searching for 
new markets would be wise to look elsewhere. 

Imports from China, particularly petroleum products, 
have also shown heal thy growth. Peking is eager to 
increase exports even more,, especially of textiles. 

Copper Returns to Work 

Copper strikes at Anaconda and Asarco are over and 
full-scale production Is resuming. Over the short term, 
prices, which hovered around 90 cents throughout the six- 
month period of unrest, may well drop. 

The likely continuation of slow or no economic growth 
here and abroad seems to preclude a price rise anytime 
soon. Inventories remain at reasonably healthy levels, in 
spite of the strike. The recession -- primarily in 
bomebulldlng and autos, two major copper-consuming 
industries— kept stocks high during Its early months. 
Economic downturn in the rest of the industrialized 
world, whichhad been producing at normal levels 
earlier, has helped since then. 

An increase in defense spending would help redress the 
imbalance, but not by much. According to some analysts, 
military hardware currently accounts for less than 5 
percent of copper’s business.

HE Western industrial countries 
no lunger sec (he (one of the 
world economy.” said Peter Op- 
penheimer, an Oxford University 
economist. "They are the reaefers to 
events now. not initiators.” 

No one would ha vo'd reamed it just 20 
years ago. Postwar reconstruction was 
over. Western nations, riding high from 
the rich 1950's, were about to embark 
on another decade of swelling prosperi- 
ty. George C. Marshall, the United 
States Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
who had set up the postwar recovery 
plan, led the way in organizing a forum 
where the United States and its rich in- 
dustrial partners would coordinate 
their economic policies. 

On Dec. 14, I960, the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment was born, a grouping of 24 na- 
tions, some former adversaries, which 
would help guide the fortunes of the 
one-half of the world that had not joined 
the Communist revolution. For a dec- 
ade. all went pretty much as planned. 
Those days a re over. 

After innumerable efforts to stem an 
ever-adverse tide in the 1970's, the 
Western industrial democracies plus 
Japan, are recognizing the slow bur re- 
lentless shift of wealth and industry 10 
parts of the wprld that were once their 
colonies. The must immediate manifes- 
tation of the shift is the potent combina- 
tion of inflation and economic stagna- 
tion that has eaten away at the indus- 
trialized Establishment over the last 
seven years and seems set to continue 
doing so fur quite a few more years. 

What once looked like a conspiracy of 
silence by Western leaders to conceal 
the sheer magnitude of the economic 
problems their countries face, is now 
starting to disintegrate under the 
cumulative impact of their failure to 
find solutions. 

France’s robust economisc-Prime 
Minister, Raymond Barre. never tires 
of wanting that the West must brace it- 
self for another decade of sluggish 
growth and high unemployment while 
it adapts to “the'new realities" of inter- 
national economic life expensive 
energy and the migration of traditional 
industries toward the southern half of 
the globe. For the first time. France's 
five-year economic plan contains no 
growth predictions; It merely wares 
that “tomorrow will be worse than 
today.” 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt of West 
Germany, now safely re-elected, is also 


staning to warn his compatriots — and 
the rest of the world — that hts nation's 
“economic miracle” is not invulner- 
able to the recessionary forces loose in 
the world. “Our partners tend to over- 
estimate our strength and abilities,” he 
said earlier this month. The comment 
had a familiar ring, given his nation’s

reluctance to take on the burden of 
leadership urged on it by the O . E.C.D. 

British Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Denis Healey, when he left office last 
year, delivered the following verdict: 
“All the evidence indicates that for the 
foreseeable future, the average growth 
of output in the free world is not going 
to recover to the level which we en- 
joyed during those golden years from 

1951 to 1973.” 

Yet a beacon of optimism still glim- 
mers at the elegant lSth-centu<y man- 
sion in eastern Paris that once be- 
longed to the Rothschild family, and 
now houses the O.E.C.D. In September. 
Emile van Lenneu, the O.E.C.D.'s Sec- 
retary General, told a some what in- 
credulous meeting of the International 
Monetary Fund that the West could still 
look forward to “recovery" next year if 
it continues to fight inflation and pre- 
serves free trade . 

“If you project a gloomy past into the 
future, it’s bound to be gloomy too.” 
said one senior O.E.C.D. staff econo- 
mist, adding "Western prosperity has 
been challenged, the question is what 
will the response be.” 

At the birthplace of the O.E.C.D., the 
1960's are well remembered. In that 
decade, its economies grew at around 
4.5 percent a year on average, while 
inflation and unemployment hovered 
near 2 and 3 percent . But then came the 
sober 1970’s. Growth rates slowed to 
around 3 percent on average. Since 
1977, they have limped along at barely 2 
percent. Inflation, meanwhile, shot up 
at a rate of S percent a year during the 
first half of the decade, accelerating to 
12.6 percent in the year ended in Sep- 
tember. Meanwhile a string of comfort- 
able trading surpluses gave way to 
huge and sustained deficits under the 
impact of rising oil prices. 

Last week, the O.E.C.D. Secretarial 
admitted that the recovery it foresees 
next year wifi be the mildest upswing 
since World War II. with economic 
growth barely exceeding 2 percent on 
average and unemployment edging up 
to more than 25 million. 

While the official line is cautiously 
optimistic, the last decade is already 
littered With the wreckage of failed 
O.E.C.D. plans for promoting Western 
economic recovery that failed to ap- 
preciate the strength of inflationary 
forces in the world. 

Now the O.E.C.D. Secretariat has be- 
latedly recognised that fighting infla- 
tion must remain the West’s top pri- 
ority for the foreseeable future. And 
privately many Secretariat economists 
share the pessimism of Mr. Barre and 
Mr. Healey, saying the world is enter- 
ing a “low growth tunnel” in which rhe 
difference between recovery and reces- 
sion will become so small as to ap- 
proach meaninglessness.

Others say OPEC succeeds because 
Us members look upon it only as a 
safety net to prevent a deterioration of 
oil prices. “For 20 years OPEC has 
been a successful association of oil 
producers who went after the best price 
for their commodity,” said Robert 
Mabro, Oxford University professor 
ami oil economist. “They only run into 
difficulties when they try to be some- 
thing more than that, but when it 
comes to pricing oil, there are no inher- 
ent contradictions between them.” 

It took a long time to get the grab-bag 
of oil interests together. In Venezuela, 
Juan Pablo Perez Alfonso had been toy- 
ing with the idea practically since his 
appointment as Minister of Mines and 
Development in 1945. Inertia, and a 
sense of impotence on the part of the 
countries that had the oil but had given 
power over it to Western companies, 
made for a long gestation. 

There had been a serious imbalence 
in power between those who bad the oil 
and those who controlled it in the early 
part of the century. The countries had 
it, but the major international oil com- 
panies — Esso (now Exxon). Mobil, 
Gulf, Texaco and Standard Oil of Cali- 
fornia plus British Petroleum and 
Royal Dutch/ Shell, the so-called 
"seven sisters” — ruled it 

In the aftermath of World War I, they 
had bought unlimited concessions from 
the then weak and primitive govern- 
ments of the oil states, sometimes pay- 
ing pitiful clumps of goid coins for the 
right to find, pump, ship and market 
every drop of oil in the country. It was a 
case, as many senior oil company exec- 
utives readily admit today in hindsight 
of unabashed exploitation, and it went 
on well after World War II. 

Is OPEC the villain who caused this 
huge rise In the price of oil? Many eoc- 
perts believe not. They say tHht the em- 
bargo, the fall in Iranian oiL exports 
and now the Gulf war have token over 
from OPEC as the driving forces be- 
hind the price spiral. 

The supply and demand picture 
make every oil producer powerful, 
whether it be an OPEC member or such 
nornn embers as Mexico, Canada, Nor- 
way and Britain. ’ ’Anybody who has oil 
for export is a big boy around the 
Mock,” said one source close to the In-- 
dustry. “OPEC in the 1 960’s held the 
prices from collapsing, bdt today I 
don’t think the organizaltbn means a 
damn thing." 

True, but OPEC still controls a great 
deal of oil. This year noh-Convnunisk 
demand will be roughly 50 million bar- 
rels a day, of which production from 
outside OPEC will account for just Z1 
million. 

“This still means that OPEC re- 


mains the major supplier and Is likely 
to continue. 1 would say, through the 
first half of the 1980’s,” said John D. 
Wilson, senior vice president and chief 
economist of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank. “I think that energy prices, 
particularly the price of oil. are signifi- 
cantly higher as a result of the exist- 
ence of OPEC. OPEC has the ability to 
keep the price at levels that/Jo not fully 
reflect the spot market.” 

But others take*the view that OPEC, 
having achieved its aims of sover- 
eignty over its oil and of bettering its 
earning power from this limited re- 
source, lias acted many times as a 
moderating force. 

“Inasmuch as some of its members 
are trying to stabilize the supply of oil, 
like the Saudis and others in the Gulf, I 
think it has played a constructive 
role,” said Ragaei el-Mallakh, editor of 
the Jtxirnal of Energy Development 
and professor of economics at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado in Denver. “Any- 


way. it is better to have OPEC with 
moderates in it than not.” 

The upshot seems to be that OPEC is 
neither the villain nor the wide-eyed in- 
nocent of the piece. 

The moderating forces within OPEC, 
principally Saudi Arabia, can only 
buck a/i underlying market trend for a 
while. In the end, they must go with it. 

The radical forces, meanwhile, can 
only push the prices up as long as cus- 
tomers are willing to pay them. When 
oil is plentiful, as it was just before the 
outbreak of the Gulf war that took an- 
other 3.5 million barrels a day out of the 
market, prices simply won't rise. When 
it gets scarce, as has become the per- 
ception as the war goes on. prices rise 
(to more than $40 on the current spot 
marker). 

If OPEC is indeed a bazaar, its mem- 
ber merchants can be counted on for 
the natural instinct to take advantage 
of the customer. But it can also be 
counted on to make a bargain.

M usical superstars have always been with us, and 
have been handsomely paid for their services. 
From Paganini, Liszt, Malibran and Jullien 
through the decades, there have always been a 
handful or so artists at any given time who have 
Ingredient X — that combination of virtuosity and charisma 
— to an unprecedented degree. Audiences tear down the halls 
to bask in the glory ot these glamorous creatures. Critics roll 
over and play dead. Tickets are scalped for incredible prices. 
Something approaching mass hysteria grips the public. 

But never before in the history of music have top artists 
been paid as much as they are today. What with inflation and 
a number of other factors just as significant, superstar fees 
during the last three years have entered an exotic realm 
that, according to many experts, reflects a new order of real- 
ity — or, to look at it from a reverse aspect, unreality. 

The crazy prices, concert managers and -orchestra 
spokesmen say, are throwing budgets into disarray, hurting 
the business and actually makirtg-a show-biz operation out of 
serious music. They are not referring to the two super-super- 
stars, Vladimir Horowitz and Luciano Pavarotti. Those two 
are out of sight, all but freaks of nature. Under them, how- 
ever, is a group of immensely popular artists who, conceit 
promoters and orchestra managers admit (often grudging- 
ly), are worth every cent they get. They are, after all, box of-. 
fice draws. But fewer and fewer symphonic and operatic or- 
ganizations are able to afford them. And under them is an- 
other and larger group asking for and getting large fees that, 
it is felt, are completely out of proportion to their box-office 
value. 

Never before have top concert artists been able to com- 
mand such extraordinary fees. The phenomenon is not con- 
fined to music. Only the other week there was great agitation 
in baseball circles. Million-dollar contracts were being 
thrown around like popcorn at a Yankee Stadium game, and 
it is now felt that a financial drain is being imposed on the 
structure of organized baseball. Perhaps, though, this is The 
American Way. Get what you can while the getting's good. 
Few million-dollar baseball players would argue otherwise, 
nor would you or I if we were in an equivalent position. 

But in music, at any rate, there are long-term implica- 
tions to the contemporary grab-bag. In the concert world, su- 
perstar fees are forcing ticket prices up, especially prices in 
subscription series. And esthetic values are being Skewed. 
Most superstars in the old days attracted an audience that 
was as much Interested in the music as in the man. Today it 
is the man first, the music second. A Pavarotti concert tends 
to be more an entertainment than a musical event. Pavarotti 
works on this aspect, apparently never turning down a talk- 
show appearance, malting television commercials, seeing to 
It that he Is always In the public eye. 

Pavarotti and Horowitz are special cases because their 
fees are In a stratospheric trajectory of their own. Pavarot- 
ti's agents are asking for $40,000 an appearance. Horowitz 
works on 80 percent of the box office. That means a consider- 
able hike in ticket prices for those two artists. So, usually.

they are booked for special events — pension fund concerts, 
fund-raisers and the like. Then the ticket price can be scaled 
down from, say, a $100 top. Everybody makes money. Every- 
body is happy. 

Aside from those two, who are the' other superstars? A 
rough poll of concert managers and other experts around the 
country invariably brings many of the same names to the 
fore. Rudolf Serkin is a superstar, and as such is getting 
$25,000 for an appearance In a recital or with an orchestra. At 
least two singers — Joan Sutherland, Leontyne Price — are 
in such an exalted category that they can also get as much as 
$25,000. (Beverly Sills used to be In that category). If the Rus- 
sian pianist Sviatoslav Richter came back, he would be a 
$20,000 to $25,000 artist. Mstislav Rostropovich can get 
$15,000 for a cello recitaL 

In the same range are three conductors — Herbert von 
Karajan, Leonard Bernstein and Georg Solti — if they make 
guest appetences. The flutist James Galway is, to every- 
body’s astonishment, a superstar, getting as much as $15,000 
a concert. Professionals in the business describe him as "a 
cult figure.” It Is generally agreed that the two hottest violin- 
ists on the American circuit are Isaac Stern and Itzhak Perl- 
man, who are in the $15,000 range. Also high-priced are, 
among others, Andr£ Watts, Montserrat Caballe, Vladimir 
As hk enazy, Alicia de Larrocha and Yehudi Menuhin. 

At any one time there seldom is more than a dozen of 
these superstars in music. In 1910 the British music critic ■ 
Berman Klein spent some time in New York and took a dose 
look at the music business. There were, be wrote, only a 
dozen artists capable of selling out Carnegie Hall. Those 
were the singers Marcella Sembrich, Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink, Lillian Nordica, Emma Eames, Johanna Gadski and ' 
David Blspham; the pianists Ignaz Paderewski, Moriz 
Rosenthal and Fanny Bloomfield-Zeisler; and the violinists 
Eugene Ysaye, Fritz Kreisler and Jan Kubelik. (Presumably 
he did not mention the potent names of Enrico Caruso 
Geraldine Farrar because they did very little concert work.) 

As far as those in the concert business are concerned, a 
superstar is one who can sell out any house, anywhere, as 
soon as his or her concert is announced. In that respect, cer- 
tain popular artists do not make the grade. Some cities have 
favorites who mean nothing elsewhere. The tenor Alfredo 
Kraus is a big draw in Chicago and Dallas — but not in Nfew 
York. Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau, conceded to be the world's 
greatest lieder singer, sells out in the sophisticated metro- 
politan centers of America but not in the provinces. Thus the 
professionals will not put him into a superstar category. Her- 
bert Breslfo, the artist’s representative, mentions only four 
living recitalists as superstars — Horowitz, Pavarotti, Suth- 
erland and Price. To him they are Che only ones with really ' 
consistent Big Box-Office Power. 

The ones suffering most from the inflated prices that art- 
ists are demanding are symphony orchestras all over the 
country. O rch estras cannot do much about their price strut- 
tuze, and can raise ticket prices only for a few special events 
during a subscription season. 

Fees, It is felt, have gotten out of line. "Awfully high," 
sighs John Edwards, the manager of the Chicago Symphony. 
"It throws our budget into an awful tallspin. It's a changed 
world. For instance, there used to be what is called an intro- 
ductory fee for young artists. That is a thing of the past. 
There was a time when lesser artists would have appeared 
with any big orchestra for nothing. They considered it an 
honor, and they needed the exposure. That too has disap- 
peared. Even for relatively unknown artists the asking fee is 
high. Today we can't afford many of the big names, certainly 
□ot as many as we used to have. That goes for all orchestras. 
Certain artists have priced themselves out of our market. " ' 

Orchestras suffer more than most In this climate, even 
though their managers can wheel and deal. For a concert 
date, an artist's representative demands a specific fee, take

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it or leave it. For orchestral appearances there can be some 
bargaining. There is an asking fee and a final negotiated fee. 
An appearance with a major orchestra still does mean some- 
thing to an artist. If the New York Philharmonic or one of Its x 
brothers In the Big Five offers a musician a four-appearance 
job In a subscription week, the fee can be adjusted down- 
ward, and It usually is. Thus a $10,000- artist may play for 
$8,000 a performance, going to the bank with $32,000 (less, of 
course, agents’ fees and other expenses) instead of $40,000. 

But even at that, orchestras are suffering. 

"We can’t afford some top soloists for our subscription 
season any more," says Hamid 

ecutive director of the Oakland Symphony. T ‘ We engage them 
only for galas with high-priced tickets." 

Sampson Field, the president of the New York Philhar-, 
manic, concurs. "Artists can raise their prices. We cant. We 
can't price ourselves out of the field or limit ourselves only to 
the very wealthy.” Ernest Flelshmann of the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic has a particular gripe. He says he doesn’t be- 
grudge the top artists, the big box-office draws, their fee. The 
very great ones are worth it artistically and at the box office. 
"It's the ones in the middle. In the $4,000-18,000 bracket, who 
are out of line," be says. "Nothing happens at the bax-offlce. 

I object to the medium artist asking fin* a Mg fee, and manag- 
ers are making a mistake when paying outrageous fees for 
routine artists." 

One thing is certain. The top American orchestras have 
to have a certain number of top artists every season, and that 
leads to some intensive bidding. "It's like a competition," 
one Philharmonic official bitterly says. "Chicago or Phila- 
delphia will be afraid that we’ll have artists they don’t have, 
so they'll jack up their prices. Then we in New York have to 
meet those jacked-up prices. Orchestra managers around . 
the country are talking about it. What the hell can we do' 
about those crazy prices? Perhaps we can get together and 
form our own union.” 

A few years ago, soloists and conductors cost the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra about $400,000 for a season. "Now," says 
Sy Rosen, the executive director of the orchestra, "that fig- 
ure has doubled. Things are going to get worse before they 
get better. Everybody is asking for more. It won’t slop until 

the public refuses to pay die high ticket prices. Now I under- 
stand why our orchestral musicians are getting upset. Take 
the Metropolitan Opera Orchestra, for instance. The players 
seeaJl that money around and, they leel they should get some 

Many reasons are advanced for the spurt in prices. 
There is inflation, of course. Everything is up, and in- 
cludes prices artists themselves must pay. "Don’t forget,” 
says Walter Prude of ICM, the big conceit agency, "the art- 
ist has to pay inflated prices for advertising, hotels, accom- 
panists, travel, food, taxes. If inflation levels off, so will 
prices. But never forget that the superstar names his own 
price, and that Is as true in music as it is in the films, in 
sports, on Broadway, anything. Top artists never have any 
problems." 

Coupled with' inflation is the decline of the dollar. Euro- 
pean artists are asking to be paid in the equivalent of their 
own hard currency (and some are demanding that they be 
paid in Swiss francs or German marks for their American 
appea ran ces ) . Because of the current state of the dollar, fees 
In Europe are much higher than they are in America. As the 

manager Harold Shaw says, "In a few years, European art- 
ists won't even look at the dollar. They may not even come 
here. Why should they leave home? Financially it's not worth 
it to them. The days are long past when a Carnegie Hall re- 
cital was mandatory. We have to beg some artists to come. 
Thai I.R.S. taxi They scream about ltl" 

Nor are artists as hungry as they used to be. Thanks to 
the summer festivals that have proliferated an over the 
world, thanks to fast travel, thanks to a income from 

recordings alone, thanks to air-coodl Mooed balls, thanks to 
the real interest in music sparked fay records, thanks to 
media hype, the major artist has but to drop his calling card 
and there wlB be a scramble for It. TlH-re is international bid- 
ding for the top stars. (Old Karajan joke: He gets into a taxi. 
"Where to?" asks the driver. “Makes no difference," an- 
swers Karajan. "They want me everywhere.’’) 

Bidding is especially keen for top opera stars. There are 
not enough to go around. Anthony Bliss of the Metropolitan 
Opera swears that he has maintained a $6,000 top fear any 
singer in recent years, but admits that It will shortly have to 
be raised. In Chicago, it is said, tiie Lyric Opera is paying as 
much as $10,000 a performance fora few singers. The govern- 
ment-subsidlzed opera houses of Europe can go considerably 
higher than that. When Rolf Liebennann was running the 
Paris Opera, backed by a subsidy in the neighborhood of $30 
million, he was responsible for raising the fees of top artists 
nm only In Ms own house but all over Europe. He apparently 
would pay anything to get them, and La Seal*. Vienna and 
the others had to raise their artists' fees to a comparable 
level. 

The United States has no gpvenuneat subsidy for the 
arts, but it does have the National Endowment, and some ob- 
servers are beginning to take a dose look at that, cl ai m i n g 


thatsomeof the high prices can stem from the N.E.A. opera- 
tion. "Let's say that Kansas C3ty-— I'm just pulling a city out 
of the hat — gets a National Endowment grant of a half mil- 
lion. Now they can book a few Mg names, names that they 
never could afford,” says one concert manager. “Govern- 
ment money is befog used in a way that unwittingly drives 
fees up, and it’s beginning to get out of hand.”

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lenge Reagan has to face between now 
and his ride down Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue to the White House on Jan. 20. 

On that day, it is going to be ar- 
ranged, by his friends in Hollywood, 
that we will have the most spectacular 
theatrical and political television show 
in history, complete with Johnny Car- 
son and thousands of flags. 

But when it’s aJJ over, the problems 
will remain and the question will be 
who will deal with them — and how. 
Reagan Is now struggling with this 
question. He is very amiable in saying 
that he can’t do everything by himself 
and that he needs help. He has prom- 
ises to keep to the conservatives who 
stuck with him and finally brought him 
to the White House, but he also has to 
deal with the world, and with the ques- 
tion of what to do with Kissinger, who Is 
both his adviser and his dilemma. 

Maybe Reagan's compromise lies 
with the former Secretaries of- State 
and the unemployed Presidents. They 
would clearly like to help, having faced 
Reagan’s agonies. But they need to be 
asked, and it will be interesting to see 
whether Reagan, rejecting Kissinger, 
uses them or ignores them ‘and organ- 
izes his new Administration cm his own. 


ITHACA, N.Y. — The excitement 
generated by the flight of the Voyager 
! spacecraft past Saturn provides an 
ironic counterpoint to an impending 
collapse of America's space effort. 

Not long ago. while Saturn's melon- 
hued atmosphere, unique moons, and 
austerely beautiful rings entranced . 
scientists and the general public alike 
across the nation, few of those voting - 
on the 1981 Federal budget in Washing- 
ton were concerned with planetary ex-' 
ptoration; this continued a practice of 
several years. The planetary program . 
in unlikely ro fare better with a newly 
cost-conscious Congress during the 
next session, unless the Reagan ad- 
ministration acts promptly. 

The consequences of past lack of in- 
terest toward space exploration on the 
part of the Carter Administration and 
Congress will only be evident years 
hence. Fallowing next August's pas- 
sage of Saturn by the Voyager 2 space* 
craft, noimages of other worlds will be 
seen for at least five years. Given the 
time needed to develop today's com- 
plex missions, it is not possible for this 
interval to be shortened. 

The interruption of the United 
States’ exploration of the solar system • 
comes after two decades during which ' 
we have had the privilege to visit an- 
other planet or the Moon on the aver- 
age of every six months. During this 
exhilarating period, we have literally 
expanded our horizons and gained a 
new perspective on our place In the 
universe. We have learned much about 
the dense and searing atmosphere of 
Venus, Earth’s supposed sister planet. 
We have seen abundant evidence that 
Man once had a considerably more

dement climate than at present and 
that the red planet may stifi be geolog- 
ically active; we have even placed our 
machines on its surface to view a set- 
ting not unlike that of some rock- 
strewn terrestrial desert. Our space- 
craft have surveyed Mercury, the in- 
nermost planet, and our nearby com- 
panion, the Moon, and observed them 
to be surprisingly similar, each still 
bearing scars of its accumulation into 
a planetary body. We have delivered 
explorers to the Moon’s surface and 
we are now scrutinizing lunar chunks 
in our laboratories to understand bow 
they were formed. Most recently, we 
have ventured beyond the asteroid belt 
into the gas-rich outer solar system 
where the swirling multicolored cloud 
patterns on Jupiter have exhibited a 
meteorology that has much to teach us 
about Earth’s weather, even as the 
giant planet’s atmospheric chemistry 
may elucidate what happened to that 
of the primitive Earth. And the Jovian 
moons have been displayed to us as bi- 
zarre worlds, including one that is 
more active than our planet and an- 
other whose frozen surface shows tec- 
tonic patterns of unimaginable com- 
plexity when compared against terres- 
trial counterparts. From the latest en- 


counter we hope to improve our under- 
standing of the solar system's origin 
through the investigation, currently 
taking place, of Saturn’s flattened ring 
system, a dynamic laboratory that 
mimics the primordial development of 
the planets out of a disc-likecirctunso- 
lar cloud. Titan, the largest Saturnian 
satellite and one surrounded with a 
very dense atmosphere of nitrogen 
and methane, has already shown us 
that it Is a uniquely interesting world. 
Thus, by testing previous theories and 
providing unheard-of environments, 
our voyages to the planets over the last 
20 years have caused us to rethink our 
once-earthbound ideas on the nature of 
the universe. Most of all, though, the 
exploration of the solar system has al- 
lowed mankind to find out about the 
fragility of terrestrial ecosystyems 
and about its own uniqueness. 

Notwithstanding these accomplish- 
ments, and despite continuing public 
support, the American space program 
is In profound trouble today. Only 
Project Galileo, consisting of a planned 
orbiter of Jupiter and a probe of the 
Jovian atmosphere, has received fund- 
ing approval. And even this last Ameri- 
can extraterrestrial venture will not 
leave Earth until 1984 or later, since it 


has been seriously delayed by the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration's woes with Space Shuttle, part 
of GaJiieo's primary launch system; 
additional problems could jeopardize 
the flight entirely. Many other promis- 
ing missions — such as Lunar Polar Or- 
biter, a geophysical and geochemical 
survey spacecraft — will most likely 
never fly, although enthusiastically en- 
dorsed by the Space Science Board of 
the National Academy of Sciences. 

Further evidence of the faltering 
American planetary program is the 
case of the exploration of Halley, the 
most renowned comet in historical an- 
nals. which in 1988 wilt again traverse 
the inner solar system after its latest 
76-year round-trip journey to the 
outermost reaches of the solar system. 
Three spacecraft are expected to be 
sent from Earth to greet Halley: one 
will be European, one Soviet, and one 
Japanese; the American effort, which 
was co be the most sophisticated of all, 
has apparently been killed by the Ad- 
ministration and the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. Indeed it appears as 
though the American era of solar-sys- 
tem exploration may be over. Perhaps 
it is our destiny to pass our lead to 
other nations, much as the Spanish 
and Portuguese “discovery” of the 
New World gave way to the subse- 
quent development and utilization of 
these lands by the English and French. 


Joseph A. Bums, associate professor

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Predicting the judgments of his- 
tory is risky but here goes: The 98th 
Congress just might be best remem- 
bered because in its “lame duck” 
session, now drawing near its close, 
a beginning was made on dealing 
with toxic chemical and nuclear- 
wastes. 

Disposal of such wastes, those ex- 
isting and those to be created, to- 
gether with the cleanups necessi- 
tated by the shoddy practices and 
pretensions of the past, is probably 
the single most pressing environ- 
mental problem the nation faces. 
But a week or so ago, it looked 
as if the 96th would go home with- 
out accomplishing anything, leav- 
ing the field to the dubious mercies of 
the far more conservative Con- 
gress that will be sworn in in 
January. 

Now there’s a reasonable chance 
that the Senate and the House can 
agree on differing versions of an in- 
dustry “superfund” to help pay for 
cleaning up toxic waste sites. Less 
likely but suddenly possible is pas- 
sage of a bill to provide for adequate 
nuclear waste storage by 1987. If 
both become law, little else this Can- ' 
gress has done, undone or not done 
would be as Important. 

The nuclear measure was resur- 
rected in the House when a compro- 
mise was struck between nuclear in- 
dustry representatives and environ- 
mentalists. Their agreement will en- 
able Chairmen Morris Udall of the 
Interior Committee and John Dlngell 
of the Energy and Power Subcom-

Beginning the Cleanup

mittee to offer a bill to the House 
which stands a good chance of pas- 
sage. It will be exceptionally hard to 
reconcile, however, with a far differ- 
ent Senate bill passed last summer 
over strong environmentalist objec- 
tion. 

The Udall-Dingell measure sets up 
the following time schedule for Che 
provision of 'an acceptable nuclear 
wasttfdisposal site : 

June 30, 1981 — the Department of 
Energy would outline the basic re- 
quirements for a disposal site; 

Jan. 1, 1962 — the Secretary of 
Energy would designate two geologi- 
cally different sites for intensive 
study; 

Feb. 1..Z985 — two more sites 
would be designated ; 

March 30, 1987 — the President 
would designate the actual site for 
permanent disposal of nuclear 
wastes. 

That approach leaves many ques- 
tions unanswered, but it would force 
the issue through an orderly process 
of decision. Up to now, the nuclear 
Industry and a generally supportive 
Government have fobbed off public 


concern with glib assurances that 
the waste problem was not critical, 
and that by the time ft became so, an 
adequate disposal program would 
have been developed. The House 
bill’s timetable would put teeth into 
these promises. 

But because no one wants a nu- 
clear waste disposal site in the back- 
yard, this is a political as well as a 
technological and bureaucratic prob- 
lem. The Udall-Dingell bill would 
come to grips with that aspect, too, 
providing that a state could veto a 
high-level waste-disposal site within 
its territory if either house of Con- 
gress voted to sustain the state veto. 
Whether this will deal adequately 
with state objections remains to be 
seen, but it does recognize the politi- 
cal problem. 

The Senate bill, unfortunately, is 
more industry-oriented; it provides 
$300 million for temporary waste 
storage sites “away from reactors” 
(AFR’s) while a permanent site is 
being chosen. The Senate rejected 
the Udall-Dingell timetable ap- 
proach. 

Thus, reconciliation will be diffi- 


cult; but the industry, apparently 
desperate for some bill that would 
ease public concern about nuclear 
waste, is now willing to accept the 
timetable rather than have no action 
taken in this Congress. But it is not 
clear that the industry will go along 
with a final bill that provides for no 
AFR’s, as environmentalists will in- 
sist. 

In contrast, some form of “super- 
fund” to pay for toxic chemical 
cleanups now seems assured. Senate 
and House versions are relatively 
close in providing for a fund of $1.2 to 
$1.6 billion, 75 to 80 percent of which 
would be drawn from taxes on com- 
panies responsible for chemical haz- 
ards; the rest would come from Fed- 
eral appropriations. The fund would 
be used primarily for immediate 
cleanup action; the Environmental 
Protection Agency would be author- 
ized to sue companies responsible for 
a spill or a hazardous dump to re- 
cover cleanup costs and replenish 
the superfund. 

The Senate version omitted, how- 
ever, any use of the superfund to 
repay chemical-spill or d um p vic- 
tims 'for loss of income and damage 
to property, and it’s unlikely the 
final bill will include such a provi- 
sion. Nor would the Senate bill heav- 
ily penalize offending companies, as 
had at first been proposed. 

But in both areas, even the limited 
starts the “lame ducks” might give 
us would be far preferable to the eva- 
sions, half-truths and whole lies of 
the past.

A number of his 
campaign themes can guide the 
choices: strengthening the role of the 
Cabinet secretaries, getting the Gov- 
ernment off the people’s backs, em-> 
phasizlng domestic production, and'.-c 
enhancing national security. . 

Suggestions to abolish the Depart- . 
ment of Energy may be popular, but 
they conflict with these other themes 
and they fail to realize that our current 
energy predicament is more a result of. 
bad laws than bureaucratic inepti- - 
tude. Shooting the messenger will not 
solve our energy problems. 

But changes in energy organization, 
coupled with other actions, could help. 
Specifically, the new President could 
profitably take the following steps : 

Decontrol crude-oil prices immedi- 
ately and reduce the Energy Depart - ■ 
ment * S regulatory responsibility.

Create an Assistant Secretary for 
Energy Emergencies. 

The economic shocks and domestic 
shortages that followed the Arab oil 
embargo and the Iranian revolution 
provided a small sample of the dam- 
age that supply interruptions can 
cause. Despite these warnings, plan- 
ning for future energy emergencies is 
today only a part-time job for at least 
six different officials scattered around 
the Energy Department. Consolidat- 
ing emergency preparedness func- 
tions under one assistant secretary, 
coupled with filling the strategic pe- 
troleum reserve, and the development 
of market systems for distributing 
shortages, could better prepare us for 
future emergencies. And these steps 
would represent a new sense uf com- 
mitment to cope with the national-se- 
curity aspects of our petroleum de- 
pendency. 


Transfer leasing functions to the 
Energy Department. 

Today, the department sets goals for 
production of energy from the public 
ladds while the Department of the In- 
terior controls access through leasing. 
This arrangement is not nnlfl» two 
drivers steering a automobile. Trans- 
fer of leasing authority to the Energy 
Department would ensure not only 
more-consistent management but also 
would allow for environmental and 
economic balancing between oil «nH 
gas production, conservation, and 
development of alternative energy 
sources. It is not sensible to cope with- 
legitimate environmental concerns by 
fragmenting management. 

Transfer nuclear-weapons produc- 
tion to the Department of Defense. 

About 30 percent of Energy Depart- 
ment's budget is devoted to weapons 
production. Ah outdated vestige of the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1946. weapons- 
productxon activities have virtually 
nothing to do With energy; they should 
be transferred to the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

Strengthen the policy-making role of 
the Secretary of Energy. 


Energy policy cuts across the re- 
sponsibilities of many Government 
agencies: tax policy, transportation/ 
welfare, and natural-resources man- 
agement, to name a few. If the Presi- 
dent-elect looks to Cabinet members, 
rather than the White House, to initi- 
ate and coordinate policy, then the 
Secretary of Energy’s role must be 
strengthened. He should be given re- 
sponsibility to pull together policy op- 
tions for Presidential decision and to 
coordinate energy-related activities of 
other agencies. Otherwise, policy will 
again gravitate toward the White 
House. 

The Carter Administration has 
moved In many of these directions al- 
ready. But a new President has the 
unique opportunity to break dramati- 
cally with the past. He can make Cabi- 
net g o ve rn ment really work, after 
years of increasing centralization of 
White House power. He can free us 
from the regulatory morass that has 
held down production, discouraged 
conservation, and unfairly discrimi- 
nated against solar energy and other 
energy sources. He can create the bu^ 
reaucratic machinery necessary to 
protect us against supply interrup? 
tions. And he can make the depart- 
ment more manageable by shedding 
unnecessary functions. ■

The Flaw 
In the 
Big G.O.P. 

Machine

BROOKLINE, Mass. — Under 
chairman William Brock’s shrewd di- 
rection, the Republican National Com- 
mittee has been been transformed into 
a powerful political-consulting “firm” 
that outstrips individual entrepre- 
neurs in the business. 

As a consulting “company,” the 
committee possesses the virtues and 
flaws of political consultants in gen- 
eral. It mobilizes voters through tele- 
vision commercials, concentrating on 
winning over those who are most vola- 
tile, and depends heavily on polling as 
a strategic device. 

Clearly, the committee’s approach 
was stunningly successful this year, 
but technique alone does not neces- 
sarily tie to the party disaffected 
voters who cast ballots for Republi- 
cans. 

Despite Ronald Reagan's landslide, 
the party structure itself discourages 
participation by alienated Democrats. 
Unless the principal G.O.P. organiza- 
tions — the national party convention 
and the committee — are reformed, 
the Republicans will tend to remain an 
exclusive club rather than a majority 
party, and will fail to build on the Rea- 
gan vote. 

The preamble to the Republican 
rules declares: “The Republican 
Party is the party of the open door. 
Ours is the party of equality of oppor- 
tunity for all and favoritism for none.” 
This noble sentiment, however, is 
mocked by reality. 

The committee is organized as an 
anachronistic confederation of state 
parties: Each state has one vote, 
weighting the committee against the 
most populous states. This condition is 
aggravated by the structure of the na- 
tional convention, in which the number 
of state delegates is based on uniform 
victory bonuses (for example, if Illi- 
nois went Republican it would get 
more delegates; if not, fewer), disad- 
vantaging the large states and weak- 
ening the G.O.P. where the Democrats 
are strongest. This year, the nine 
larger states, each with more than two 
million Roman Catholics, containing 
more than 80 percent of the Jewish 
vote, and 45 percent of the Electoral. 
College vote, received only 27 percent 
of the bonus delegates. 

The fundamental rules, promul- 
gated in 1924, have systematically dis- 
criminated against Southerners, 
Catholics, Jews, blacks, and His pan- 
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At the time of the rules’ acceptance, 
nativism was In vogue: “America 
must be kept American,” said Calvin 
Coolidge. “Biological laws show. . . 
that Nordics deteriorate when mixed 
with other races.” The G.O.P. rules 
were cut from the same cloth as the 
Immigration Act of 1924. That law, 
enacted by a Republican Congress and 
signed by Mr. Coolidge, limited new 
immigration to a percentage of the 
population of foreign stock based on 
the 1890 census, a formula that dis- 
criminated against Southern and 
Eastern Europeans. 

The 1924 Republican rules perpetu- 
ated the dominance of the party by 
white Anglo-Saxon Protestants, pre- 
serving ethnic purity. 

This also helped set the stage for the 
success of the New Deal coalition, by 
excluding constituencies that became 
staunchly Democratic. 

The rules remained unaltered until 
1972, when the Ripon Society, a liberal 
Republican group, sued the party to 
eliminate the victory bonus. 

Supreme Court Justice William H. 
Rehnquist stayed a lower-court order, 
giving the G.O.P. time to introduce 
what one Congressman called the 
“All-American formula,” a suppos- 
edly compromise reform. In fact, this 
change allotted additional bonus dele- 
gates to states that elected Republi- 
cans to the House and Senate and to 
state posts, intensifying the old pat- 
tern. 

At the 1972 convention, delegations 
from heavily Catholic states opposed 
the formula while delegations from 
traditionally Republican and not coin- 
cidentally overwhelmingly Protestant 
states supported it. 

At that time, Mr. Reagan described 
the conflict as “conservative-liberal,” 
lining up with the “conservatives” — 
those favoring the “All-American for- 
mula.” 

This year, the former president of 
the Ripon Society, Josiah Lee Auspitz, 
testified before the Republican Rules 
Committee: '‘Republicans are fair- 
minded people. Their party needs a 
fair-minded structure.” The commit- 
tee is to report to the 1984 convention 
on this issue, which ironically was ex- 
acerbated by the Republican triumph 
Nov. 4. For this year, Mr. Reagan cap- 
tured 51 percent of the Catholic, 39 per- 
cent of the Jewish, and 38 percent of 
Hispanic voters, according to The New 
York TImes/CBS News Poll. Yet 
these critical groups, objects of Re- 
publican “outreach,” are precisely 
those devalued by party rules. 

In the future, the Republicans obvi- 
ously won't have Jimmy Carter to kick 
around anymore, and they cannot 
count cm the Democratic National 
Committee’s technical inferiority to 
last forever. 

The Democrats will “reindustrial- 
ize” and achieve strategic parity. The 
test will come in four years, when we 
will see if Ronald Reagan’s 1980 man- 
date has been turned into a consensus. 

If the G.O.P. fails to reform itself, 
that consensus is less likely to develop.

Experts on jet engine turbines 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Some 25 per cent of persons who 
acquired farms in agricultural 
m os ha vim do not actually farm 
but find employment outside the 
moshav. according to the Jewish- 
Agency Comptroller. 

In his annual report on the 
agency's Settlement Department, 
the comptroller cites this figure, 
compiled by agency sociologists, in 
pressing his point that the depart- 
ment must screen more carefully 
applicants Tor farms in moshavim. 
Persons were approved whose out- 
side employment made it plain that 
they could not be working farmers. 
The comptroller cites one such ap- 
plicant — a lawyer with offices in 
two cities. 

The comptroller also calls for 


strict guidelines about approving 
loans to farm owners whose land is 
worked by contractors or labourers. 
These guidelines, said the comp- 
troller, should emphasize the prin- 
ciple of working one's own land. 

A number of full-time employees 
of the Settlement Department were 
among those permitted to acquire 
farms, the comptroller notes. “In 
several instances their acceptance 
was aided by the personal contacts 
they hud established in the course of 
their work with influential members 
of ihe moshavim,'' he asserts. 

The comptroller calls for the ap- 
pointment of public representatives 
as chairmen of the committee 
screening applicants for farms, in 
order to ensure that no favouritism 
is shown to employees of the 


dents, the comptroller reports many 
instances of professionals who work 


instances of professionals who work 
outside and do not serve the moshav 
at all. 


The fact that more people are 
seeking farms thin there ure farms 
available is -a relatively new 
phenomenon, notes the comp- 
troller. Before the Six Day War, 
the situation was the opposite. 

Examining the Settlement 
Department's work in the Galilee, 
the comptroller notes that the con- 
ventional sources of income in that 
region — poultry and orchards — 
have been exploited to the full. He 
calls for providing sufficient 
resources to a research centre 
which has been created to find 
alternative sources or agricultural 
income, such as flowers.

• A team of experts from Pratt and 
Whitney, the manufacturer of the 
engines, has carefully checked the 
technological level of the renova- 
tions made at the plant and found it 
highly satisfactory. 

Turbochrome has also developed 
a special titanium alloy powder for 
diffusion plating of turbine blades, 
' to be exported to a major American 
jet engine manufacturer. Yitzhak 
Shahar,. Nissim Shaltiel and 
' Binyamin Kabiiiu, the directors of 
the plant, were awarded the 1977 
Kaplan, prize on account of this 
product. 

The plant currently sells S2.5ra. 
worth of goods. Following its ex- 
pansion it hopes to increase exports 
and double sales.

Something of the sort had indeed 
happened in Tiberias the day . of the 
•performance. As ‘ at all special 
theatrical events brought to the 
provinces under the auspices of the 
Municipality and Omanut La’Am, 
the actors had met earlier with a 
group of women up at the Com- 
munity Centre in Shikun Dalet. and 
with a group of high school pupils, 
to explain the play and their parts. I 
have no idea whether any of the 
women - encountered came from 
Sefrou (which ] have not been able 
to find on a map), the Moroccan 
town from which the_ Ben-Simhon 
family came and where the Mes- 
sianic madness of the drama took 
place — noL hundreds of years ago, 
as one might imagine, but, ac- 
cording toXhe programme notes, in 
the 1940s. 

If any Sefrou women now live in 
Shikun Dalet, I suppose they could 
have given the actors some pointers 
on their parts and on the inner 
meaning of the play; but that 
strange life was in another place and 
another time. For here and now, 
one elderly resident summed things 
up for the actors: “A state? We have 
our state. National lnsurancee? We 
have National Insurance. A 
grandchild at the university? I have 
one. And now that I’m learning 
about the theatre — well, hasn't the 
Messiah come?" 

It is frequently aigued that a 
“Moroccan problem" exists partly 
because those cultural roots have 
been snapped, and belated attempts 
are being made.now to patch things 
up with ethnic festivals. I have 
never understood why it is con- 
sidered more distinguished to come 
from a benighted village in Poland 
than from a Benighted village in 
Morocco: but that is neither here 
not there. Only a minority today 
have immediate Messianic qgpecta- 
lions, but most people want a better 
and easier life immediately. And Tor 
this, the best instrument yet devised 
for places like Shikun Dalet is the 
much maligned and politically 
vulnerable* Project Renewal.

Shimshoni present, the meeting 
dealt with subjects nobody really 
wants to read about. For instance: 
Should the salaries of two com- 


munity workers he paid through the 
Municipality'* Social Welfare 
Department or through the Com- 
munity Centre? W hat progress has 
been made in improving two of the 
wi»r*t blocks or flats in the 
neighbourhood, which house the 
largest families? And what about 
one son tn a family or 16 children 
who needs a stipendium for univer- 
sity studies? These are the problems 
that sprout where roots have failed, 
and m the absence of u Messiah, 
they will he solved systematically 
only by the much-maligned Project 
Renewal. 

One of the experts whose opinion 
I sought on Momccon King was 
David Crispin, a key figure in the 
cultivation of local roots, both grass 
and elhnie. Born in Rabat 40 years 
ago, Crispin came here in 1961, 
alter two years of helping to send 
Moroccan Jews to Israel. 

A horn leader. Crispin is a 
member of the Shikun Dalet 
Neighbourhood Committee, having 
carter done the job of organizing 
house committees for the Housing 
Ministry and Turbur Ha Diur; he is 
widely recognized as the man to be 
pul in charge when something needs 
to he done. He organized the 
Moroccan orchestra in the foyer of 
the theatre, the exhibition and the 
festive dinner. 1 also watched him 
move some hoys out oT seats they 
were improperly occupying at the 


start of the performance by the sim- 
ple and nott-psycholngicul method 
«l picking them up and hustling 
them out. 

Crispin takes pride in recalling his 
iirgani/ational feat at the Sefen fac- 
tor* at kibbutz. Afifcim. which not 
too king ago was employing up to 
650 workers from Tiberias. There 
had never been a strike at the plant, 
and according to Crispin the hired 
help wav king exploited and under- 
paid- Then Crispin took a job (here 
— and within a few days had 
orp.-mi/cd (he workers for a strike. 
Management met the demands — 
and implored Crispin to leave, giv- 
ing him generous compensation just 
to go away. “The workers haven’t 
fon-oiien that they owe me a lot,” 
s»ys Crispin thoughtfully. 

One of my curliest encounters 
with Crispin took place near the 
Municipality building, where I saw 
a horse on the verge of expiring, 
dragging a heavy cart and being 
Hcuicn by the driver. Very For- 
tunately. I happened to see Crispin 
and asked him to help me to come 
to the rescue. 

He popped at once into a nearby 
office, called the police, and told 
me it would be taken care of. Later, 
1 asked who the owner was and 
what had happened. "Oh, that was 
Jojo’s son,” he told me. “The police 
destroyed the horse.” 

SO CRISPIN is the man to get for 
swift, on-the-spot action; and if 
David Levy — whose firm sup- 
porter he is — is a kind of Moroc- 
can king, Crispin can qualify as a 
Duke oF Dalet. But I have digressed 
from the starting-point, which 


was ah.mt Crispin's reaction to 
Hahimah's Vunxvuff King. Wh :0 I 
asked him, ( made the grave mis- 
take of first blurting out my own 
view, which was that there hud been 
precious little Moroccan content. ' r 

"You’re absolutely right.” he 
said.

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Case for the courts 

AFTER many many weeks of inquiry, the Attorney-General yesterday 
announced his intention to indict the Minister of Religious Affairs. In 
order to make that possible the Knesset, first in committee and then by 
vote in the plenary, wifi have to remove Mr. Abuhatzeira's parliamen- 
tary immunity. 

Fortunately, Israel's Knesset has not often been compelled to con- 
front questions of this kind. Unfortunately, however, it is the third such 
case for the present Knesset, as the House previously had to consider 
removing the immunity of Flatto-Sharon and Shmuel Rechtman. 

But the case of Abuhatzeira is unique, and. not simply because he is 
the first minister to be the target of an indictment. It is unique because 
from the start he and his friends went on the attack, with charges that 
the investigation was grounded In political and discriminatory ethnic 
motivations. Instead of contrition or shame, they sought to whip up 
public feeling against the state's forces of law. 

And instead of voluntarily removing himself from the Cabinet table, 
Mr. Abuhatzeira maintained a stance of business as usual. 

It is already apparent that some of his party colleagues will in the 
Knesset pursue Mr. Abuhatzeira's protestations of apolitical conspiracy 
against him. 

The Knesset is not and cannot, however, presume to be a court of law. 
If he is innocent of the criminal charges made against him, that will be 
for the court to say.. 

The Knesset's brief is not to provide its members with absolute im- 
munity from the law which binds other citizens or second guess the 
Attorney-General. Its responsibility in this case is simply to be satisfied 
that the charges against Abuhatzeira are bona fide and not based on any 
extraneous intention of preventing him from carrying out his parliamen- 
tary function. 

Presumably the members of the Knesset House committee and the 
Knesset plenary will understand that the eyes of the nation are upon 
them in expectation that due process of law will be served. 

In the meantime, Mr. Abuhatzeira has given notice that he intends to 
remain in the Cabinet. Perhaps Mr k Begin believed that, with the indict- 
ment decision, Mr. Abuhatzeira would himself relieve die premier of 
this embarrassment Sinoe this is not to be the case, k would certainty be 
in order now for Mf. Begin to overcome his squeamishness and ask Mr. 
Abuhatzeira to take leave until his name is cleared. 


A last resort 


THE GOVERNMENTS decision to invoke the emergency regulations 
and ban the Rakah -organized all-Arab congress in Nazareth on Saturday 
was unfortunate for being necessary. 

No one, least of all a communist party, need advise an Israeli govern- 
ment or public about the democratic right of free assembly or die nox- 
ious nature of emergency regulations. Nor for that matter, does the 
government have to go to great lengths to explain to the public the need 
for a democratic society to defend itself against those who would exploit 
democratic institutions to destroy it. 

The real ground for dismay is the degree of anti-Israel feeling which 
has been generated in the Arab community By Rakah and extremist 
groups. 

This goes beyond old feelings of ethnic grievance. Today the aim is to 
expose the cause of a Palestinian state, to weld the Arab community of 
(Israel into a force that identifies with this urn and sees itself as part of 
this national aspiration. Moreover, there is tacit acknowledgment of the 
PLO as the representative of these national aims. 

The organizers of the Nazareth congress sought to establish it as the 
isymbol of these goals and the voice of the entire community oF Israeli 
Arabs. 

Certainly not all of Israel’s Arabs subscribe to this platform. But the 
’extremist processes at play have made it difficult for moderate opinion 
•to be heard. 

The ban on the Congress is an effort to prevent further deterioration 
into irridentisrn. 

But of itself it cannot be adequate. Such administrative acts must be 
supplemented by a policy wbich speaks to Israeli Arab needs and values. 

Here the present and past governments have failed and dreadfully so. 
But as long as official policy regarding the West Bank, whether called 
autonomy or any other name, continues to sustain hope of a separate 
Palestinian state, it will be difficult to prevent radical forces from trying 
to enlist Israeli Arabs to this cause.

One of the most pressing decisions awaiting Ronald Reagan in 
the White House concerns the Sinai airbases, writes The Post’s 
Washington Correspondent, WOLF BLITZER. 



SEVERAL OF president-elect 
Ronald Reagan’s senior foreign 
policy advisers already recognize' 
that he will have to begin negotia- 
tions with Israel and Egypt shortly 
after taking office to transfer 
Israel’s two remaining Sinai airbases 
to the U.S. before 1982, when they 
are scheduled to be handed over to 
the Egyptians. 

But entrenched bureaucrats at 
the State Department and 
elsewhere in the government's 
foreign policy establishment remain 
overly cautious, fearing that any 
such direct U.S;. take-over of the 
strategic bases might undermine 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat's 
supposedly ' shaky position at home 
and throughout the Arab world. 

Despite Soviet inroads, this has 
been the view of the Carter ad- 
ministration, as reflected as recently 
as Sunday when Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, the outgoing national 
security adviser, told The 
Washington Post that the U.S. has to 
be "subtle and indirect,” keeping in 
mind the region’s cultural sen- 
sitivities. 

”1 think it would be a mistake for 
us orfor the next administration to 
rush headlong into an effort to forge 
very formal security relationships, 
including permanent bases, 1 ” be 
said. 

BUT MANY of Reagan's top aides 
disagree. Clearly, the president- 
elect's selection of a secretary of 
state will have a decisive impact on 
the direction of his policies toward 
the airbases at Etzion and Eitam, 
considered by many experts to be

the two best tactical bases In the 
region and, perhaps, the best in the 
world. 

Professor Robert W. Tucker, the 
noted Johns Hopkins University- 
political scientist, who himself ad- 
vised Reagan during the campaign, 
offers in November's Commentary 
. magazine a brilliant analysis suppor- 
ting an expanded U.S. military 
presence in the Middle East and 
Persian Gulf region. 

If- Reagan eventually accepts 
Tucker’s advice, the U.S. may be 
spared some of the political, 
military and economic dislocations 
anticipated in the years ahead 
because of America’s perceived 
military weakness throughout the 
region. . 

But if Reagan fails to recognize 
the real dangers involved in the 
current instability in the Persian 
Gulf and merely pursues the half- 
hearted measures associated with 
the so-called Carter Doctrine (for 
example, a rapid deployment force), 
the U.S. and the West will face un- 
precedented turmoil. 

TUCKER WANTS “the permanent 
stationing of land-based aircraft and 
ground forces” in the Middle East. 
If Saudi Arabia is unwilling to ac- 
cept such direct, open support, the 
U.S. must cooperate with “the two 
states on which a viable American 
policy -in the Middle East will 
necessarily depend in the period 
ahead — Egypt and Israel.” 

In short, that means taking over 
Etzion-and Eitam. 

It also means, according to 
Tucker, a reduction in the emphasis 


on the search for a “comprehen- 
sive” settlement of -the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

While Tucker, of course, would 
like to see the Palestinian question 
resolved, he recognizes that this is a 
side issue when compared to the 
larger, more important, issues at 
stake. 

“For a settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict is an interest that 
cannot be compared in Importance 
with the Western interest in insuring 
access to the oil supplies of th.e Per- 
- sian Gulf," he -wrote. “Were it not 
for the connection mistakenly 
drawn between the two, a connec- 
tion made more insistently today 
than ever, the West would have the 
same modest concern with the 
Palestine issue that it had a decade 

ago-” 

In the Reagan camp, Tucker is 
not alone in callin g for an i ncreased 
U.S. military presence in tfje region. 
Richard V. Alien, slated to become 
the national security adviser in the 
White House, told me as early as 
last August that the Sinai bases 
“represent a potentially great 
asset.” 

Said Allen: “It seems to me that 
we cannot overlook the importance 
of those .bases. When they revert to 
Egyptian control, they revert under 
the condition of no military use. 
Since there's no rational civilian use 
, which I can see, 1 think the bases 
may just be lost.” 

Allen can be expected to press 
hard for the Tucker approach. But 
he will be resitted by the State 
Department careerists and other

2) In the same issue that you report 
Horowitz's suggestion, you also carry an 
item quoting Professor Rafael , 
Mechoulam as indicating that hashish 
and marijuana can endanger the body’s 
hormonal system. %>thcr investigators 
have - also shown that marijuana is 
physically detrimental. 

3) Society is now trying to correct ha 


mistake in encouraging use of tobacco.. 
The U.S M foronc. is now suffering a lung 
. cancer epidemic as a direct result of 
cigarette smoking (100,000 new cases 
every year, over 100,000 deaths an- 
nually). Lung specialists say the effect 
on the lungs from hashish smoking is the 
same as that of cigarette smoking. , 
Perhaps the most sinister aspect of 
Horowitz's proposal is that, through, 
legalization, the state would be giving 
the green light to young people to use 
drags. Morally, it would be reprehensi- 
ble for any enlightened state to do that 
The solution to the crime problem is 
not to legalize poison. More conscien- 
tious law enforcement, stricter and swif- 
ter sentencing by judges and, more im- 
portant, intensive public education arc 
the real answer.

EC calls for revival 
of ME peace initiative 


LUXEMBOURG (Reuter). — 
European Community government 
lenders said yesterday that they 
would renew eontacl with Middle 
Hast slates lo involve Western 
Europe in. the search for peace in 
ihe area. 

A communique Issued at the end 
of a two-day summit said that the 
nine* member slates had reviewed 
progress since they called for the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
to be associated with the peace 
process last June. 

The leaders also reviewed a tour 
of the area made by former Luxem- 
bourg’ foreign minister Gaston 
Thorn lust summer. But the com- 
munique did not give any clue as to 
how the Community, intended to 
strengthen or reinvigorate its 
initiative. 

In the absence of Israeli agree- 
ment and uncertainty over the next 
Washington administration's Mid- 


dle East policy, the European effort 
has been left hanging. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said in an- interview- published 
yesterday in Paris that the Common 
Market position on the Middle East 
conflict was wholly opposed to that 
of Israel. 

"All the principles of the last EC 
summit in Venice are in flagrant 
contradiction with (he Israeli posi- 
tions." Shamir told the French daily 
Le Qiwiidien de Paris. 

Shamir returned to Paris yester- 
day to continue his unofficial visit in 
France, after flying home on Mon- 
day to help support the government 
in the crucial Knesset vote on 
autopsies. 

He is scheduled to meet with 
French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing tomorrow. He will also 
see Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac and 
Senate President Alain Poher 
during the next two days. 


Turkey’s diplomatic cutback 
‘regretted’ in Jerusalem

the level of diplomatic relations bet- 
ween the two countries. 

The Foreign Ministry here confir- 
med reports from Ankara that the 
military government there has 
decided to lower the rank of its 
senior representative in Tel Aviv 
from that of minister- to that of 
second secretary, and has asked 
Israel to do likewise. 

Turkey's move is a (belated) reac- 
l -tion to the “Jerusalem Law." In an 
earlier reaction, announced by the 
previous civilian government of 
Suleiman Demirel, Turkey closed 
its consulate-general in Jerusalem. 

Foreign Ministry officials here 
said that Israel's minister in Ankara. 
Dr. Ya'acov Cohen, would be retur- 
ning home “in a matter of months." 
They said it was still unclear 
whether the Turks were insisting on 
the withdrawal, too. of the military 
attaches at the two legation^. 

Informed sources said the 
Turkish decision had been more or 
less expected for the past several 
weeks. Israel, they said, had not 
sent any special envoy to Ankara to 
try to head it off. but had enlisted 
the help of friendly third parlies to 
bring their influence to bear upon 


Turkey. Those third parties brought

their influence to bear on Tui 
and perhaps prevented an even 
more serious rupture, the sources 
said. 

Turkey and Israel have never had 
ambassadorial level links, but ever 
since 1949 they have been represen- 
ted in each other's country by

Arab editors want restraints lifted

Al-Shaab editor Akram Haniya of

H-Sayyed, and Bashir Bargouti of 
El-Bira, the editor of the A-Talfya 
weekly, were restricted to their 
towns of residence on August 6 as 
part of what they claim is the 
military government's "iron-fist 
policy" in the area. 

Their counsel. Felicia Longer, 
argues that the orders infringe their 
basic right of freedom of movement 
and have nothing to do with valid 
security considerations. She also 
maintains that the orders have ef- 
fectively prevented the three men 
from working, since they cannot 
travel to their editorial offices in 
Jerusalem.

Both countries have until now 
maintained middle-sized legations 
in the other country. Presumably 
now the number of diplomats in 
each legation, and not only Jhe rank 
or the senior one, will be reduced. 

In the 1950s and 1960s Israeli 
governments worked quietly but 
steadily to build up what was called 
the “periphery policy" — fostering 
ties with the three major non-Arab 
states on the borders of the Middle 
East: Turkey. Iron and Ethiopia. In 
the wake of radical changes in the 
two latter countries, and. in the

Waldheim summoned the 
diplomats to his office to appeal to 
both .governments- for restraint. 
Through his spokesman, Waldheim 
said he was following the reported 
military buildup along the Jordan- 


Syria border with "utmost con- 
•,cem.” - . . 

Outwardly, the Arabs were main- 
taining their unified front - against 
Israel in the debate. But the rift 
within Arab ranks has deepened 
since the early stages of the Persian 
Gulf war — a far cry from the dis- 
play of unity in the assembly's July 
special session on the Palestinian 
question. 

Ambassador Abdel Magid of 
Egypt who spoke yesterday, said 
that there could be no peace in the 
area until the Palestinian problem 
was solved. The Palestinians must 
be given their full right to self- 
determination and the' right to 
return to their homes, he said. That 
had been Egypt’s objective in at- 
tempting to reach a Mideast peade.. 

Hazam Nuseibeh of Jordan told 
the assembly that the recent Arab 
summit in Amman had categorically 
rejected the Camp David agree- 
ments and had called for full Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied 
territories. 


Foreign currency reserves fall by $61m. 


Post Economic Reporter 
Foreign currency reserves drop- 
ped by S61 million in November, 
bringing the total fall in reserves 
during the past four months to 
S222m.

Total foreign currency reserves

TEL AVIV (ltim). — Defendant 
Tuvia Oshri, after listening to state's 
witness Rami Arusi end his 
testimony on the double murder of 
Amos Orion , and Azar Cohen 
yesterday, stood up and shouted 
that he wants Arusi held in the 
country until be repays him a debt.

He said Oshri shot 
the two victims when they came 
into the Bar Bakar meat factory and 
that plant owner Rahamim Aharoni 
carved tip the bodies after they were 
shot. Aharoni. one of the eight ac- 
cused, left the country soon alter 
the murder and his whereabouts are 
not known.. 

Arusi said police promised him 
help to get out of the country, but 
no money, in return for his 
testimony. 

Eliahu Kedar, Oshri's attorney, 
began his cross examination by 
describing Arusi’s relations with his 
employers Oshri and Aharoni. He 
said Arusi got' into trouble with a 
butcher called “Shumka," a welF

" known mobster, who threatened -to 
bomb Arusi's house, “And when 
Shumka says he’ll blow something 
up he blows it up,” said Kedar. 
Aharoni -and Oshri set things right, 
he continued. 

Kedar — They saved you and you 
felt a deep obligation towards them. 
Arusi — Don’t make it sound so 
tragic. They didn't save me. I'm 
grateful but don't feel any deep 
obligation. 

Kedar also claimed that Arusi 
served only 6 months in the IDF 
and was released on article 21.

Arusi — Call me a psycho. So whaL 

While the defence lawyers fre- 
quently raised their voices, drow- 
ning out Judge Hanna Avnor’s re- 
quests that they stop shouting, Arusi 
appeared ^calm throughout his 
cross-examination. He answered 
questions slowly, pausing to correct 
his cross examiners when he 
thought they were trying to trap 
him. At one stage he urged defence 
attorney Moshe Rom to “coof 
down." 

The main questions concerned 
Kedar's claim that Orion and Cohen 
came into the meat factory armed, 
began shooting, and that Aharoni 
was wounded in the fight. Hfc says it 
was their guns that were found 
buried with the bodies in the ■ 
Ashkelon sand dunes. 


'Arusi refused* to r be‘ dfcflifcctfeti' 
from his claim that there was no 
fight and that Aharoni cut his finger 
when he cut up the bodies. 

The lawyer went on to claim that 
Arusi also told his father about the 
gunfight, and that he had given the 
police -a false stay. “My father was 
in the office of lawyer Aryc Sharabi 
when someone rang and said Avner 
Me’oded (another defendant) had 
become stale's witness. My father 
almost collapsed so I told him I was 
in a gunfight in order to calm him 
down and to make him grateful that 
I was still alive," Arusi said, 
reiterating his claim that the- story 
was fabricated. 

During the hearing it transpired 
that Arusi's conversation with his 
father was taped by police. But 
police now say the tape was erased, 
and Kedar said he would call 
Arusi's father to testify instead. 

Arusi claimed that Kedar had 
threatened his father. 

Kedar — Who taught you to lie? 

Arusi — No one taught me. That’s 
what my father told me. 

Arusi said he had leaked his ver- 
sion to the press because Kedar tad 
previously told reporters that he 
Arusi, had cut up the bodies.

Agudal Yisrael chalked up another achieve- 
ment after midnight Monday when the Amend- 
ment to the Anatomy and Pathology Law, 
giving a deceased person's family more ofasay 
■in whether his body may be dissected, passed by 
a vote of 57-53 (as reported in yesterday's third 
edition of The Jerusalem Post j. 

This legislation was one of the paragraphs in 
the coalition agreement the Agnda signed with 
the Likud after the May 1977 elections. But the 
Aguda formula was liberalized at the insistence 
or the National Religion* Party, which 
threatened the Aguda that an intransigent stand 
might cause defections in the. coalition ranks 
and brine about the bill’s defeat. 

Like the original law, the amendment in- 
cludes a provision to the c fleet that nothing in 
the law shall affect the provisions of the In- 
vestigation of the Causes of Death Law. This 
means that where an autopsy is deemed 
necessary, such as where foul play is suspected, 
the consent of the family ts not required. 

The amendment extends the authority Qf the 
coroner to cases of suspected negligence (e.g,, 
in a hospital) having caused the death. 

But the amendment also requires the 
coroner, when he has reasonable grounds for 
suspecting either a crime or negligence, to in- 
form the family of his intention to order an 
autopsy and to give the family *‘or a body that 
has an interest in the matter” .an opportunity to 
be heard. 

What the amendment accomplishes is best 
understood in relation to the original law, on 
the books since I9S3. Article 6. which is the 
heart of that law. reads as follows: 


five hours have elapsed after notification has 
been given to one of the members of the family; 
the Sabbath and Jewish holidays, and, with 
respect .to a member Of a family who is not 
Jewish, the Sabbath and holidays of his com- 
munity, shall not be included in counting the 
said five hours. 

“6(bX2} Notwithstanding what has been said 
in sub-article (1), if the operation was required 
to use part of the body for the curative treat- 
mem of a person, notification to that effect 
shall be given to a member of the family within

The police fraud department next 
week will transfer to the attorney 
general additional material concer- 
ning the investigation of bribery and 
fraud attributed to three other per- 
sons close to Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira: 

A reliable police source said that 
the material concerns National 
Religious Party deputy secretary- 
general Asher Lazimi; the head of 
the ministry's yeshivot department, 
Ya'acov ShauL and Rabbi Avraham 
Mograbi, a relative of Abuhatzeira. 

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
on Monday, after announcing his 
decision to press charges against 
Abuhatzeira and three others, 
declared that the charge sheet 
against them was the first stage of a 
continuing police investigation of 
activities in (he Religious Affairs 
Ministry. 

Lazimi is suspected, according to 
the source, of fraudulently receiving 


funds from the ministry via the 
religious council in Mevasseret 
Zion which he heads. Lazi mi is 
suspected of building his house with 
part of these funds. 

Shaul is suspected of transferring 
ministry funds to relatives who gave 
him lists of fictitious students in a 
yeshKn which ceased to exist in 
1976. 

Mograbi -is suspected of 
receiving, with the knowledge of the 
minister and other senior officials in 
the ministry, hundreds of thousands 
of shekels for the Abuhatzeira kollel 
which he heads. Police investigation 
revealed that the kollel has not been 
used for religious studies for three 
years. 

The decision of Zamir to file a 
charge sheet against Abuhatzeira. 
his aid Moshe Gabai, Shmuel 
Daskel and Rabbi' Amram Korach 
shocked senior officials of the 
ministry. “Despite the many press 
reports, we believed that in the end 
there wouldn't be an iq^icttacnT-** 
an official ministry source said. 


The source added that the 
ministry will have difficulty 
functioning smoothly during the 
days ahead because of the “lynch” 
atmosphere which the police 
created, by its leaks to the press . 

But ministry director-gEneral 
Gedaiia Schreiber said he is convin- 
ced that the indictment will not 
damage the ministry's ability to 
function. 

Sources close to Abuhatzeira 
stressed again yesterday that the 
Minister will not go on leave and 
will not resign. 

The minister's attorney. Ram 
Caspi, yesterday began preparing a 
speech to persuade the Knesset 
House Committee not to remove 
the minister's parliamentary im- 
munity. Attorney Shlomo Tousia 
Cohen, when he returns next week 
from abroad, will join Caspi in 
preparing the argument, which will 
be based primarily on the claim that 
the testimony of stale's witness 
Yisrael Gottlieb is not credible. 


House unit ired over Abuhatzeira coverage

The House Committee, which has 
to decide whether or not to lift the 
parliamentary immunity of 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira so that he can stand 
trial for bribery, complained yester- 
day that the media published the 
charges against the minister before 
they were presented lo the commit- 
tee. 

Three committee members, the 
Likud's Michael Dekel and Am non 
Linn, and Moshe Shahal (Align- 
ment) linked their complaint with 
the ntonths-long phenomenon or of- 
ficially inspired leaks to the media 
about the police investigation. They 
called it one more example of the 
establishment abusing its powers. 

House Committee chairman 
Moshe Merorf told his colleagues 
that, as of today, they would nave 


access to one copy of all the police 
material in the committee safe. 

Meron gave his colleagues the 
timetable for nine committee 
meetings within the next two weeks, 
devoted entirely to the Abuhatzeira 
case, and said he hoped they would 
complete their work in three weeks 
at the outside. 

Abuhatzeira and Attorney-

When the committee is even- 
tually ready to make up its mind, it 
can vote on Zamir's request in a 
secret ballot, or openly, by a deci- 
sion of the majority either way.

Orthodox riot 
in Jerusalem 
over autopsy 

Thirty-five Jerusalem yessbiva stu- 
dents were arrested yesterday after 
they broke into the Hadassah 
Medical School in Ein Kcrem, 
broke windows and medical equip- 
ment, threatened doctors and 
caused heavy damage to the 
school’s property, police said.* 

The students said they broke into 
the school because the medical stu- 
dents were at the time carrying out 
an autopsy on an old woman who 
died in hospital. The Hadassah 
spokeswoman later confirmed that 
an autopsy was in progress during 
the break-in. 

About 60 yeshiva students arrived 
ut the Ein Kerem school at about £ 
p.m. Scores of policemen and bor- 
der policemen, who were called by 
one of the doctors, dispersed the 
rioting yeshiva students. Hie 35 
arrestea are being held in the 
Kishleh police station in East 
Jerusalem. 

Hundreds of Mea'She’arim resi- 
dents rioted last night to protest the 
detention of Natorai Karta leader 
Rabbi Uri Blau, who was among 
those arrested in the Hadassah 
Medical School breakin. 

The rioters set fire to garbage 
trolleys and turned on fire ex- 
tihgiushers, flooding the ultra- 
orthodox neighbourhood with 
water; Police arrived, but did not tty 
to slop them. Municipality officiate 
who came to turn off the _ex- 
tinguisbera were greeted by a had of 
stones, and fled. 


Soviets raise 

tension along 
Polish border 


WASHINGTON. — Soviet army 
maneuvers on the border with 
Poland and the Russians* closure 
yesterday of areas along the 
Polish-East German border were 
Hewed here as “ominous” by 
U.S. officials. 

The Pentagon said the US. had 
received prior notice about the Red 
Army maneuvers, but the latest 
developments inside Poland have 
increased fears that the Soviets 
might move into that country if they 
conclude the Polish leadership can- 
not control its new free trade union 
movement. 

In Washington, Soviet Am- 
bassador Anatoly Dobrynin had an 
unscheduled one-hour meeting with 
Undersecretary of State David 
Newsom — the highest State 
Department official currently in the 
U.S. capital. The State Department 
spokesman said the Polish question 
was discussed, but gave no details. 

The Soviet Union declared alt 
East German areas along the border 
with Poland off limits to staff from 
the American. British and French 
military misssions in Potsdam, ac- 
cording to Allied sources in West 
Berlin. 

The British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration reported from West Berlin 
that the “western districts” of the 
Soviet Union bordering Poland 
have been similarly closed for some 
weeks. 

The BBC quoted military sources 
in West Berlin as saying Soviet 
troops in those districts have now 
had their alert raised by four points 
to level six, the highest in the Soviet 
army. 

The sources said there were signs 
that Warsaw Pact troops had started 
maneuvers on Polish borders similar 
to troop movements preceding the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

But the sources cautioned against 
speculation that a march into 
Poland was imminent. 

“We're not — emphatically not 
-r- viewing this as evidence of an im- 
minent invasion, but a cover for ex- 


ercise activities," one source said. A 
Washington source also underlined 
that the Soviet measures were not 
necessarily a preparation for an in- 
vasion of Poland. “But events are 
moving forward and there is a 
momentum to it.” 

The source said the steady 
buildup of Soviet forces on both 
eastern and western borders of 
Poland “is not easily explained ex- 
cept in terms of a possible invasion, 
or something like it." 

As for American forces in West 
Germany, a Pentagon spokesman 
said none have been placed on alert. 

“We have no major, large-scale 
maneuvers planned there, and we’ 
certainly have not made any 
changes in direct relationship to 
whatever may be going on in 
Poland.” he said. 

The State Department noted that 
the Soviet Union is required under 
the Helsinki agreement to notify 
other nations of any military 
maneuvers involving more than 25,- 
000 men. Spokesman John Trattner 
said the Soviets have not given the 
required notification of such 
military operations, despite the fact 
‘that they signed a solemn treaty.” 
Meanwhile, inside Poland, a 
leading member of the Communist 
Party's central committee warned 
yesterday that the independent 
Solidarity trade union is asking for 
trouble if it does not curb the in- 
fluence of its “radical” wing. 

Mieczyslaw Rakowski, editor of 
the weekly Polvtika claimed that 
some of the independent labour 
leaders have advisers among whom 
are “our political adversaries.” 

He also referred to “anarchic” 
elements in the group but did not 
give names. 

Rumanian Foreign Minister 
Stefan Andrei Hew to Moscow 
yesterday for talks with President 1 * 
Leonid Brezhnev. The visit was not 
announced in advance, which in-

WASHINGTON (AP). — President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday met in the 
White House with Egyptian Vice 
President Hosni Mubarak and an- 
nounced after the meeting that he 
had been given a “very important 
message” from President Anwar 
Sadat. 


Mubarak said he had delivered 
that message along with an invita- 


tion from Sadat for Carter to visit

NAPLES (UPI). Desperate 
earthquake .survivors in the Naples 
area yesterday began invading 
apartment buildings and u' 
monastery for shelter and looting 
abandoned and damaged buildings 
of food, clothing und other 
valuables. 

As more bodies were dug out of 
the rubble of the 126 towns and 
villages hit the hardest by the 
November 23 quake, relief officials 
reported a shortage of coffins in 
which to bury the dead.

ped in blankets und buried in mass 
graves. 

Naples city officials began buying 
or requisitioning hotels, apartment 
buildings and even Roman Catholic 
monasteries and convents to house

City police said a gang of about 
100 survivors pushed their way past 
startled priests and took over the In- 
stitute of Jesuit Fathers monastery 
in the city early in the day. 4 

In scattered sections of the city, 
police reported that roving gangs of 
refugees from quake-devastated 
.regions are forcibly occupying 
apartment buildings undergoing 
restoration work. One- gang num- 
bered as many as 80_ persons, in- 
cluding women and children, police 
said. 

Homeless survivors were still 
camped out in some 120 public 
school buildings they occupied two 
days ago, police said. 

1 Police also reported increased in- 
cidents of looting and profiteering 
in Naples and the mountain villages 
to the east and southeast.

AMSTERDAM (AP). — Riot 
police yesterday launched a major 
operation to evict squatters from a 
four-storey building opposite the 
National Art Gallery in downtown 
Amsterdam and were attacked by 
hundreds of demonstrators siding 
with the squatters. 


The demonstrators pelted police 
with rocks and smoke bombs, and 
were driven off with tear gas and 
water cannons.

Finance Minister Yigael Hurviu 
has already approved the guarantee 
for the loan, which the hospital 
needs to help it repay S3m. of the 
S54m, it cost to build its new 
premises in Bayit Vegan. The 
Knesset Finance Committee is. ex- 
pected to debate the guarantee to- 
day. 

Shaare Zedek's administrative 
director. Professor David Maier. 
told a general staff meeting on 
Monday that job slots would have to 
be reduced from the present 970 to 
850 by April 1, the hospital's 
spokeswoman announced yester- 
day. This means that (50-200

Maier said “every sector and 
echelon" of the hospital will be af- 
fected by the retrenchment.

Hens go on annual sit-down strike

TEL AVI V. — If there are no eggs 
in your supermarket, it's not 
because the farmers are on strike, 
but because the hens aren't laying 
them. 

Tnuva's managing-director 
Yitzhak Landesman told The 
Jerusalem Post that this time of year 
is usually the low-production period 
for layers. He believes that within a 
month production will be back to 
normal. 

According to the Poultry 
Marketing Board, there are plenty 
of eggs in cold storage kept 


especially for such occasions. 

This is the first time in years that 
a shortage has developed. During 
previous winters, there was over- 
production by the fanners, and the 
cold storage rooms were packed 
with unsold eggs. Miliions of eggs 
then had to be sold at a great loss. 
The government refused to cover 
the losses, and many farmers subse- 
quently stopped raising layers 
because of the low profitability. 
This has helped bring about the pre- 
sent shortage of fresh eggs. 

According to Tnuva officials 
there is already a black market in 
fresh eggs.

THE ART of making latkes is in no danger of 
fading away, judging by the enthusiasm and 
earnestness with which five representatives of the 
younger generation last week embarked on the in- 
tricate path of preparing this Hanukka delicacy. 

• A group of children, performers in the 
Children's Song Festival, broke their intensive 
rehearsals in the Tel Aviv Sheraton Hotel, and 
dedicated two hours to the joys of making potato 
pancakes. 

The excited children, aged from four to 85* were 
led by Festival organizers to the hotel's kitchen. 


where they' each received a blue T-shirt and a 
white chef's cap. With the shirts reaching down 
well over their knees and in some cases, even down 
to feet, the group made its way over to the cooking . 
area, where frying pans wen: set up next to a long 
table. ’ ' ,#l 

Guided by Sheraton Hotel Chef Ronnie Josef, 
the young cooks began by washing their hands. 
The youngest, Ofir, 4% and Shai, five, had to be 
lifted up to the large sink for this duty. 

Boxes were placed on the floor, near the work 
table, for the smaller kids to stand on. 


“Well now, do you like eating latkes?” Ronnie 
began his “class.” The children stared at him/ 
“What is it, anyway?” the boldest, a girl, finally 
asked. Another child asked if they were going to 
make doughnuts. (Most Israeli children associate 
Hanukka with doughnuts, especially if they aren’t 
of Eastern European origin.) 

Without further ado, Ronnie put the children to 
work: each one received peeled potatoes and 
onions, which they began grating (separately) into 
wooden bowls. ‘ • 

It began with a sniff from one and a tear forming 
in the eye of another.

The climax of the process, frying the latkes, 
finally arrived. Hie frying pans were by now gently 
sizzling with oil, not too much, and the children 
were asked to spoon their latke mixture into them. 

Once again, a great commotion of dragging over 
the boxes for standing on, and taking care not to be 
burnt by jumping drops of hot ofl. 

After overcoming their reservations concerning 
boiling oil, each child was eager to turn over his or 
her own latkes in the enormous frying pans. Shana,

YOU CAN omit X cup of sugar 
from any recipe and get the same 
results. This is the latest edict from 
America and good news it is, con- 
sidering the high price of sugar. You 
also can cut margarine or butter by 
half by adding one or two table- 
spoons of oQ. 

Many bakers are switching to 
cornmeal as part of the flour in 
cookies. They say they get a better 
texture. Adding cornmeal (white or 
yellow) to many daily foods such as 
pie crust cookies, breads and bat- 
ters, improves them all. Whilst there 
is no difference in the taste of white 
or yellow, the white gives a tighter 
texture. Since there is no gluten in 
cornmeal it is good for those who 
are allergic to flour. Cornmeal can 
be used in stuffings, in pizza dough, 
in a batter for frying fish or chicken 
and in muffins. The general rule is 
to use three cups of Hour to one of 
cornmeal, but for cookies more can 
be added.

There may be a refusal to 
recognize the loss, sometimes ac- 
companied by perceptual illusions 
in which the deceased is seen, heard 
or felt. Especially when a husband 
or wife dies, the spouse may inten- 
sely identify with the deceased, 
espousing his or her political or 
religious beliefs, which have been of 
little interest before. Or the survivor 
experiences the physical symptoms 
of the departed's illnesses. There 
may be insomnia, loss of appetite, 
wh'ich kidnaPPJV sobbing or hysteria. 
me r premia . Sometimes the distress is so 

acute, one employs a variety of 
.defence mechanisms; selective 
forgetting, denial of all unpleasant 
characteristics of either the person 
or the relationship and over- 
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reliance on super-pleasant fantasies 
or the deceased. Emotional change- 
ability is great. Angry denials may 
turn into sad expressions within 
seconds. Acute anxiety may find 
physical expression in excessive 
sweating, painful chilis, distur- 
bances in breathing, palpitations or 
an accelerated pulse rate. 

THE THIRD stage is the return to a 
quieter, less volatile condition. This 
is often frightening to others, 
because this quietness, so much 
desired before turns out to be 
apathy rather than calm. 

This is a depressed state, charac- 
terized by aimlessness, disorganiza- 
tion and disinterest, even in such 
basics as personal hygiene and food. 
Expressions of guilt are frequent, as 
the survivor recalls the hurts and 
omissions (real or imagined)' per- 
petrated ‘ upon the deceased - over 
the years. 

The mourner, seeing no purpose 
to life, refuses all activity and re- 
jects social contact. He, or she, is 
cc lo o any change,^, 
refusing -to -make even the most 
pressing adaptations to a new life- 
style. Alternatively, as an attempt to 
struggle against an all-engulfing 
depression, the mourner feels com- 
pelled to “carry on at all cost” and 
takes- over the deceased’s role 
prematurely and incompetently, 
causing upheaval in the family or in 
the business. 

There is no set time limit for these 
three stages. A rule of thumb would 
be that up to the time of the funeral, 
the bereaved experiences stage one, 
the period of sfiiva for stage two, 
and the shloshim period of 30 days 
after the death for the third period. 
(Stage three may last for years, and 
may not necessarily follow im- 
mediately after the second.) 

Incidentally, it is a mistake to 
think that mourning is associated 
with death alone. If one thinks of 
mourning as the process by which a 
person handles grief or sadness, 
then it is easy to sec that this 
process can operate at times other 
than .at a death. Individuals ex- 
perience an acute sense of loss, or 
intense grief, at the end of a love af- 
fair, over a bankrupt business, at 
*■ retirement or after a serious illness 
or even after a geographical reloca- 
tion. We all know someone who, 
following a divorce or the loss of a 
career job, exhibited the shock, the 
anger, the depression before the 
slow resumption of normal activity. 

IT IS ALSO a mistake to think that 
mourning is limited to grownups. 
Children, too, experience exactly 
the same feelings and show the 
same symptoms, but adults may 
hove difficulty recognizing them for 
what (hey really are. -After all, when 
children are sad, they cry. This is 


the “appropriate** emotion for toss. 
But anger manifested us dis- 
obedience or belligerency, or fear 
manifested os clinging to Mama's 
apron strings or depression 
manifested by apathy toward usual 
activities is not so easily recognized 
as sadness, especially when there 
has been an appreciable time bet- 
ween (he kw and the specific rcuc- 
lion, 

For example; a four-year-okfs 
pel dog is poisoned. The sobs, the 
tcunt,.ihe gelling up ut night are all 
understood. The parents spend as 
nuiefi lime us necessary being sup- 
portive and helping the child to ver- 
balize his feelings and to come to 
terms with them. But if, months 
later, (he child should revert to a 
clinging dependency, it might not 
be understood that this child, 
having suffered one Joss, is afraid 
that history might repeat itseir with 
even more disastrous results. 

Or consider the school-age child 
whose parents gel divorced and 
only months later does his teacher 
report that this child is not learning 
- nearly us well os he did last year. 
When the withdrawn, apathetic 
child is docile and obedient, the first 
indication that something is not 
right with him is a disturbance in 
learning activities. 

WHETHER the bereaved is an 
adult or a child; whether the loss is 
due to death or separation, or 
d rust icully altered circumstances, 
such as an economic or 
geographical upheaval, there are 
three “bogeymen” that are the 
natural concomitants of 'mourning: 
unger. guilt and rear. 

The anger may be that a widow 
has for a world going on unchanged, 
or unger at medical men who 
proved helpless to prevent the 
death, or even anger at the 
deceased for leuving her. 

Consider also the anger of the 
child who feels that his father has 
deserted him, and the guilt he feels 
(hat perhups he was in some way 
responsible for his parents' divorce. 

Or the fear of the middle-aged 
man whose career or business has 
ended and whose economic future 
is doubtful, to say the least. 

Living with the bereaved is not 
comfortable. There is the emotional 
changeability of Stage 2, and Stage 
3 may never end; sonie people don't 
recover, allowing the depressive 
quality and the withdrawal from 
normal activities to become a way 
of life. 

Bui there are ways in which other 
people can 'be of help. Just un- 
derstanding what the other person is 
experiencing will usually lead to 
doing the right thing by “doing what 
comes naturally.” 

□Don’t be afraid to talk about the 
.deceased, or the tragedy. or the 
’ trauma, or whatever ill may bb, uH- 
der the mistaken notion that to let 
the bereaved “forget it all” is 
beneficial. Don't, say to him, “don't 
upset yourself by talking about 
these things.” Don’t be afraid of ex- 
pressions of anger, fear, or guilt on 
the part of the bereaved, or of 
sharing like experiences of your 
own. Not only did talk never nun 
anyone, this is one time when words 
arc beneficial. The bereaved should 
not only be allowed, but en- 
couraged, to express his feelings. 

DDon’t withdraw your company. 
Especially in Stage 3. many people 
convey the impression that they 
want privacy and solitude, it is only 
too comfortable to retreat from 
sorrow, especially using the excuse 
that we are respecting the 
bereaved’s wishes and not indulging 
our own preference. This happens 
all too often. Take your cue from \ 
the person’s actions, and not from 
his words. If you are not actually re- 
jected, then continue to maintain 
contact frequently, if but briefly. 

□Keep assuring and reassuring 
the bereaved that he is not “dif- 
ferent” or “crazy” because of his 
emotional expressions. This is 
especially important with 
youngsters and the elderly. Older 
persons frequently think they are 
losing control when they “hear” the 
voice of a departed spouse , and they 
need to understand that this is 
neither unique nor permanent. 

Children, too, need such 
assurances, that their reaction to 
loss, whether overly aggressive or 
overly compliant, is normal and 
temporary, and that they will be 
able to cope just as well as others 
who have suffered the same ex- 
periences.

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Koor steel faces tough competition

ZRIFIN. — Israel is simultaneously 
importing and exporting steel. 

“The problem is that we are 
allowing East Germany to ship us 
sled at “dumping prices." at a 
figure so low that ull European 
countries have taken specific steps 
to protect their own industries from 
such imports. We are being forced 
to export our steel to Europe at a 
competitive price — which meuns 
at a loss — since we have to bear the 
high ousts of transport," according 
to Yeshayahu Gavish. deputy- 
general manager of Koor Enter- 
prises and head of its Steel and Iron 
Division. 

He was speaking on a tour of 
three Koor plants in the greater Tel 
Aviv. area, yesterday. 

“We at Koor have nothing 
against foreign competition, but it 
should be fair competition. And we 
can't possibly compete with prices 
which are below the cost of produc- 
tion." 

Gavish pointed out that Steel City, 
near Acre, produces some 130.000 
tons of steel a year, more than 
Enough for Israel's heeds. "Yet the 
government is allowing the import 
of 15,000 to 30,000 tons (he could 
not obtain the exact figures) from 
East Germany; thus we have been 
forced to export 21.000 tons at a 
loss." 


Yil/hak Ben-Dov, head of Koor 
Metak also look the government to 
task for not allowing Koor (and 
other Israeli companies) to place 
bids 10 build two of the three air* 
Helds in the Negev. “The reason 
was that it would cause Inflation in 
Israel. The result: a whirlwind in- 
flationary spiral anywuy. with 
foreigners doing the main work.

WASHINGTON (AP). r Exports 
of the seven major trading nations 
of the non-communist world for the 
first half of 1980 totalled 5449 
billion, or 24 per .cent more than 
1979’s first-half total of $362 b. the 
U.S. Export-Import Bank reported 
Monday. 


"Despite these impressive export 
gains, only two of tne seven major. 


trading nations were able, to record 
a trade surplus in 1979, and one of 
the two surpluses achieved was 
miniscule,' 1 tne bank said. v 

The 1979 surpluses were recorded 
by Canada, with 5800m., and West 
Germany, with Sl2.3b„ it said. 
France had a trade deficit of -56. 6b., 
Italy of 55 .6b., Japan of S7.7b., the 
United Kingdom of SI 2b. and the 
U.S. of S37.3b. 

During 1979, exports of the major 
trading nations of the non- 
communist world increased by 26.3 
per cent over 1978.

chickens and turkeys. They are dis- 
covering methods to assure' uniform- 
ity in the size of the livers and to 
stimulate year-round breeding. 

One hardly thinks of goose liver 
as a seasonal food. But it is. The 
natural breeding season for geese 
lasts from about October to June. 
Give the goslings about 10 weeks to 
grow before slaughter, and that al- 
lows for goose liver between 
January and August. For producers, 
h means that the Christmas season ; 
an important season for nibbling 
foie gras in Europe is a time when 
fresh goose . fivers are less than 
abundant. What to do about lit? 

One approach is simply to raise 
goslings born late in the season for 
as long as six months rather than 
slaughter them after 10 weeks. This 
is expensive for the breeder but 
does not adversely affect the quality 
of the liver. 

Another approach is to simulate 
conditions for year-round breeding. 
Having found that the hormones 
slirhulatiijg egg production in 
chickens and turkeys are affected 
by lack of light, geese breeders in 
Israel decided to coop their geese in 
dark houses. The geese see six hours 
of sun a day, then they are put in 
ventilated dark houses for the rest 
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About .20 days after they are 
released from this routine, they 
begin producing eggs, even out of 
.season, “We don’t quite know 
ourselves why it works, but we 
know we have been able to breed 
geese into June, July and August 
this way." noted Ifri Weiss, 
manager of the water fowl depart- 
ment of the Egg and Poultry Board. 

if breeders have diverged from 
nature to increase egg production, 
they follow nature as much as possi- 
ble in the incubating stage. "We 
imitate the mother’s treatment of 
her eggs," explained Yizhak 
Matzkin of Kfvar Saba. For exam- 
ple, the eggs are rotated every two 
hours, imitating the mother's habit 
of roosting on her eggs, getting off 
them every few hours to eat or exer- 
cise and rearranging the eggs before 
resuming her post. There are good 
biological reasons for this rearrang- 
ing. ignorant as the mother goose 
may be of them. The embryo of the 
egg tends to rise to the top, sticking 
lo the upper shell and drying out if 
the egg is not rotated periodically. 

Experiments on embryos, on new 
■ crossings and better diets to 
produce a higher fat content, 
desirable in goose liver, continue in 
a systematic way at an experimental 
station in Acre. "There is a serious 
luck of literature on goose railing in 
the world. It’s just something that 
has ulwuys been done according to 
traditions handed from one genera- 
tion to the next," noted Uri Weiss. 
•.Israel’s goose liver industry 
started in the 19$0 f s, profiting from 
the knowhow of Eastern European 
immigrants who had been involved 
in the field. Gcose have been an im- 
portune part of Eastern European 
Jewish culture. The plentiful fat of 
the animal was customarily used in- 
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lie completed a brief training 
courve in Haifa, and in 1966 got a 
job on the cruise ship Theodor 
Herrf. When the Executive Chef of 
the Theodor /feral transferred to the 
Shalt mi, he took Kadosh with him. 

Altogether. Kadosh spent write 
eight years at sea. working on both 
pleasure boats and freighters. He 
travelled through the Caribbean, 
and visited America, Scandinavia, 
Russia. Europe and South Africa. "I 
saw the world, and I earned money 
doing it." he told me. 

Whenever he was home on leave, 
his family pressured him to give up 
the sea and find a job on land. All 
his boyhood friends were already 
married and settled and the family 
considered that Kadosh had had 
enough adventure to last a lifetime. 

The truth was -that after visiting 
the same pons of call over and over 
again, Kadosh was becoming a bit 
bored. But if he was to give it up. 
the only place in Israel in which he 
was prepared to live, was Jerusalem. 

On his second to Lost run, he 
decided that if he could find 
something suitable, he would pan 
company with the ship. On shore in 
Israel, he scanned a newspaper and 
saw that the Jerusalem Hilton was 
in the process of opening for 
business and was looking for 
kitchen staff. He put in his applica- 
lion and sailed off for one more 
voyage. 

When he returned, the only 
positon still available at the Hilton 
was that of an intermediate chef. 
Kadosh was given the responsibility 
of looking after the soups and side 
dishes. After six months at the 
Hilton, he came to the attention of 
the Plaza, and was oTTercd the op- 
portunity to become second-in- 
command to executive chef Itzhak 
Sabag. Three months later, Sabag 
left and the Plaza management sug- 
gested that Kadosh take over. 

Initially, he was hesitant. "I really 
didn't know enough about cuisine in 
those days," he confessed, "and I 
didn’t have sufficient experience in 
hotel work. This was a five-star 
hotel, and I was worried that 1 
wouldn't be adequate to the task.” 

Friends advised him to go ahead. 

Plaza, and was subsequently hired 
by Annette to lecture on the Tnuva 
circuit.

When using fruit and vegetables, 
it is very important for the in- 
gredients to be unblemished and as 
perfect in shape as possible. 

Did you know that two smalt 
heads of cabbage, a grapefruit, two 
peppers and a wedge of carrot can 
make an attractive doll? This was 
one of many displays at Annette and 

stead of oon-kosher pork fat. 
Indeed, in Yiddish, geese were 
known as "Jew’s pork." 

* But it has only been since 1975 
that Israel has made serious efforts 
to market goose liver. About 600 
families — all on moshavim — are 
involved in the industry. In 1978/79, 
Israel became an exporter to con- 
tend with, producing 190 tons of the 
luxury product a year. By next year, 
production is intended to increase 
to 300 tons. 

The average goose liver at 
slaughter is between 400 grains and 
one kilo. That may seem like a lot of 
liver for such a small animal, and it 
is. Goose raising is not a field for the 
weak of heart. In order to attain 
such a formidable size, raisers 
force-feed the geese in the last 
month of their life. The geese con- 
sume about one kilo of specially 
selected grain a day. Workers using 
a long tube aparatus force the corn- 
based feed down the goose’s long 
gullet. A month of this and the 
goose's liver develops a desired 
sclerosis, that causes its liver to in- 
crease in size by about 1,000 per 
cent. By the end of the process, the 
geese, indeed, look quite fat and 
groggy. 

Goose irver is a delicacy worthy 
of its name. Careful transport and 
packaging are an essential part of 
the industry. Goose liver must be 
prepared fresh to be tasty and it 
spoils very easily if R is not kept 
cool. In Israel's eight 
slaughterhouses the geese are 
packed in styrofoam boxes — 10 
kilos of liver on 2M kilos Of ice — 
and flown to Europe. For liver 
destined for such for away places as 
Japan, the ice is changed in Hol- 
land. 

The best of the liver, which is 
graded at slaughter, goes to 
Europe’s restaurants andimutiques. 
Lower grades, are used by industry 
— mostly based in France — to be . 
made into pat6. 

The perfect goose liver, if you 
can’t resist trying some, is about 700 
grams. If it is ciystaiized, it has been 
over-cooled. If it is rubbery, it will 
not be lusty. Property, it should be a 
consistant light tan colour and clean 
on the underside, without red spots. 
Goose liver is easy to kasher. It 
must be salted and then seared for 
about five minutes. The French 
often flavour it with cognac, grapes 
and cabernet, Hungarians add 
paprika, with or without liquour, 
and locally, at the Tel Aviv Hilton, 
the goose liver » marinated with 
brandy, port, Madeira and hprbs.

Th Montreal, he was impressed 
with standards of efficiency and 
work attitudes. He came back to 
Israel determined to inscBI the same 
sense of responsibility into the Plaza 
kitchen. It wasn’t easy, but he suc- 
ceeded. His major difficulty was *o 


The numerous awards which ore 
framed on the walls of his office, 
have not gone to his head. “There is 
no end to innovation in culinary 
art." he asserted, “and no matter 
how- goad you are, you cun always 
he better.’’ Towards this aim. 
Kadosh spends a month each year 
in a top-ranking French restaurant. 
Every master chef has his own little 
nereis in achieving taste and tex- 
ture. Kadosh collects these secrets 
like someone else collects stamps or 
coins. 

His ongoing challenge is to adapt 
his newly acquired knowledge to 
the limitatron5 of kasbrut. 
"Traditional French cuisine,” he 
pointed out, “incorporates a lot of 
butter and cream in meat dishes. 
We cannot achieve identical results 
with substitutes. There are no sub- 
stitutes for the real thing. But 
judicious >use of margarine with ad- 
ditional meat and bones in the 
preparation of sauces — and of 
course the right spices, bring us very 
close to good French cuisine." 

Kadosh uses a lot of parve milk 
mixed with egg yolk to achieve 
creamy textures. 

Whenever possible, he prefers to 




tty to achieve a degree of unifor- 
mity among 54 cooks and 30 
stewards. There are so many diverse 
backgrounds and traditions among 
them, that forming them into a 
single unit needed a lot of time, 
patience and understanding. 

As for himself. Kadosh is forever 
trying to improve his own standards.

Nature’s very best. 
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Aguda’s glad tidings 


WITH THE FIRST Hanukka candle, lighted Iasi night, there arrived in 
most every Jewish home in the land a nice little gift from Agudal Yisrael: 
that liny anti-Zionist party, elevated some three years ago tolhe status 
of spiritual arbiter of modern Israel, has no further claims for religious 
legislation on the government coalition. 

These tidings of comfort were brought home by the Aguda’s master 
strategist. Rabbi Menahem Porush himself, even as he was celebrating 
the "great victory" of gaining passage through the Knesset for a newly 
amended Anatomy and Pathology Law that would make autopsies as 
scarce as they could be. True, there still remained the unresolved matter 
of "Who's a Jew," which, as is well known, had been a source of the 
most dreadful confusion. 

After alt. how could anyone tell who's a Jew when it has not been 
decided who's a Jew? 

But. so it was explained by MK Porush’s colleague, MK Shlomo 
Lorincz, since there was no formal commitment on the part of the coali- 
tion to push this Aguda desideratum through parliament, the party 
would not press for it unless the formula of "conversion according to 
halucha" won far greater acceptance than today. The Aguda had 
enough laurels to rest upon as it was. 

In an address to a party conference in the U.S- which he delivered 
just before rushing back home for the autopsy vote, MK Porush 
described (he lost three years as "one of the most glorious chapters in 
(he history of the Aguda.'* He must have known whereof he was 
speaking. 

Indeed, during that brief a space of time the Aguda managed to gain 
automatic exemption from army service for all girls who claim to be 
religious, to outlaw any abortions that could not be justified on the 
ground of danger to the mother's health, and finally to make most post 
mortems, even for the purpose of a transplant, subject to the veto of any 
close relative of the deceased. : 

The practical results so far the enlistment of girls into the army has 
dropped appreciably, and the number of abortions has fallen off by one 
third. Which is precisely what the Aguda had in mind. Now it only 
remains to be seen how many autopsies will still be legally performed un- 
der the new law that has (allegations to the contrary notwithstanding) no 
analogy in any civilized country. 

The real measure of the Aguda's success in' ramming through these 
pieces of reactionary lawmaking is the fact that it was secured, in every 
case, in the teeth of popular opposition. The NRP might offer loyal if 
sometimes half-hearted support, the Likud give its backing while 
sometimes holding its nose — but the people at large made their disap- 
proval clear-cut. 

Nothing doing: all that mattered was the undertaking made to the 
Aguda in the original coalition agreement, and the fact that the govern- 
ment's bare survival depended upon it. 

Fortunately, another election, which cannot be too far off, will 
produce another coalition agreement, and some still newer legislation. 
As the Aguda has itself learned, the law is not halacha: it is man-made; 
and can be unmade by man. This is another happy thought for Hanukka., 


The games we play 


TIME WAS when any adverse comment aSoiit tfie Israel befence 
Forces would be considered out of bounds. Since the Yam Kippur War 
this is no longer the case, and the country is probably the safer for it. To- 
day the army — its makeup, strategy, discipline, budget, even leadership 
— is viewed as a fair target for the most probing review. 

The only legitimate condition, today, is that the criticism should itself 
be fair, and that he who undertakes it should come to it with clean 
hands. 

Under a cabinet that has virtually done away with the principle of 
collective responsibility, as in Israel today, this is arguably the only con- 
dition that should be placed even in the way of a government minister 
who has criticism of the army to offer in public. When the minister in 
question can boast as wide an expertise in military affairs as Ariel 
Sharon, the public voicing of his views is perhaps even welcome. 

Last Friday afternoon, speaking on radio, Mr. Sharon let loose some 
very sharp barbs in the direction of the armed forces. Their internal dis- 
cipline, he insisted, was lax, their budget demands grossly inflated, their 
size grown out of proportion, their indifference to superior government 
orders intolerable. 

U was a grim picture that Mr. Sharon painted, and to which he added 
some darker pigments yet when it was challenged, mainly on the ground 
of utility, in the cabinet on Sunday. It was harder to question on the 
ground of verisimilitude, even though H might be somewhat overdrawn. 

To his credit, Mr. Sharon had a definite notion, too, of what lay at the 
root of the trouble with the IDF, and how it could be removed. The 
problem, he thought, was the lack of a full-time defence minister, and 
the solution was (as he had suggested before) the appointment of Arik 
Sharon to the post. 

On the diagnosis side, Mr. Sharon was not alone in his opinion, and 
not for the first time either. On Monday MK Gideon Hausner, no ally of 
Mr. Sharon’s, spoke for many if not most parliamentarians, on both 
sides of the aisle, who deplore Mr. Begin’s tacking on to the premiership 
the role also of a once-a-week civilian head of the defence establish- 
ment. 

The fact that the Knesset declined even to discuss the issue did not 
reflect the true consensus on the merits of the arrangement, originally, a 
stopgap following the resignation six months ago of Ezer Weizman. The 
consensus is that Mr. Begin's unavoidable inattention to his defence 
duties has made Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan into something close to a 
defence czar. 

But Mr. Sharon as the solution? Despite its popularity among the 
public, and Mr. Sharon's own fondness for it, the idea is almost too risi- 
ble for comment. 

Over the past three years or so Mr. Sharon, working from his settler 
power base in the territories, has been the epitome of insubordination to 
his own government. 

More than a full-time defence minister will be needed to set the IDF 
on the right course. Another finance minister will be needed, too, to 
dampen the Hurvilz inflation, that is making any military budget plan- 
ning impossible. But so long & the present administration holds office, 
the nation is better safeguarded by keeping defence out of Mr. Sharon's 
hands. 

On this point at least, Mr. Begin is entirely right. 


^Postscripts 


NOW THAT shale oil deposits are 
high on the agenda of our scientists, 
we should recall the name of the 
man who In the 1920s dreamed of 
making Brets Israel at least partly 
independent of foreign oil. The idea 
had its roots with the Turkish army 
World War I, which fired — and 
thereby ruined — its locomotives 
with bituminous limestone. Boris 
Katun ann, who had been active in 
the economic councils of the 
Zionist- ‘ Organization of America, 
settled in Rehovot in the 1920s, 


where he soon started his 
laboratory and furnace for tests of 
oil extraction from limestone.

Can the Jewish people retain their uniqueness in the face of exter- 


nal cultural influences, asks DAVID HARTMAN. 


JEWISHNESS Is not merely deter- 
mined by a biological accident. It 
involves commitment to the 
spiritual world view contained 
within the vast literature produced' 
throughout Jewish history. Without 
Tora — however understood — 
Jewish identity lacks a vital ultimate 
purpose. Tora saves Jewish identity 
from being reduced to pure secular 
nationalism or racist folk sentimen- 
tality. 

Hanukka challenges one to 
reflect on the two main motifs of 
this festival: the Maccabean 
struggle and the rekindling of the 
menora. A Jew can draw inspiration 
from his people's courage to revolt 
gainst religious tyranny and from 
being a member of a community 
that nurtures national identity on. a 
spiritual vision of life. 

The Maccabean revolt is a com- 
pelling symbol not because of 
chauvinist nationalist tendencies, 
but because of the values and way 
of life this revolt aimed to preserve. 
The Maccabean revolt ex- 
pressed intense loyalty and 
passionate dedication to 
monotheism and mitzvot. The 
courage, commitment and heroism 
of the Maccabees should not, 
however, be divorced from what 
they fought for. 

One of the distortions of modern 
existentialism is the exaltation of 
the virtues of sincerity, devotion, 
authenticity, etc., irrespective of 
their specific content. The sincerity 
of the Nazis in no way mitigates 
their barbarity and depravity. Sub- 
jective attitudes are Important 
aspects of human behaviour only if 
their content is worthwhile and 
significant. 

It is ludicrous to celebrate Mac- 
cabean courage and devotion 
without seriously considering the 
underlying values that motivated 
them to persevere in their struggle. 
To appreciate the full importance of 
the Maccabean victories over the 
enemies of the Judaic tradition, one 
must understand the basic values of 
that tradition. - 


THE LIGHTS of the Hanukka 
menora. symbolize the strength to 
remain -different and the right to 
sustain particular values and 
loyalties in a; world in which one is 
different and often isolated. Placing 
the menora near the window for all 
to see represents the great message 
Jews convey to the world: we 
choose not to hide the flame of bur 
spiritual tradition within the 
secluded confines of our people, 
our family, but rather to have bur 
flame radiate light in the market- 
places of history. The Hanukka 
menora is a concrete expression of 
the Jews' commitment to place the 
particular into the mainstream of 
history, to enter the market-place 
with dignity and integrity. 

To love Judaism, one must love 
Jewish particularity. This love is ex- 
pressed by a passionate involvement 
with Jewish history and with efforts 
to enhance the well-being of the 
particular people who are the living 
carriers of the Judaic tradition. 

Hanukka focuses attention on the 
problematic issues involved in the 
survival of a community within a 
world whose values and cultural 
rhythms seem so foreign to its own. 
How can one sustain the vitality of 
the intimate family in an impersonal 
world of mass culture? How can one 
keep alive a vital interest in that 
which is unique to one's particular 
culture and experience if one allows 
modem technology to brin'g a 
diverse array of values and cultures 
into the home? 

Some Jews believe that cultural 
particularity is incompatible with 
modem mass culture and that .the 
bonds holding together the- family 
of Judaism cannot bear the stress of 
exposure to the cultural rhythms of 
the broader culture. According to 
this school of thought, Hanukka 
celebrates the Maccabees' 
courageous repudiation of the 
world culture of t^heir time. 


lunisl without deep roots in- his 
community's value system. 

Those who accept this assess- 
ment of Judaism in the modern 
world turn to social and cultural 
separation to secure Judaism's sur- 
vival. Withdrawal into well-defined 
ghettos, the total rejection of 
secular learning even remotely 
related to cultural values, banning 
television sets in one's home or any 
form of alien culture — all these 
build up the walls insulating this 
vulnerable community from the 
threatening world outside. Radical 
separation is the way these people 
express their will to survive. 

Others are sceptidal as to whether 
this approach can succeed. Modem 
communication technology makes 
it impossible to escape modem 
"Hellenism-" It. is, in their opinion, 
futile to resist. We should accept 
our fate and accommodate our- 
selves to the inevitability of our 
assimilation.

Hellenism. . “Hellenistic" and 
“Hellenization" have become 
derisive terms, connoting the 
assimilating Jew, the cultural oppor- 


A THIRD option reje.cts the 
defeatism of the latter point of view 
and also the separatism of the for- 
mer. This approach questions the 
belief that Judaism has always sur- 
vived because of its radical separa- 
tion from the surrounding culture. 
Hanukka does not commemorate a 
total rejection of Hellenism but, as 
Elias Bickerman shows in From 
' Ezra to the Last of the Maccabees, the 
revolt focused specifically on those 
aspects of foreign rule expressly 
aimed at weakening loyalty to the 
God of Israel. 

The Maccabees rejected that 
which would make Judaism pagan. 
They were selective in their attitude 
to Hellenism. They rejected what 
was considered inimical to the con- 
tinuity of Judaism and incorporatsd 
within their way of life what was 
compatible with Jewish values and 
practices. 

To determine the criteria of such 
a cultural selection is undoubtedly 
difficult. Can one ever determine 
the point beyond which outside 
cultural influences destroy an in- 


dividual's character’ and identity? 
. Maimonides’ thought was clearly 
enriched by his- exposure to the 
writings of Aristotle, Ibn Baja and 
Al Farabi. Soloveitchik was 
enriched by Kierkegaard, Kant and 
Hermann Cohen. These two great 
teachers, who strengthened Jewish 
particularity by their halacbic 
teachings, are examples of cultural 
openness and of the intellectual and 
spiritual enrichment that results 
from exposure to non-Jewish in- 
tellectual and spiritual frameworks. 

The major question we-must pon- 
der at Hanukka is whether the 
Jewish people can develop a 
profound personal identity that will 
enable them to meet the outside 
world without feeling threatened or 
intimidated? The choice need not be 
ghettos, or assimilation 


CAN WE absoYb from others 
without being smothered? Can we 
appreciate and assimilate that 
which derives from “foreign” 
sources while feeling firmly 
anchored to our particular frame erf* 
reference? 

Hanukka is a time to reflect on 
such questions. How we answer 
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Not long ago Prime Minister and 
Minister of Defence Menahem 
Begin remarked to officials of t)ie 
Defence Ministry that “never since 
tiie Maccabees have we been so 
$trong.’' 

To be fair to Begin, he is not the 
only Israeli leader to have made this 
historical mistake. The Maccabees 
were not strong. They were brave — 
yes, breathtakingly brave, and they 
had great physical prowess. But 
never, not even at the height of 
Judah's victories or Simon's power, 
were they strong. Not in the 
realpolitik sense. 

Their strength, indeed, was in 
recognizing their relative weakness 
— in recognizing, that is, that 
bravery and .physical prowess alone 
are not enough for a small state 
needing to defend its sovereignty in 
a world of power politics. 

The Maccabees were soldier-, 
statesmen (as well as religious 
leaders). No sooner had Judah 
achieved a significant success in the 
field — with the defeat and death of 
the Greek general Nicanor — and 
had brought brief respite to his war- 
torn land, than he struck out on a 
bold and fateful diplomatic in- 
itiative. The Book of Maccabees (1, 
7. 50 ff) recounts it as follows: 
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DAVID LANDAU reflects on the diplomatic successes of the 
Maccabees, which are often overshadowed by their martial feats. 


"So the land of Judea had rest for 
a few days. Now Judah had heard of 
the fame of the Romans, that they 
were very- strong and were well- 
disposed toward all who made an 
alliance with them... How they had 
de'feated the Gauls... and what they 
had done in the land of Spain... and 
how they had gained control of the 
whole region by their planning and 
patience... (9, 17) 

“So Judah chose Eupolemus the 
son of John, and Jason the son of 
Eleazar, and sent them to Rome to 
establish friendship and alliance, 
and to free themselves from the 
yoke,.for they saw that the kingdom 
of the Greeks was completely en- 
slaving Israel. 

“They went to Rome, a very long 
journey; and they entered the 
Senate chamber and spoke thus: 
'Judah, who is also called Mac- 
cabeus, and his brothers and the 
people of the Jews have sent us -to 


you to establish alliance and 
peace..." The proposal pleased 
them, and this is a copy of the letter 
which the Romans wrote in reply, 
on bronze tablets, and sent to 
Jerusalem...: 

“May all go well with the Romans 
and with the nation of the Jews at 
sea and on land forever... If war 
comes first to Rome or to any of its 
allies in all their dominions, then the 
nation of the Jews shall act as their 
allies wholeheartedly, as the occa- 
sion may indicate to them... 

“In the same way, if war comes 
first to the nation of the Jews, the 
Romans shall willingly act as their 
allies, as the occasion may indicate 
to them. And to the enemy allies, 
shall be given no grain, arms, money 
or ships... 

“And concerning the wrongs 
which (Greek) King Demetrius is 
doing to them, we have written to 
him as follows: Why have you made 


your yoke heavy upon our friends 
and allies the Jews? If now they ap- 
peal again for help against you, we 
will defend their rights and fight you 
on sea and on land.”

DOCTORS IN ISRAEL 


To ike Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Prime MinblcT Begin's failure 
to receive an invitation to meet with 
President-elect Reagan in Wathington 
recently was thrown into high relief 
when Chancellor Helmut Schmidt was 
received by Mr. Reagan a week later. 
The publicity attending Mr. Begin's ill- 
starred attempt to we the American 
President-elect, reports of the un- 
edifying maneuvering to effect such a 
meeting, and the spectacle of Israel's 
prime minister waiting hat in hand for 
the invitation that never came, suc- 
ceeded only in embarrassing Israel, the 
President-elect of the United States, and 
Israel's friends everywhere. The West 
German chancellor's quick success in 
gaining entry through a door barred to 
IsraeTs premier served to cast Israel in 
the role of politically naive mendicant. 


Equally embarrassing was Mr. Begin's 
praise of Mr. Carter for his concession 
in the hour of defeat. It was the earliest 
concession of a presidential election in 
American history and caused many 
voters to stay -home from the polls. 
There are senators and congressmen, 
some of them staunch friends of Israel 
over the years, who may have lost 
closely contested elections because of 
Mr. Outer’s imprudently timed conces- 
sion. What Mr. Begin lauded as ■ 


magnanimous act was condemned by 
the U.S. media as a regrettable show of 
irresponsibility. 

Hirsh Goodman recently observed 
(November 21) that "the greatest 
tragedy of the Ukud government is that 
nobody can keep his mouth shut." 
Israel's discourse with other nations, 
bedevilled by misunderstanding, suspi- 
cion and hostility, can only be exacer- 
bated by the gauchcries and faux pas 
committed by its leaders. Follies like 
Weizman’s endorsement of Carter, 
Benin's praise of Carter's premature 
concession, and the vain scrambling for 
an appointment with Reagan disclose an 
ignorance of the amenities and an Indif- 
ference to protocol which demean Israel 
in the eyes of the world and in its own 
eye*. 

When Mr. Begin spoke to the world 
shortly after hij election as prime 
minister. Jews everywhere were stirred 
by his words. For here was a proud Jew 
leading a people which held its head 
high among the nations. It is ironic that 
now many see him as a suppliant asking 

crumbs at the tables of the mighty. For 
this has been the traditional stance of 
the galut Jew. When Israel's leaden

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IT IS CLEAR that Judah, though 
fully aware of Rome's appetite for 
gobbling up small states, con- 
sciously and deliberately entered 
into an alliance — more actually a 
state of tutelage than a balanced 
pact — with the expanding imperial 
power.

Prudently, in his - letter to the 
Spartans Jonathan mentioned (12,. 
16) that he had written to Rome too 
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and alliance with them. 

P iT!* e . s Panans' -reply is 
fa^i^ating. “...It has been found In 
wntmg Concerning the Spartans and 
the Jcjvs that they are brethren and 
are of the family of Abraham. And 
flow that we have learned this, 
please write i 0 us concerning your 
welfare. We on our part write to you 
that your cattle and property belong

Shamir to meet 
Ghali in Paris 


PARIS. — Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Sahamir said yestendday he 
would meet today in Paris with 
Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Boutros Ghali to 
discuss the problemsof the Middle 
East,' - 

Shamir, questioned at a news 
conference, would not reply direc- 
tly whether the two ministers would 
unblock stalled negotiations on 
autonomy for the Arab Palestinians. 
Both ministers are in Paris on 
private visits. 

"We will discuss the situation in 
the region and other problems,” he 
said. 

Shamir added that “an agreement 
on autonomy must include 
democratic elections among the 
Arab population.” 

Asked if Israel would accept the 
Arabs electing as their leaders 
members of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization, Shamir said: 
, “That is a risk we must take. If such 
’ representatives will cooperate in the 
spirit of Camp David, we hope that 
it will be all right.” 

Shamir flew into Paris officially 
on invitation of a private Jewish 
group, but was to confer later in the 
day with French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poncel and today 
with President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing. 

Shamir said Israel did not and 
could not accept the Common 
Market stand on self-determination 
for the Palestinians or a change in 
the status of Jerusalem. Shamir said 
Israel cannot accept either West 
European proposals for an Israeli 
withdrawal to the 1967 armistice 
lines, nor can it entrust its security 
to foreign guarantees. 

The Israeli minister warned that 
Common Market statements, such 
as the Venice declaration arid this 
week's communique issued in Lux- 
embourg, “risk encouraging Arab 
extremists and increasing regional 
tensions.” 

Shamir stressed, however, that 
Israel wants to maintain a dfialogue 
with all the EEC member states. 

He met France's outgoing Chief 
Rabbi Jacob Kaplan and his suc- 
cessor Rene Sirat, conferred with 
representatives of major French 
Jewish organizations, and addressed 
representatives of various Jewish 
and Zionist organizations.

House Committee chairman Moshe Meron 
said that open meetings would ensure- that the 
media quoted members accurately, and did not 
print distorted versions leaked by interested 
MKs. 

Abuhatzeira’s attorney in the bribery case, 
Ram Caspi, is understood to favour open 
meetings. 

• House Committee members began reading 
the three files on the case, which Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir-gave Meron yesterday, 
containing the charge-sheet, the police 
testimony, and the texts of a number of recor- 
ded conversations. 

A source close to the House Committee said 
that many members came in yesterday to read - 
the files. Most grew bored after 10 or IS 
minutes, took down & note or two, and left, The 
Jerusalem Post was told. 

Members of the committee offered the 
following comments: 

• Avraham Sharir (Lifcud-Liberals) — “I 
favour recommending that the minister's im- 
munity be lifted. I also urge the minister not to 
resist the request to lift his immunity.” 

• Yehuda Hashai (Alignment-Labour) — “AH 
we need study are the motives of the attorney- 
general, not the substance of his case.” 

• Benzion Rubin (National Religious Party) 
— “Zamir has become the instrument of people 
who want to blacken Abuhatzeira's good 
name.” 


• Airinon Linn (Likud-La’am) “The 
material would not suiTice to present bribery 
charges against ordinary person. The only 
reason Zamir wants to charge the minister, a 
because he doesn't want to lose face and admit 
the whole inquiry was a flop." 

• Shtomo Gross (Agudat Israel) — “Accor- 
ding to the Shulhan Aruch. the testimony of a 
man like (acting Bnei Br&k mayor Yisrael) Got- 
tlieb, who turned state's witness and in- 
criminated himself, must be rejected.'’ 

Labour and Shinut members are sure to vote 
for lifing of immunity. NRP and Hadash MKs 
will probably oppose it, and the Likud members 
are split on the issue. Observers today believe 
there is a majority for the lifting of Abuhat- 
zeira’s immunity. 

Gottlieb's testimony, in the material submit- 
ted to the House Committee, mentions having 
given the minister's adviser Moshe Gabbai 
sums of money three times. Gottlieb said he 
handed over one sum in his own home and two 
more sums in the Dan Hotel in Tel Aviv. 

The three sums, between 1550,000 and IS60,- 
000 each, were kickbacks for the minister from 
three yeshivot, Gottlieb said. - 

The yeshivot were told they were getting 
larger allocations than usual, in order to return 
a part for special projects, he said. 

The material contains the text of a recorded 
conversation between Gottlieb and Zvi 
Fruchtei , the director of the Spinka yeshiva in 
Bnei Brak, in which Gottlieb reminded 
Fruchter of the bribes. When Fruchter asked 
Gottlieb how the police, found but about the 
bribery, Gottlieb told him he should confess to 
the police. 

The material contains testimony by David 
Glass, the minister's NRP colleague and his for- 
mer ally in the Likud Utraura faction, in which 


Glass told police that Gottlieb had revealed the 
bribery .affair r tp him. Gottlieb also said this 
gave him a hold on the minister, to compel the 
minister to get him u Knesset seat in the next 
election. 

Glass told ihe police Gottlieb was an honest 
man whose word was above question. But Glass 
denied Gottlieb's statement to the police that 
he, Gottlieb, had given Glass a note with the. 
sums of bribe money written on it.

In apparent reference to that 
meeting, however. Secretary of 
Stale Edmund Muskie told repor- 
ters at the State Department “the 
Soviets have been informed of the 
serious consequences of their in- 
volvement.” 

In .Los Angeles, Reagan said 
reports of Soviet troop movements 
near the Polish border represent “a 
very tense moment for the free 
world." 

In London, British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington said 
yesterday that a Soyiet invasion of 
Poland will “ruin” detente, invite 
economic reprisals from the West 
and spark a dangerous new arms 
race. 

Addressing the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the House of Com- 
mons, Carrington said the conse- 
quences of Soviet intervention in 
Poland would be “much more 
than those which followed 


its moves into Czechoslovakia and 
Afghanistan in 1968 and 1979. 

An invasion would compe 
Western powers to raise defence 
spending. In turn that would be 
matched by the Soviets, so 
dangerous new arms race 'would 
begin, said Carrington.

In Madrid, Britain's chief 
delegate to the European, security 
conference warned yesterday 
against “a Soviet intervention in 
Poland," saying it would be con- 
demned with “even greater force 
than last year’s Soviet incursion into 
Afghanistan. 

"Everything that has been said 
here about Afghanistan applies with 
even greater force against a Soviet 
intervention in Poland,” John 
WDberforce told rejTorters after a 
speech to the 35-nation meeting. - 

In Moscow, the newspaper 
Izvestia accused the Western news 
media yesterday of launching 
“true psychological war” against 
Poland. 

The Izvestia article, which aimed 
particular fire at West German 
publications, intensified Soviet ac- 
cusations that the Western press is 
being used to directly incite trouble 
in Poland. 

In Prague, Czechoslovakia 
yesterday accused the European 
Common Market of “hypocrisy" in 
offering help to Poland and in war- 
ning 1 against Soviet intervention 
there. 

A' commentary by the state news 
agency CTK said Common Market 
leaders meeting in Luxembourg this 
week appeared not to have given 
top attention to problems in their 
own countries.

Behind the 
Syrian threat 
to Jordan 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

There is no evidence on the 
ground at the Syrie-Jordan border 
that any Syrian units have been 
pulled back, it is reliably learned. 

Nor is there anything to show that 
the Saudi- bid to mediate between 
Syria and Jordan has produced any 
success, it was said in Jerusalem 
yesterday. 

There is no way of fathoming 
Syrian intentions and motives with 
any surety, The Jerusalem Post lear- 
ned yesterday. The only indications 
ore the facts on the ground, and the 
public statements. 

An analysis of the border crisis 
between the two countries, and 
their troop concentrations, evokes 
various possible explanations. 

These include, among others: 

• Syria massed troops in order to 
intimidate and pressure Jordan, but 
never intended to cause hostilities. 

• Syria intended to uy and bring 
down the Hashemite regime and to 
replace it with a Palestinian puppet 
regime, as an expression of the 
“Greater Syria" ideology. 

It is learned that Syria sent 
Palestinian terrorists into Jordan 
recently for operations against the 
regime in Jordan, or to embarrass 
the regime in its relations with 
Israel. 

Syria demanded that Jordan ex- 

§ e] and hand over large numbers of 
yrian citizens on Its soil, who 
belong to the Moslem Brotherhood 
which is trying to undermine the 
Damascus regime. 

One problem for Jordan in this 
respect, is that the Brotherhood is a 
legal association in Jordan. 

Syria and Jordan have enough 
causes for friction with each other, 
without any regional or global fac- 
tors being required to exacerbate 
relations. Syria was angry at Jordan 
for having left the Syrian orbitrfor 

J iUitting the Eastern Front against 
srael; for allying itself with Syria's 
rival, Iraq, against Syria's ally, Iran; 
for refusing to postpone the recent 
Arab summit; and for giving haven 
to Moslem Brotherhood men from 
Syria. 

• Prime Minister Men ahem Begin 
lias learned from an exchange of ap- 
praisals with Washington that the 
US. believes the friction between 
Syria and Jordan to have political 
grounds, but no military objectives. 

If that is so, Jerusalem suggests, 
then Syrian President Hafez Assad 
will only withdraw his troops from 
the border if he gets political 
satisfaction for some of his com- 
plaints against Jordan. He could not 
possibly afford to back down and go 
home without some gains. 
Otherwise he would lose face, it was 
said in Jerusalem. 

Theories about factors underlying 
the Syria-Jordan dispute include, 
among others that: 

• The Soviet Union is using Syria 
to threaten the flow of supplies 
through Jordan to Iraq, since 
Moscow has decided to cut ‘its 
losses in Iraq, and put its money on 
Syria and Iran. 

* The Soviet Union is using Syria 
to divert attention from the Palish 
crisis. 

• The Soviet Union wants to 
divert attention from the Libyan in- 
vasion of Chad which is intended to 
pave the way for a Soviet return to 
Africa. 

• The Soviet Union merely wants 
to use Syria in order 10 warn Jordan 
not to join thq Camp David 
initiative. 

One viewpoint holds that it would 
be unwise totally to dismiss the 
possibility that the five Syrian and 
Jordanian divisions might together 
turn against Israel if the two Arab 
countries patched up their dif- 
ferences.

Haig expected to get 
secretary of state job

WASHINGTON. — President- 
elect Ronald Reagan is expected to 
name former NATO Commander 
Alexander Haig as his secretary of 
state — a move warmly welcomed 
yesterday by Israeli officials and 
America/, Jewish leaders. 

But they were considerably less 
enthusiastic about reports that 
Caspar Weinberger, a vice- 
president of the Bechtel Construc- 
tion Company and a former- 
secretary of heahh. education and 
welfare m the Nixon administration, 
would become secretary of defence. 

Reagan has not yet officially an- 
nounced any or his cabinet appoint- 
ments, but authoritative reports 
began appearing yesterday in the 
U.S. news media that several selec- 
tions had already been made. 

With the exception of 
Democratic Senator Henry Jackson 
of Washington State, Haig was 
clearly Israel's preferred choice for 
the State Department among names 
mentioned most often in the press. 

Haig is now president of United 
Technologies, the parent company 
of Pratt and Whitney engines and 
Sikorsky aircraft. A career military 
officer, he served as Henry 
Kissinger’s deputy on the National 
Security Council before becoming 
supreme European commander of 
NATO forces. 

During the final days of the Nixon 


presidency, Haig was White House 
chief of sta/T, in effect in charge of 
running the government. 

Haig visited Israel a few years ago 
and is said to have favourably im- 
pressed his Israeli hosts. According 
to knowlegeable sources, Haig, as a 
military man, has a deep apprecia- 
tion of Israel's “strategic" impor- 
tance to the US. in the eastern 
Mediterraraean. 

Weinberger, on the other hand, is 
said to have a higher regard for 
Saudi Arabia's importance to the 
U.S. — a view which may put him at 
odds in the internal decision- 
making process with Haig. Bechtel 
Corporation has undertaken' a $9 
billion construction project in Saudi 
Arabia. 

Meanwhile, other senior cabinet 
decisions also appear to have been 
made. 

David Stockman, the 34-y car-old. 
two-term Michigan congressman, is 
reported to be in line to become 
director of the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. Stockman has a 
solidly pro-Israel voting record in 
Congress, having supported all of 
Israel's economic and military aid 
requests. 

His expected selection to head

WARSAW (UP1). — Com- 
munist Party chief* Stanisiaw 
Kania has made an impassioned 
appeal for national order, saying 
some independent union ac- 
tivists seem to want to transform 
the unions into “a train running 
to catastrophe.” 

In another important develop- 
ment, the military council of 
Poland's Defence Ministry met 
yesterday and voiced "deep con- 
cern** over the situation in the coun- 
try. The council said that “if the 
situation continues, it may produce 
highly negative effects on the coun- 
try’s defence potential." 

Kania made his plea in his closing 
speech to the party Central Com- 
mittee plenary session Tuesday 
night but his speech was not 
released until 24 hours later. No ex- 
planation was given for the delay. 

Nevertheless, despite concern in 
the Soviet bloc, with the U.S. war- 
ning Moscow against military inter- 
vention, Poland appeared to be 
pressing ahead with political and 
econqmic^reforms:. 

The "Central Committee sacked' 
four men believed to have opposed 
radical change and brought in a 
tough former army general and a 
known economic “liberal,” in one 
strong indication of the govern- 
ment’s future course. 

It was the fourth" reshuffle of the 
ruling Politburo since the outbreak 
of last summer’s labour revolt which 
led to the establishment of 
Solidarity, the first free trade union 
in the Communist world. 

Western diplomatic sources in 
Warsaw yesterday said alarming 
reports of a possibly imminent 
Soviet invasion of Poland appeared 
exaggerated, especially in light of 
what they called the calming situa- 
tion in the-country. 

One diplomat suggested the 
reports could be the result of a dis- 
information campaign aimed at 
creating tension during the crucial 
Polish Communist Party Central 
Committee plenary session, which 
ended on Tuesday .night. 

The plenum purged from the 
ruling Politburo the remnants of 
supporters of ousted party secretary 
Edward Gierek and strengthened 
the hand of party boss Stani$law 
Kania in his programme to achieve 
reform' and "renewal” in the party 
and in the troubled state as a whole. 

Gierek was stripped of all party 
and public posts, and publicly cen- 
sured for misconduct in the nine 
years he led the Communist Party. 

He was officially reported to have 
refused to attend the crucial session 
which stripped him of membership 
in the State Council, Central Com- 
mittee and parliament. 

Former premier Piotr 


Jaroszewicz also lost his parliamen- 
tary seat. 

The meeting also marked by 
the return to power of former interior 
minister Mieczyslaw Moczar, 68, 
nho was among those responsible for 
widespread purges of Jews from im- 
portant posts in 1%8 — and has been 
heading the Supreme Control Cham- 
ber for several years.

Carter warns 

WASHINGTON (APj. - U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter said yester- 
day that the U.S. is waichins “with 
growing concern” the Soviet Un- 
ion's “unprecedented buildup" of 
military forces along the Polish bor- 
der.

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Swarms of pelicans plague kibbutzim

HAIFA. — The unusually warm 
winter has caused a plague of 
pelicans on the fish ponds of 
Ma’ayan Zvi and Ma’agan Michael, 
kibbutzim on the south Carmel 
coast. 

The big white birds, whose wing 
span reaches up to three metres, arc 
causing “incalculable damage" 
satisfying their voracious appetite 
for fish from the ponds. 

“We can hardly do anything to 
stop their feasting, short of killing 
the attractive birds, which we don't 
want lo do.” the man in charge of 
Ma'ayan ZvTg 2,500 dunams of 
ponds, Yohanan Sadeh, said yester- 
day. They appealed to the Nature 
Reserves Authority to help curb the 
birds’ feasting, “out have had no 
response,’ Together with 
neighbouring Ma’agan Michael, 
which has 1,800 dunams of ponds, 
they will now ask the Agriculture 
Ministry for compensation from the 
natural disaster funds. 

Meanwhile, (he .kibbutz has 


detailed one of its members to 
patrol the ponds full time in ajeep 
and fire in the air to drive off the 
birds. Despite the extra outlays in 
manpower and fuel, the success has 
been only marginal. 

Sadeh, who admires the birds 
while cursing their free-loadma ap- 
petite. said he found them “highly 
disciplined.” 

"They send out a small patrol, in 
best military style, and these invite 
the huge swarms lo the ponds only 
when tne coast is clear. When our 
man fires bis gun to scare them off 
again, they don’t panic, but take off 
in a very orderly manner, and ap- 


parently in strict order of 
precedence. It’s like watching a 
military airfield in action,” he 
reported. 

Sadeh said the pelicans have been 
regular autumn visitors for years, 
“but this year their number is 
overwhelming. I have the feeling 
they are increasing year by year, 
possibly as a result of strict protec- 
tion regulations in Europe. 

He noted that usually tne pelicans 
arrived towards the end of Septem- 
ber from Europe, staying for two lo 
three - weeks before flying on to 
Africa. But this year’s drawn out In- 
dian summer has kepi them here.

Babies being snatched 
from Italy quake zone 


NAPLHS. — Incidents of child 
snatching and Mafia gangsters hi* 
jacking relief supplies are adding to 
the problems of 40,000 troops and 
other relief workers struggling to 
keep survivors of southern Italy's 
earthquake alive and well. 

Small children and infants are 
being kidnapped by childless 
parents and perhaps by racketeers, 
press reports said yesterday. The 
reports said well-dressed couples in 
big automobiles, posing as volun- 
tary helpers, were driving away with 
stnull children and babies, some of 
them orphans. 

in other cases, people dressed 
like the local peasants were 
claiming children from refuges in 
villages where the relief organiza- 
tion was in a state of confusion. 

In many cases, the removal of the 
children probably was a bona Tide 
gesture by sympathetic people 
seeking to give them a temporary 
refuge from the health hazards of 
the freezing “tent cities" the reports 
said.

NtiW DELHI. — Soviet troops 
have- started a major offensive m 
Afghanistan, fighting pitched bat- 
tles with anti-government rebels in 
at least 12 of the country's 28 
provinces.

LONDON (AP). — Two bombs ex- 
ploded outside an army building In 
west London on Tuesday night, 
slightly injuring five people and 
signalling what Scotland Yard war- 
ned could be the start or a 
Christmas bombing campaign in 
Britain by Irish nationalists. 

Hours after the blasts in Ham- 
mersmith nobody had claimed 
responsibility, but Commander 
Peter Duffy, head of Scotland 
Yard's anti-terrorist squad, said he 
could not rule out the possibility of 
Irish Republican Army involve- 
ment. 

The blasts came soon after seven 
Irish nationalist prisoners, on the 
37th day of their “death fast" in 
Northern Ireland, were moved from 
their cells to the hospital inside the 
Maze prison near Belfast. They are 
demanding that jailed terrorists be 
treated as political prisoners and 
not as common criminals. 

The underground IRA and allies 
have killed 66 persons with bombs 
on the British mainland since 1972, 
in their campaign to drive the 
British out or Northern Ireland. 

Other bombings in London “this 
year were the work of anti-Turkish 
Armenians and Arab factions. 


PEKING. — The widow of former 
Communist Party chairman Mao 
Tse-tung, Jiang ping, yesterday 
denied charges that she had master- 
minded the persecution or the late 
president Liu Shaoqi and his wife. 
Wang Kuangmei, Chinese sources 
said. - 

The 67-year-old Jiang Qing was 
described as “unrepentant, but 
there were few details immediately 
available about her second ap- 
pearance before a special court 
trying her and nine others oil a bat- 
tery of charges of frame-ups, per- 
secutions and plotting armed 
rebellion. 

Liu died in prison in 1969 and his 
wife spent 12 years in prison. 

The sources said witnesses in- 
cluded Hao Miao, Liu Shaoqi's for- 
mer cook, and Shao Men, a leader 
of the “group for inquiring into the 
special case of Liu Shaoqi and 
Wang Kuangmei.” 

The indictment says Jiang Qing 
assumed direct control of that 
group, which allegedly used torture 


and false evidence to rig up charges 
rife 


that Liu and his wife were 
"renegades," “enemy agents” and 
“counter-revolutionaries." 

It says Jiang Qing also made the 
decision to imprison U per sons- in- 
cluding Hao Miao for interrogation, 1 , 
and that two’ of-the H died of per- 
secution. 


In her first court appearance last 
week, Jiang Qing showed apparent 


disdain for the proceedings, 
answering every question: “I don't 
know.” 


A Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said the court yesterday 
also questioned the former chief 
naval commissar, Li Zuqpeng, on 
charges of slandering the current de 
facto head of state, Marshal Ye 
Jianying, and the late former armed 
forces chief of staff, Luo Ruiqing.

— Sir Oswald 
Mosley, leader of Britain's fascist 
movement which fought Jews Mjj 
street battles in London s East End 
before World War II, died in his 
sleep in the suburb of Oreay on 
Tuesday night, his family announ- 
ced. He was 84 Iasi month. 

Mosley, a politician who spent 
five years of the war in detention*, 
admired Adolf Hitler and opposed 
the war with Nazi Germany, 

' For 'the last 36 years he had peen 
living in voluntary exile in France 
with Nis second wife,' Lady Diana 
Milford. She survives her husband. 

Mosley returned periodicalhr to 
Britain during the 1950s and 1960s 
for fascist rallies- But they never 
had the support he commanded for 
meetings berore World War II when 
large groups of -extremists marched 
through Jewish and immigrant areas 
and battled with both political op- 
ponents and police. 

For many years before hostilities 
he was a celebrated figure in Euro- 
pean fascism, although he had in- 
itially been a socialist member of 
parliament. 

It was only after 1 bis plans for 
Britain's economic revival between 
1929 and 1931 were regarded as too 
radical that he turned to fascism. 

Mosley’s first marriage was atten- 
ded by the kings and queens of 
Britain and Belgium. His second' 
marriage was attended by Hitler. 

In a way the two ceremonies tell a 
great deal abbut this Englishman- 
who could, some believe, have been 
prime minister. 

He was an admirer of Hitler and 
against war with Germany because 
.he believed that in a world war 
Soviet Russia would be the real .win- 
ner. He wagered his career in the 
1930s on the conviction that a die- ' 
tatorship tricked out in bl ack starts - 
and stithy boots with "a policy that 
included anti-Semitism and racism ~ 
would have an irresistible attraction 
for the British. 

As a result he and his wife, Lady 
Diana, most beautiful of the six Mit- 
ford women, 1 daughters of Lord 
Redesdale, spent five’ years in 
detention when war broke ant .Her 
aster. Unity, m love with HitTer, shot 
herself at the outbreak of hostilities.

WASHINGTON (AP). _ Indo- 
Chinese refugees have told U.S. 
military officials of seeing 280 
American servicemen still being 
held captive in Southeast Asia as a 
result of the Vietnam war, a top 
military analyst says. 

Lt.-Gen. Eugene F. Tighe the 
head of the Defence Intelligence 
Agency, told a House subcommit- 
tee on Tuesday that “We will 
aggressively pursue eveiy lead and 
leave no stone unturned in our 
quest to determine the fate of the 
U.S. personnel unaccounted for in 
Southeast Asia." 

The Defence -Department of- 
ficially lists only one serviceman as 
a prisoner of war and 13 missing in 
action, out of the approximately 2,- 
500 Americans still unaccounted for 
in Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea, 
nearly eight years after American 
participation in the war ended. 

Tighe said that over the past five 
months the Defence Intelligence 
Agency had received about 125 new 
reports about U.S. servicemen. 

He said that brings the total of 
reports received since 1975 to 900. 
This Lotal includes reports of live 
sightings, in addition to information 
on crash and grave sites.

‘Amnesty’ charges Spain with torture 


COPENHAGEN (AP). — Amnesty. 
International yesterday charged 
that Spanish police use torture and 
that Spanish judges do not use their 
powers lo prevent mistreatment of 
prisoners. 

A report on a mission to Spain by 
two Danish doctors and a West 
German legal -expert contained the 
strongest criticism ever against a 
Western European government by • 
the London-based human rights 
watchdog organization. 

Britain is the only other western 
country accused by Amnesty Inter- 
national of torture. A 1978 Amnesty- 
report on Northern Ireland cited 
evidence of beatings and harass- 
ment against suspected Irish 
Republican Army terrorists. 

The report on Spain was released 
yesterday, but Amnesty Inter- 
national said it had informed 


Madrid in September of its findings. 
A Spanish government spokesman 
said there would be no comment. 

The report documented 14 cases 
of alleged torture by police and 
Civil Guard soldiers in five police 
stations in Madrid and the northern 
cities of Barcelona and Bilbao-. 

The report admitted that there 
have been • improvements in the 
treatment of persons detained in 
Spanish police stations brought 
about by “recent reforms in the 
legal and constitutional provisions 
affecting detainees."

Police give awards to 24 for bravery

Police honours for 1980 were 
bestowed on 24 policemen and 
civilians yesterday by Inspector- 
General Herzl Shafir in a ceremony 
held on the Hebrew University’s 
Ml.

The highest honour, the Award 
for Bravery, was givzn to three 
members of the police force and 
two civilians: Rav*Samal Haim Ben- 
venisti, Rav-Samal Victor Ben- 
Shoshan, Nitzav-Mishne Assaf 
Hefctz. and Yosef Hochman of Kib- 
butz Neve Yam and Avraham 
Shamir of Haifa. 

The next highest honour, the 
Award for Exemplary Behaviour 
was given to 12 persons, eight of 
them policemen and four civilians, 
two of whom were killed while 
fighting Infiltrators. 

The inward for Service was given 
*o seven -mombers of the police 
force. 

One of the recipients -of the 
Award for Exemplary Bzhaviour 
was Policeman Ya'akov Digmi.

Yoram Bar, the Post Police 
Reporter adds rhar while on leave 
on May 3, 1979, Digmi, who is 24, 
was silting in a cafe near the Bank 
Leumi branch in Ramat Aviv's 
commercial centre when suddenly 
he heard someone cry, "There'a a 
holdup in the bank. Digmi. who 
was wearing his service revolver, 
ran out and saw a white Subaru car 
with its rear facing the bank. 

“1 shot four bullets at the car's 
wheels. When one of the rabbet* 
(Avraham Kashani ) came out of the 
bank, I shot at him, but he took 
cover and shot five times in my 
direction,” Digmi recalls. 

The robber ran back toward the 
bank and just before he ducked into 
it, Digmi’s last bullet hit him in the 
shoulder. Digmi. who was also 
wounded, looked around 
desperately fot help.' ■ . 

"A few seconds rater, two other 
robbers carried Kashani out of the 
bank — through the smashed glass 
windows — and into the car. Sud- 
denly, I saw one of them throw 
something at me — it was a

Conditions in Arab schools 
condemned in panel report 


By BENNY MORRIS 
Jerusalem Port Reporter 
One in every three classrooms in 
the Arab school system is situated in 
a converted, rented residential flat 
or building. This is revealed In a 
report by a joint Education Ministiy 
— Union of Local Authorities com- 
mittee which recommends that the 
government immediately draw up 
and implement a 10-year plan to 
solve the problem. 

The committee, which yesterday 
submitted its report to Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer, repor- 
ted that 1,300 or the Arab sector's 
4,575 classrooms are in rented ac- 
commodations, many of which tack 
heating, electricity and adequate 
washroom and other facilities. 

The committee said that due to 


the high birth rale among Israel's 
Arab community and the institution 
of free secondary school education, 
the Arab school population has 
grown by 45 per cent in the last 10 
years. 

The report recommends that 490 
classrooms be built immediately 
and that 130 more classrooms be 
built every year. 

The committee, headed by Gi- 
deon Ben*Dror, deputy director 
general at the Education Ministry, 
ruled out the institution of a second 
shift in the Arab sector, arguing that 
many of the rooms lack electricity, 
that many of the teachers five far 
from their schools and that in many 
of the schools, which in any case 
have a five-day week, classes 
already go on until 6 or 7 p.m.

Weizmann’s UK home 
gets memorial plaque 

LONDON (JTA). — The Greater 
London Council yesterday paid 
homage to the memory of Chaim 
Weizmann, Israel's first president, 
by unveiling a plaque on a house 
where he hod lived in 1917, when 
Britain issued the Balfour Declara- 
tion. 

The ceremony, at 67 Addison 
Road, Kensington, was attended by 
former Israeli foreign minister, 
Abba Eban, Ambassador Shlomo 
Aigov, and Jewish and non-Jewish 
friends of Israel. The plaque records 
that Weizmann lived in the house 
between 1916 and 1919.

Duty doctor saves life of boy buried alive

PETAH TIKVA. — A duty doctor 
in Hasharon Hospital here restored 
1 1 -year-old Yosef Mor to con- 
sciousness after he had been buried 
alive. As soon as he was revived, the 
boy in turn helped rescue an injured 
friend, A rye Prop, also 1 1, who was 
listed in critical condition yester- 
day. 

The two boys were playing on the 
edge of a steep sand nilf on Rehov 
Hep here on Tuesday evening when 
suddenly the ground under them 

S ave way, and they were buried un- 
er the sand. 

Another boy, who saw what had 
happened, ran to the road calling 
out, "A child is buried in the sand.” 
A driving teacher giving a lesson 
heard the civ, stopped his car and 
together with his pupil ran to the 


sand hill. After digging through the 
rubble, they found Yosef Mor. 

Mor was rushed to. Hasharon 
Hospital where Dr. Shalom Weiss 
brought him back to consciousness. 
Thereupon, -the child cried out, 
"Where’s Arik?” Asked who 
"Arik” was, he described his friend 
with whom he had been playing in 
the sand. 

An ambulance, policemen and 
fire fighters rushed to Rehov Hen. 
The men searched through the rub- 
ble and found Arye Prop some 15 
minutes later. 

Paramedics gave the boy raouth- 
to- mouth resuscitation and hdart 
massage. He had been buried for a 
full hidf-hour. 

He was brought to ^Hasharon 
Hospital in a state of clinical death; 
unconscious and not breathing. Af- 


ter intense treatment, his pulse was 
revived. The boy was then moved to 
Beilinson Hospital, where it was 
determined that he had brain 
damage.

Hundreds of Jews filled the 
Sha’ar Hashamayim Synagogue on 
Adli Street on Tuesday, the report 
said. Egyptians stared at the com- 
motion as five Israeli Maccabi 
youths ran into the synagogue with 
the torch, which had been Tit at the 
Maccabean burial site of Modi'in. 
Ambassador Eliahu Ben-Elissar lit 
the candles and wept with emotion. 

Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon will be the official starter at 
Modi'in today, as the 36th annual 
torch race begins. The torch will 
kindle others around the countiy.

The torch, which arrived at Ken- 
nedy Airport earlier in the day. was 
passed m a relay to City Hall. More 
than 100 boys and girls, members of 
the Massada youth movement of 
the Zionist Organization of 
America, participated in the run- 
ning event. 

Romit Batson, an 18-year-old 
Israeli, presented the torch to the 
Mayor at the candle-lighting 
ceremony in City Hall as some 250 
people looked on. 


Phone workers suspected of fraud 


Jerusalem police yesterday 
arrested two Communications 
Ministry employees on suspicion of 
defrauding the ministiy and illegally 
collecting money from telephone 
subscribers. 

The case-first came to the 
authorities' attention when a 
telephone was found to have been 
installed in the home of a suspect in 
the murder of a Bethlehem anti- 
quities dealer, but in a different 
name than that of the owner. An in- 
quiry into the matter led to the two 
suspects. 


They are also said to have inten- 
tionally caused other phone sub- 
scribers' service to break down, 
then charged the customers directly 
for ''repairs.” The two are suspec-* 
ted of having followed this practice 
for a long time, disconnecting the 
telephones of many stores and 
businesses in Jerusalem. In one 
case, they are said to have cut off an 
office of the municipality, allegedly 
in retaliation for its failure to cancel 
parking fines for them. 

The suspects are scheduled to be 
brought before a judge today for a 
remand hearing.

State’s witness barred from leaving 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A court here 
yesterday issued a temporary order 
forbidding the state's wilness in the 
continuing Kerem Gang double- 
murder trial to leave the country. 
The order against Rami Arusi, 
issued by magistrates court registrar 
Haim Litvinovsky. was issued at the 
request of main murder trial defen- 
dant Tuvia Oshri, who said that 
Arusi owes him S5.000. 

Oshri, represented by his lawyer, 
said (hat with the conclusion of 
Arusi's testimony, the police intend 
to convey Arusi out of the country 


and that he must not be allowed to 
leave Israel before paying his debt 
to Oshri. 

The court order will take effect 
only after Oshri deposits IS50.000 
and provides a third party bail of 
IS 15.000 as guarantees that Arusi 
will not suffer harm or loss as a 
result of the delay in his departure 
from Israel. 

Alternately, the court ruled that 
Arusi could leave die countiy once 
he deposited IS55.000 to cover the

Helping the Third World expand its exports

“Our aim is, for a change, not to 
promote our own exports, but- to 
help developing countries -expand 
their export trade with Israel and 
other world markets,” Adin Talbar, 
chairman of the Israel Centre Tor 
Trade with' Developing Countries 
(ICTDC), told The Jerusalem Rost 
yesterday. 

He was speaking at & reception 
held in :the Tadmor Hotel, 
Jerusalem, to mark the conclusion 
of a two-month course in export 
procedures. It was attended by 18 
marketing and sales managers from 
Guatemala, India, Kenya, Malawi, 
Mexico, Nepal, Peru, the Philip- 
pines, Thailand and Uruguay. 

This is the still-new centre’s 
second course, The first,- held last 
year, was a seminar whose partici- 
pants visited five countries suc- 
cessively — Israel and four Scan- 
dinavian states. They started obser- 
ving export methods in Israel for 
fruit, vegetables and flowers, and 
went on to see how those goods are 
sold in the importing countries. 

Case studies on marketing were* 
made of the Jaffa orange in Finland, 
the Israeli avocado in Sweden, and 
“Agrexco flowers” in Norway. The 
group summed up its impressions 


during a concluding two-day stay in 
Denmark. 

Courses are financed by Israel's 
Foreign Ministry with the aid of in- 
temationsd funds. “There will be a 
repeal course on export procedures 
next year;” Talbar stated. Also 
being planned are one on the 
economic and financial administra- 
tion of seaports, another on kibbutz 
industries. “The accent is on in- 
dustries. We chose the kibbutzim 
largely because .their facilities for 
- accommodation are so good," he 
said. 

Another -idea is mobile seminars. 
Programmes will be put together in 
Israel and shipped abroad. The cen- 
tre has in view a possible two-week 
course for department-store buying 
agents, to be held first in Thailand, 
then in the Philippines, finally in 
Nepal. Another mobile course may 
be organized in several Latin 
American countries. 

Subjects Ore not lacking. One is 
the marketing of solar energy 
devices, useful, for domestic water- 
heating, also for various agricultural 
purposes, like tobacco-drying. 

The ICTDC invites- trade delega- 
tions from deveJoping countries to 
visit Israel. It offers a three-day stay 
arid programme free of charge.

Unemployment rate rises to 4.9%

TEL .AVIV, -r- Israel’s unemploy- 
ment Tate climbed ter 4.9 per cent 
during the third quarter of 1980, 
compared with 4.2 per cent during 
the preceding three month-period. 

According to. data published 
yesterday by the Labour and Social 
Affairs Ministry, most of the unem- 
ployed were discharged soldiers and 
wdmen . who had just joined the 
labour force. The women, most of 
them single, were, affected by the 
decision of public service institu- 
tions to slop hiring new employees. 

About '.4,000 of those who applied 
to the employment service . last 
month had academic degrees,, and 
only 1,600 jobs were available fori 
them, Israel Goralnik, the ministry's 
director-general, told reporters 
here. 

Goralnik said that last month II,- 
726 job applicants were unable to 
find work for more than six- days.

Baghdad business booms despite ^ 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). — Despite 
the two-month-old war between 
Iran and Iraq, and in some cases 
because of it, business in the Iraqi 
capital is booming. , 

Companies from- 78 countries ex- 
hibited their wares at the Baghdad 
International Trade Fair last week, 
with their eyes on Iraq's bulging 
purse. Lucrative orders came from 
both Iraq's military and civil sec- 
tors. 

“It's mind-boggling,” said Bob 
Daniels, head of a British trade 
delegation. “For their civil 
engineering projects the Iraqis talk 
money in terms of billions, and I'm 
sure they mean it.”

How- 
many of them would care to be seen 
carrying Playboy into their offices 
and how many copies arc placed in 
the ADL reception rooms?” 

Ihe sharpest and most widely- 
disseminated criticism came from a 
non-Jcwish source in a nationally 
syndicated column by the conser- 
vative journalist William F. 
Buckley. 

“Racial toleration (as advocated 
by ADL) draws its principal 
strength from the proposition that 
we are all brothers, created equal by 
God." intoned Buckley. "The 
Playboy philosophy (of Mr. Hefner) 
measures human worth by bustline 
and genital energy. 

“Really” summarized Buckley 
unkindly, *‘1 wonder if anyone in the 
future can ever again take seriously 
the Anti-Defamation League.” 

Seriously or not, some 700 people 
showed up at the testimonial dinner 
and were rewarded by the ap- 
pearance of Sandra Theodore, a 
former Bunny in one of Hefner’s 
Playboy chibs, hanging on the arm 
of die guest of honour. 

Hardly had the local Jewish jour- 
nalists turned away from Hefner to 
focus their attention on war and 
peace in the Middle East, when the 
Jewish Federation-Council proudly 
announced that Dr. Armand Ham- 
mer. president of the Occidental 
Petroleum Carp., had been chosen 
as the recipient of its Maimonides 
Award. 

Hammer, the son of R^ssian- 
Jewish immigrants, and 
Maimonides, the great medieval 
philosopher and rabbi, bod both 
been trained as physicians, the an- 
nouncement coyly noted. Ham- 


mer's other credits were listed us 
”phiiunihropia(. art collector and 
worker for world peace.” 

Omitted were a few salient facts, 
which unothcr Heritage editorial 
supplied In its next edition: 

“Hammer owes much of his in- 
itial fortune to his business and per- 
sonal friendships with the leaden 
of Communist Russia, from Lenin 
to Brezhnev. His latter fortune as 
chkf of Occidental Petroleum has 
been built largely on his splendid 
relations with Libya and Cor. Gad- 
dafi. 

"Hammer doesn’t forget his 
friends and they don't forget him, 
Two years ago, Brezhnev bestowed 
on Dr. Hammer one of the 
Kremlin’s highest honours, the Or- 
der of Friendship Between Peoples 
(which should look rather 
handsome alongside the 
Maimonides Award). 

“When a reporter asked whether 
the American capitalist might , not 
use his considerable influence with 
the Politburo to put in a good work 
for his fellow Jews trying to get out 
of Russia. Dr. Hammer responded: 
*1 have enough to do looking after 
business, without worrying about 
politics.* 

“Sometimes, though. Dr. Ham- 
mer does worry about politics. 
Earlier last year, Billy Carter led his 
travelling circus of Lybian 
propagandists on a national tour... 
and on the West Coast the gracious 
host for Israel's most fanatical 
enemies was Hammer's Occidental 
Petroleum. 

“There are also some spotty 
marks on Hammer's domestic 
record, including concealing and 
covering up illegal contributions to 
the Nixon campaign and Security 
Exchange Commission investiga- 
tions of unlawful contributions to 
foreign governments and misleading 
investors. 

While most Jewish leaders bad 
overlooked the ADL-Hefner gaffe, 
the attacks on Hammer hit a more 
sensitive nerve. The sponsoring 
Jewish Federation-Council, the um- 
brella organization of the Jewish 
community, took up the matter at 
its board of directors meeting. 

On a motion to withdraw the 
award to Hammer, many of the 
directors expressed their embarrass- 
ment and anger at the unfortunate 
choice. However, after a heated 
half-hour debate, the motion failed 
to come to a vote and the dinner 
took place as planned, with 540 
guests in attendance.

‘Emotional’ head 
for Hadassah

WITH TWO doctor sons, a Zionist 
upbringing, near-fluency in Hebrew 
and 32 years of experience as a 
volunteer, Frieda Lewis is well 
qualified for the presidency of 
Hadassah. 

The blonde grandmother of six, 
who describes herself as an 
“emotional person,” heads a 
medical, social and educational em- 
pire that would be considered a 
multinational corporation if it were 
a business. 


But Hadassah, with 370,000 mem- 
bers in the U.S., a budget of lens of 
millions of dollars and about 5,000 
employees in Israel, doesn’t operate 
with a profit motive. In America, 
Hadassah aims at educating its 
members towards Zionist and 
.Jewish consciousness and raising 
funds; in Israel it runs hospitals and 
educational institutions. 

When a meeting was called at the 
Hadassah-University Hospital in 
Jeiusafom'4 'Ein Kerom to introduce 
Mrs. Lewis to staffers, over 1.000 
people turned up — not merely 
because she and her American 
colleagues pay their salaries, but 
because they genuinely respect the 
able and determined women who 
run the organization. ■ 


When she recalls her 1966 
Hadassah trip to the Soviet Union, 
her eyes well up with tears. “It 
changed my life.” she says, trying to 
regain her composure. “It’s one 
thing to bear about repression and 
hopelessness and another to see it.” 
She attended a Yiddish theatre 
performance in which Jewish ac- 
tresses dressed in black sang Hava 
Nagila slowly and sadly as if it were 
a funeral dirge. At the synagogue in 
Moscow, on Sim hat Tore, Mrs. 
Lewis and her colleagues were 
surrounded by Russian Jews who 
begged for “something holy” — a 
siddur, or a Jewish calendar, or a 
Star of David. 


HER CLIMB UP the Hadassah lad- 
der, which culminated in her elec- 
tion at last summer's national con- 
vention, was, she says, the result of 
her parents' dedication to Judaism 
and Eretz Yisrael. 

Frieda was boro on the Lower 
East Side of Manhattan and raised 
in Brooklyn, where she attended a 
Talmud Tora and a Hebrew high 
school. The granddaughter of a 
Hassid and the daughter of a long- 
time Hadassah member, Frieda was 
set on immigrating to Eretz Yisrael 
at the age of 15. but her plans had to 
be put aside because of her studies 
and her marriage to Edward Lewis 
who is today president of a New 
York purchasing firm. 

She made her first of many visits 
to Israel in 1959, and soon after her 
return to the US. took a two-year 
Hebrew language course near her 
home in Great Neck, New York. 

Her first national post with 
Hadassah was as chairman of 
Jewish education in the U.S. One of 
her activities was to organize and 
lead Bible tours to Israel. “I think 
one of the best ways of getting to 
know the country is to study biblical 
sites and events on location,” she 
says. 

The high assimilation and inter- 
marriage rate among UJ5. Jews is 
particularly troublir^ for Mrs. 
Lewis. Hadassah’s extensive 
network of study guides was con- 
ceived as an educational tool to 
strengthen Jewish commitment. 
There are manuals on subjects like 
Jewish values and symbols, Talmud, 
the Bible and Hebrew, which are 
studied regularly at chapter 
meetings. ‘ 


WHEN SHE became Hadassah’s 
fund-raising chairman, Mrs. Lews 
found herself in charge of 
policymaking and planning. That 
was followed by a stint as chairman 
of Hadassah’s educational institu- 
tions in Israel — including the com- 
munity college in Jerusalem, the 
high school and the vocational- 
guidance institute. 

But her greatest love was Youth 
Aliya, which she chaired before ber 
election as president. “I think the 
work we do in these institutions is 
vital to the future of the next 
generation,” she explains. 

Mrs. Lewis intends to encourage 
more young Jewish women to join 
Hadassah, not only to dispel the 
. organization's grandmotherly im- 
age, but to ensure that it continues 
to grow in membership. 

Though more and more 
American women are working out- 
side the home, and might be expec- 
ted to have no rime for volunteer 
organizations, about half of 
Hadassah’s members are career 
women with families, says its presi- 
dent. Hadassah is “one of the few 
U.S. Jewish organizations whose 
membership is increasing eveiy 
year.” 

She also intends to push aliya, 
and Hadassah has already sent 
members and their families to Israel 
on pilot tours and retreats. 

“I am very concerned about anti- 
Semitic incidents in the U.S.,” she 
states. “The high school my sons at- 
tended was defaced with swastikas a 
month ago, and though the com- 
munity was outraged and said it was 
'only a nut,’ there are quite a few 
nuts around.” 

In the few months she has been 
president, she and other members 
of the “Presidents’ Conference" 
have met with Jimmy Carter, 
Walter Mondale, Ronald Reagan, 
George Bush and so on. 

Currently in Israel for an orienta- 
tion tour as president, she is 
meeting with President Yitzhak 
Navon, Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer, Health Minister Eliezer 
Shostak and Finance Minister Yigal 
Hurritz. And she is being treated 
almost as if she were a visiting head 
of state.

THE ITEMS presented in this con- 
cert were a welcome change from 
the rather conventional 
programmes of late. It was a pity 
that the presentation, with its varied 
levels of performance, was not all 
satisfactory. 

The reading of the Brandenburg, 
which should have provided a 
festive opening, was somehow dis- 
appointing. True, the soloists from 
the ranks of the orchestra — Yael 
Reindorf, Gafarielia Avraham and 
Robert Canetti (the conceitmaster) 
— rendered their parts with com- 
mitment. but the playing did not 
always blend well, and the melodic 
lines of the flutes were very often 
overshadowed. 

Conducting with large, expansive, 
parallel arm movements, Doron 
Salomon was not always effective in 
ensuring rhythmical unanimity, 
altertness and precision by the 
orchestra. Nor was there suitable 
balance between the trio and the 
rather dramatic, too loud, accom- 
paniment. 

The high point of the evening was 
the performance of Mahler’s Song 
Cycle, written by the composer to 
lyrics by Friedrich Ruckert, which 
expresses suffering and torment. 

Mira Zakai — with her rich voice, 
clear and good diction, contrasting 
dynamics and emotional involve- 
ment — was generally convincing. 

Conductor and orchestra gave 
her good support, combining to 
create a special atmosphere. 

The remaining works were anti- 
climactic. The popular Adagio for 
Strings was rendered slightly too 
fast. And the final item ~~ the gay, 
lively symphony — was mostly clear 
in texture and tempi, but lacked the 
vitality, freshness and fun that is 
characteristic of this popular work.

THE EVENING'S subject and un- 
conventional items, plus the concise 
and illuminating explanatory in- 
terludes from Dr. Yehudit Cohen, 
could have provided the framework 
for an exciting evening. Regret- 
tably. however, the performances 
were only partly satisfactory. 

The Holon Camerata played 
Bach's Third Brandenburg con- 
certo with atrocious carelessness. 
And in the lecture-concert the choir 
was amateurish. An ad hoc assem- 
bly of singers cannot be expected to 
be completely homogeneous in 
sound, but the Rinat Choir singers, 
in the Bach and the Schein, did not 
blend voices, lacked balance be- 
tween the high and the low , and their 
diction was unclear. 

Monteverdi's famous madrigal 
Lasdatemi moire was the only ac- 
ceptable choral item. 

Miss Berendsen had some dif- 
ficulty adjusting her big voice and 
dramatic gesture to the chamber 
music-like character of Barbarino. 
Grandi and Schutz (from Kleine 
Geisttich e Konzerte). 

The last three operatic numbers, 
however, the monodic version of 
Lasdtaeme. from the lost score of 
Monteverdi's opera Ariarna. a la- 
ment from La Didone by Cavaili 
and finally the immortal lamenlo 
from Purcell's Dido and Aeneas 
emerged in finest shape. 

Miss Berendsen's beauty of voice 
and weii-cont rolled involvement set 
her on the right path.

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Foolish meddling 


IN LUXEMBOURG this week the leaders of the European Community 
again took up the Middle East initiative they broached at their Venice 
summit last June/ and with as much realism and cogency as before. 

In deference to the change-of-guard in Washington, the European 
leaders did not call for immediate fresh action to resolve the Arab-Israel 
dispute. To be sure, they still view a comprehensive settlement of this 
conflict as the key to the Middle East, -which means Middle East oil, 
dilemma. For that reason they again saw no reason to approve of the 
Camp David accords, nor even to mention such recent Middle East tiffs 
‘ as the one between Iraq and Iran,. let alone the newer one between Syria 
and Jordan. 

On the other hand, with the one notable exception of France's Presi- 
dent Giscard, the European leaders are not prepared to jump the gun on 
U.S. President-elect Ronald Reagan, who may have some “input" or his 
own to ofTer in the matter. 

What the Europeans did in Luxembourg instead was to reiterate their 
undeviating adherence to the Venice line. There must, in their eyes, be 
: some merit to even the rehearsal of a mere declaration: somebody out 
there in the oilfields should be listening, sympathetically.. 

So they expect. Against all the evidence, the European leaders persist 
in the naive belief that economic “moderation” on the part of the Arab 
oil producers depends, first and foremost, on the willingness of the West 
to push Israel back, and hard; and that the establishment of a Palestinian, 
state, under the PLO, next to a suitably reduced Israel would make for 
peace and prosperity all around. 

Any arguably missing element of security for Israel in this formula, the 
Europeans would be prepared to supply through guarantees. 

A large number of Europeans do not share the misconceptions (to call 
them by no worse a name) of their government leaders. 

A former Tory premier, MP Edward Heath, this week in an article in 
the London Times found fault with the Venice formula for its failure to 
insist on PLO recognition of Israel's permanent right to exist behind at 
least the 1967 borders, as a precondition of hs being associated with 
peace negotiations. 

Where even Mr. Heath goes wrong is in assuming that the PLO is at 
: all capable of recognizing Israel's “permanent right to exist,” in any 
| manner. Non-recognition of Israel is for the PLO not a tactical 
• necessity, as has been contended, but its very raison d’etre. 

Making Israel’s autonomy proposals more generous, as many Israelis 
have long urged, is a good idea. But not because it will, as some, in- 
cluding Mr. Heath, believe, induce the PLO to recognize Israel. It will 
not. 

Unlike Mr. Heath the European leaders, collectively at least, are not 
even thinking in these terms. That is why their own terms of settlement ! 
are, in turn, wholly unacceptable to the vast majority of Israelis. I 


Labour falls into trap 


FOR SOME strange reason, the Labour Alignment keeps falling into 
' legislative traps set for it, sometimes inadvertently, by the government. 
This happens on occasion even when the coalition would be happy to 
see the opposition extricate it from the embarrassment of its own 
initiatives. 

The latest example concerns the proposed 6 per cent surtax on in- 
comes that exceeded IS7S.OOO in fiscal 1979. On Monday the Alignment 
faction in the Knesset, waving aside the objections of the economists 
among its members, decided by a large majority to support the surtax 
bill as submitted, with great reluctance, by the Treasury. 

It was the brainchild not of Yigael Hurvitz, the finance minister, but of 
David Levy, the minister of housing. Some two months ago, in one of his 
periodic bouts of populist fever, Mr. Levy hit the cabinet with that “soak 
the rich” idea. The proposal was approved over Mr. Hurvitz’ objections, 
without anyone having the foggiest notion how it was to be implemen- 
ted, and what its implications would be. 

Considered on merit the surtax bill reveals itself as a silly, destructive 
and demagogic piece of legislation. 

Instead of modifying the tax brackets all along the scale, by some 
rational criteria, it increases income taxes abruptly above a certain level. 
It penalizes the shrinking minority that, for whatever reason, whether 
honesty or just fear, still report their income truthfully. It rewards the 
tax dodgers. It insures that people will next year under-report their in- 
comes as much as they can, thus forcing revenues down. And it is unfair 
for being retroactive. 

The surtax bill makes even less sense when viewed in the context of 
the government's overall financial policy. For even as it proposes to in- 
flict a one-time special tax on high incomes, the government continues 
to shower tax benefits on the self-employed and on corporate business. 
The surtax will bring in little additional revenue, ir any; the new across- 
the-board 10 per cent tax relief for inflationary book,profits will cost the 
Treasury ISZ billion. 

This sort of tax relief is wholly unjustified, at least in the form it has 
been decided by the cabinet — “for the sake of simplicity” and, 
presumably, to pacify the small business sector. Taxation of book profits 
that are due to inflation may indeed erode the real equity of businesses, 
but some and sometimes much — of the equity that is to be protected 
from erosion is itself the accumulation of gains from inflation. 

In reality, inventories financed by credits enjoy the deductabilhy of 
interest and linkage differentials for tax purposes. Besides, inflation 
always increases the real gains of those who hold tangible assets. Taxing 
away some of these inflation-triggered real profits is wholly warranted, ; 
and there is no room for further relief — certainly not in the across-the- 
board manner voted by tbe cabinet on Monday. 

What has been the Alignment’s response to this regressive fiscal 
policy that seeks (even against the better judgment of the experts) an ex- i 
cuse in an occasional sham pose of populism? 

It has not laid down a barrage of criticism against disbursing tax 
benefits to the affluent, left and right, nor has it mounted a sustained at- 
tack on an inequitable tax structure that, according to the Bank of 
Israel, has made wage earners pay much more than the self-employed 
and business .sector. Instead, the Alignment has chosen to carry the 
torch for David Levy. 

This is not how a responsible Labour opposition would be expected to 
conduct itself. If the decision was taken out of fear that the Alignment 
might otherwise be dubbed a friend of the rich and an enemy ofthe poor, 
this is all the more reason for the opposition leaders to search their con- 
sciences — and their strategies.

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FALLACIES

THE ARAB THREAT to punish 
the U.S. by manipulating oil sup- 
plies appears dubious, if not 
altogether incredible, in light of the 
many obstacles to successful 
manipulation. Foremost among 
these is the relatively low degree of 
U.S. dependence on oil imports, 
much less on oil shipments from any 
given producer. 

- The U.S. derives about 42 per 
cent of its energy from oil. Total 
U.S. imports of oil now amount to 
less than 7 million barrels a day 
(mbd), down from 8.157 ,mbd in 
1979 and make up less than half of 
daily U.S. oil consumption (the rest 
coming from domestic production). 

Saudi Arabia, which exports 
more oil to the U.S. than does any 
other country, accounts for about 9 
per cent of U.S. crude oil supplies 
and about 3.8 per cent of total U.S. 
energy source supplies. 

Since, as the 1973-74 Arab em- 
bargo illustrated, a producer cannot 
Impose by embargo a 1 supply 
shortfall on a single importing na- 
tion, the simple threat of embargo 
has no teeth (remember also how 
easily world oil markets adjusted to 
Iran's 1979-80 oil embargo against 
the U.S.) 

To hit an importing nation, a 
producer must do. more than 
declare an embargo, it must cut its 
own production. 


Firstly, it would amount to a 
declaration of war against the U.S. 
(if not the entire oil-importing 
world). Secondly, it would create- 
dirc tension within Saudi Arabia; 
people who have come to expect a 
steady inflow of large ' amounts of 
petrodollars can be expected to 
grow uneasy or perhaps even 
. revolutionary if that inflow- is in- 
terrupted for political reasons. Third- 
ly, it is. not clear how many oil 
wells can be shut in without causing 
inordinate damage (from water 
seepage, for example). Fourthly, ap- 
parent willingness on the part of 
Riyadh to use oil as a weapon would 
encourage terrorist threats aimed at 
compelling the House of Saud to 
press various demands of the 
terrorists on the oil-importing na- 
tions. 


Indeed, an attempt to use the oil 
price as a political weapon would 
probably generate more anti-Arab 
antagonism than anything else, for it 
would look inevitably like greed 
rather than statesmanship. 

Recent history teaches that if an. 
oil state thinks it can increase its 
wealth by raising oil prices, it will 
raise them. The Arabs must view 
with contemptuous amazement 
those people in the oil-impOjting 
world who actually believe oil price 
increases result from Arab disap- 
proval: of a foreign nation’s 
diplomacy. 
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‘An attempt to use the oil 
price as a political

PRODUCTION CUTS, however, 
are clumsy as a political tool 
because they adversely affect all im- 
porting nations, not just the special 
target nation. Indeed, if an Arab 
state wishes to target the U.S. for 
punishment, a production cut would 
be a particularly clumsy tool, for it 
would, as occurred after the Yom 
Kippur War, damage the poor (and 
politically pro^Arab) oil-importing 
nations most and the U.S. least. 

While the 1973 production cuts 
(and the accompanying price in- 
creases) stimulated more astonish- 
ment and fear than resentment, it is 
likely to be the other way around if 
the Arabs attempt that trick again, 
especially for clearly political 
motives. Were the Arabs now to 
trounce the world's poor nations 
simply to tweak the U.S., the troun- 
ced would likelier blame their 
misery on the Arabs than on the 
Americans or the Israelis. 

Furthermore, since production 
cuts affect the supplies of importing 
nations proportionately, the only 
way for the Saudi regime, for exam- 
ple, to damage the U.S. to the full 
extent of around 3.8 per cent of 
U.S. energy source supplies would 
be to cut Saudi oil production to 
zero. Such a move would be 
reckless beyond any economic ac- 
tions that even the Ayatollah 
Khomeini has taken. 


Similarly, Riyadh's willingness to 
bestow economic rewards on 
“friendly” customers would invite 
from those customers an endless 
stream of demands for bribes. 


TO THE EXTENT that Saudi 
Arabia, in an attempt to punish the 
U.S., could win cooperation from 
fellow Arab OPEC states willing to. 
cut their own production, supplies 
would tighten even more in the 
wofld oil market, to the disadvan- 
tage chiefly of the Third World 
poor. The effects on the U.S. would 
be relatively minor. 

In any event, it is extremely im- 
probable that the Arab oil states 
would agree on political tactics; 
even during the yom Kippur War, 
Iraq refused to join in the produc- 
tion cuts and Libya refused to en- 
force the embargo strictly. Both 
Iraq and Libya boycotted the em- 
bargo (November 1973) Arab sum- 
mit conference in Algiers. 

Similar constraints exist regar- 
ding the political use of oil prices. 
The world market is such that an oil 
stale cannot raise its prices to one 
nation alone. Hence, the standard 
problem: The oil sheikhs could not 
use an oil price increase to punish 
the U.S. without damaging them- 
selves economically, devastating 
their “friends” in countries that are 
poor and relatively highly depen- 
dent on oil imports, and thereby 
risking a net political loss for the 
Arab world. 


UNFAMIUARITY with certain 
basic economic truths accounts 
largely for the readiness of many 
Americans to explain the Saudis' 
relative “moderation” on oil prices 
as a political gesture entitling Saudi 
Arabia. to U.S. gratitude. 

The Individual economic cir- 
cumstances of the 13 OPEC coun- 
tries yield a different “perfect” or 
preferred price for oil for each such 
country at any given time. While all 
the OPEC members share, an in- 
terest in cartel “unity” (that is, no 
competition) regarding prices, each 
nonetheless wants to have cartel 
prices set as close as possible to that 
member’s “perfect” price. 

The Saudis estimate their “per- 
fect” price at any given time in light 
of the following factors: 

□ Optimizing current revenues — 
the t goal is not simply the highest 
revenues but the highest revenues 
consistent with the other interests 
listed here. 

□ Protecting the value of Saudi 
Arabia's large reserves of oil in the 
ground — unlike the other OPEC 
countries, Saudi Arabia could 
produce oil as fast as it can sell it 
and large oil reserves would still 
remain in the ground there 30 years 
from now.

too fast, thereby making economic 
and urgent the development of non- 
OPEC sources of oH avid non-oil 
sources of energy, the Saudis them- 
selves will “pay” for those higher 
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Arabia must pro.tect itself from the 
harm that too-tiigh oil prices will 
cause* its foreign investments, lest 
such prices effect a net economic 
loss for the Saudis. . . 

□ Averting dangerous political 
crises — if, at new high prices, de- 
mand for oil is not sufficient to 
allow cartel countries to sell all the 
oil they are producing, at least one 
of the OPEC countries will have to 
reduce production or cartel- 
destroying price-cutting will occur.

□ Guarding the value of the dollar

earn (and do not possess large 
foreign currency holdings), 
naturally worry less than does §audi 
Arabia about the effect on the 
dollar of high oil prices. 

. □ Guarding the value of foreign 
investments — unlike those oil 
states with minimal investments in 
the oil-importing world, Saudi 


In that event, Saudi Arabia can 
expect intense pressure from within 
OPEC to bear the brunt of the 
necessary cutback, since Saudi 
Arabia can most easily s us rain a loss 
of some revenue. (Such pressure on 
Saudi Arabia characterized the 
OPEC meeting last September.) 

At the same rime, however, the 
oil-importing nations will seek oil- 
price relief to mitigate their reces- 
sion. These nations too will direct 
their exhortations toward _ Saudi 
Arabia, because its unused produc- 
tion, capacity represents their best 
hope of price relief. 

A situation in which OPEC is 
pressing excitedly for lower Saudi 
production while the oil-importing 
nations are pressing excitedly for 

higher Saudi production, would 
represent a threat to the Saudis’ 
control of their own ofl' policies. 


IN SHORT, Saudi Arabia appears 
relatively “moderate” on oil prices 
because its “perfect’* price for oil, 
all economic 'factors considered, 
happens to be lower than that ofthe 
other OPEC states. 

It is no more sensiblefor U«S. of- 
ficials to feel gratitude toward- 
Riyadh for Saudi pricing policies 
than to feel obliged to any other na- 
tion for policies that promote that 
nation’s own economic interests.

Marked drop in air traffic

TEL AVIV. — The number or 
passengers passing through Ben- 
Cur ion Airport in November drop- 
ped by almost 8.000 compared with 
the same month lust year. The air* 
port handled 127,170 passengers, 
com pared with 134,900 in 1979. 

The drop affected most of the 
foreign carriers, according to infor- 
mation supplied by El Al yesterday. 
Foreign scheduled lines and charter 
companies together flew 12.4 per 
cent fewer passengers than during 
the same month Itm year. 

Air France, however, flew 6,163 
pussengers lust month, an increase 
of 1.089 over lust year's figure. 
South African Airways too carried 
847 passengers lost month com- 
pared: with 530 in November, 1979, 
The Jerusalem Post was told. * 

El Al (lew 59,636 passengers lust 
month, compared with 57.811 in 
November 1979, a 3,2 per cent in- 
crease. 

Nevertheless, the occupancy rate 


on L| Al flights dropped from 79.3 
per cent in November 1979 to 74.6 
per cent last month, which brought 
it below thc break-even point. Com- 
pany sources explained that the 
decline was due to an increase in 
the number of flights from 339 in 
Nos ember 1979 to 350 last month. 

Airline officials said the company 
would he “saved" if the number oif 
passengers continued to climb, but 
they expressed fears that talk of 
closure would scare passengers 
away. * 


El Al spokesmen attributed the 
increase in business to more 
aggressive marketing methods — in- 
ducing businessmen to give em- 
ployees bonus trips to Israel, attrac- 
ting Christian pilgrims, and making 
special arrangements for handicap- 


ped passengers. Last week the com- 
pany signed an agreement to fly TOO 


religious Jews from the U.S. for a 
retreat of Talmud study at the end 
of March. 

El Al also reported increased 
cargo loads last month. 


Rassco workers call two-day strike 
over their rights under new owners

TEL AVIV. — The workers com- 
mittee of Rassco is calling its 1,000 
members out on a two-day striae to- 
day to protest the Jewish Agemcy’i 
failure to givv a Arm promise that its 
representatives would have the 
power to 'Take decisions" in the 
negotiations between the workers 
and their new employers, the 
Rubinstein group. 


The Rubinstein group bought 
rom the Jewish 


Rassco last week from 
Agency for S9.Sm, Although the 
terms of the sale specifically slated 
that the "character" of Rassco and 
the rights of the workers would be 
maintained, the Jewish Agency has 
failed to take the proper steps to 
this end, according to Zevutun 
Shalish. the chairman of the 
workers committee. 

Shalish admitted yesterday that 
the Jewish Ageroy had appointed 
two men, Eliahu Sharvit. head of 


the finance department, and M. 
Angel, of the legal department, to 
attend the negotiations. But Shalish 
claimed that these men were en- 
titled only to act as "observers." 
and thus had no real power. 

“After day-long talks with Jewish 
Agency officials, we are convinced 
that the only two officials who could 
empower the Jewish Agency 
representatives to act on behalf of 
the former owners are now abroad. 
They are Arich Dulzin. the chair- 
man, and Akiva Levinsky, the 
treasurer. During the strike we wiB 
inform the workers of what is hap- 
pening," Shalish said. 

He refused to state exactly what 
the workers want. "Our demands 
will be formulated only after the 
Jewish Agency agrees to our pre- 
sent demands, which are 
preliminary.” 

Of the company's 1,000 workers, 
about 18 per cent are in administra- 
tion.

Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
tel AVjV. — Yitzhak Rabin says 
bis camp inside the- Labour Party 
will stay together after next 
week's leadership contest, bound by 
“that .friendship and common 
responsibility that bind us today;” 
In a final pep-talk to some 150 of 
his supporters here Iasi night, six 
days beiore the contest at Labour's 
national convention, Rabin 
declared that if he loses the contest, 
his camp will demand proportional 
representation in all the party's 
decision-making bodies. 

He urged his supporters to 
believe they could yet win. “I feel 
good.” he assured them. “I feel that 
we are going to achieve results that 
will surprise a great many people... 
There are lots of ‘marranos' in the 
party who will express their true 
views only in the voting booths ..." 
But if the others get a majority. 


' Rabin said, then the selection of me 
various parly forums — and most 
especially the new centra] commit- 
tee — would be "the test of the, 
'party's future existence as a 
pluralistic organization." 

Party Chairman Shimon Peres 
meanwhile warned against the 
establishment of a faction suppor- 
ting Rabin. 

He told the parly's Young Guard 
in Tel Aviv that unless he. wins an 
overwhelming majority when the 
party's convention nominates its 
candidate for prime minister, “it 
will be a calamity for the 
nation...We will be unable to cope 
with internal problems." . . ■ 

If Labour wins as many as 43 
Knesset seals but Rabin controls a 
third, “there will be no one to lake 
decisions in Israel... We don't want 
to establish another Likud-like 
cabinet which provides weekly 
scandals," he said. 


Labour kibbutzim hedge 
on timing of Golan bill

NETZER SERENI KIBBUTZ. — 
The council of the Labour Party-' 
affiliated kibbutzim yesterday voted 
186 to .128 in favour of legislation 
Imposing Israeli law, administration 
ana judicial system on the Golan 
Heights. 

It added, however, that the party 
will decide on the timing and 
necessary steps for such legislation. 

“It is a subject for negotiations 
with other political parties and con- 
sideration of the international (con- 
sequences)." the chairman of the 
council's resolutions committee, 
Meir Zarmi, told the 500 delegates 
attending the two-day convention 
here. 


‘ In another resolution, passed un- 
animously, the council declared - 
“the' Golan (is) inseparable from the 
State of Israel. Israeli sovereignty 
on the Golan is a guarantee for 
peace and security." 

Zarmi maintained, however, that 
it was “premature" to Interpret 
yesterday's resolution as advocating 
legislation in favour of Golan an- 
nexation. According to Mussa 
Harif, secretary of lhud Hak vutzol 
Vehakibbuizim (one of the compo- 
nents of the new United Kibbutz 1 

Movement), imposition of Israeli 
law. administration and judicial 
system falls short of annexation 
because there is still room for a 
territorial compromise. 


El A1 won’t purchase 4 Boeing 767s 


Jerusalem Pbst Reporter 
TEL AVIV, — El ATs board of 
directors unanimously decided 
yesterday against purchasing four 
Boeing 767 s whose acquisition it 
had considered vital for the airline's 
revival. 

The board said it refused to en- 
dorse the purchase because other 
elements in the airline's- recovery 
programme had not been 
implemented. This was seen as a 
reference to the workers resistance 
to management's ’plans to dismiss 
some 700 employees and cut wages. 


Board chairman Avraham Shavit, 
who had requested approval to buy 
the planes and reportedly changed 
his mind during the meeting, was 
scheduled to sign the agreement 
with Boeing on Sunday. Boeing’s 
vice-president Clarence Wilde was 
due here tomorrow night, but has 
cancelled> his plans. 

However, El AI*s president, 
Yitzhak Shander. told the staff com- 
mittees they still had three days to 
come to terms with management to 
secure delivery in.mid-1983, in ac- 
cordance with El ATs option.

. The budget due to be presented 
to the cabinet on Sunday has not 
won Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin’s blessing after two meetings 
between the premier and Hurvitz.lt 
is clear -that Begin and other 
ministers have electoral concerns 
that are totally different from Hur- 
vitz's economic worries. It will be 
tough going for Hurvitz, and the ex- 
pected disputes could provoke a 
cabinet crisis. 

Hurvitz has kept his exact 
budgetary plans secret from nearly 
everyone except Begin and a few 
aides. One reason for this secrecy, 
according to several economic 
observers, is that drastic budgetary 
measures would be leaked im- 
mediately after the cabinet meeting. 

If Hurvitz wants to reintroduce 
more stringent controls on foreign 
currency bank accounts, and 
change the conditions under which 
linked government bonds are sold, 
or any other measure that would af- 
fect the public's investments, he 
would have to convene the cabinet 
today so that the changes could be 
published after the banks close for 
the weekend. - 

The minister has enemies in the 
cabinet — some of whom would be 
delighted to torpedo any plan he 
presents. Other ministers, like 
Deputy Premier Siraha Ehrlich, the 
former finance minister, will do 
anything to demonstrate that Hur- 
vitz has failed more than they did. 

Herat's Construction Minister. 
David Levy, a self-proclaimed ad- 
vocate of the poor, has been 
boycotting meetings of the 
economic cabinet, which Hurvitz 
chairs, for the last two months. He 
objects to Hurvitz’s policy of cons- 
tant rises in the government- 
controlled prices of basic food- 
stuffs. 

Another opponent is Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i of the 
Liberal Party. Moda’i has resigned 
his second portfolio as communica- 
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sees as Huryitz’s sabotage of his 
plans for an independent posts and 
telecommunications authority. 

Israel Kat% of the Democratic 
Movement, is also no friend of the 
Treasury, which be repeatedly ac- 
cuses of hurting the poorer sectors 
of the population. 

Beset by hostile and sometimes 
contradictory opposition from 
various' ministers and their parties, 
Hurvitz must leave the decision to 
Prime Minister Begin. Only Begin 
can now decide how much to cut 
the budget in an election year. 

But Begin’s record in this kind of 
decision-making docs not bode well 
for Hurvitz. The prime minister has 
yet to make several critical deci- 
sions about the next fighter plane 
the country is to build, or by bow 
much and where to cut the defence 
budget for which he is responsible 
as minister of defence. He has been 
especially prone to wait-and-see at- 
titudes on economic issues. 

There arc two sides to the elec- 
toral concerns that face the Cabinet. 
On the one hand, ministers feel the 
need for generosity or at least not 
too many cuts. But on the olher 
hand, inflation is running at 200 per 
cent a year, and ‘the public has seen 
many government bell-tightening 
plans actually lead to the printing of 


more money and .higher, inflation. 

- Three: years after the -advent of 
the New Economic Policy in Oc- 
tober 1977, officials in the the 
Treasury and the Bank of Israel are 
beginning to admit that the NEP is 
the source of the especially high in- 
flation. Some of these officials were 
ardent supporters of the NEP, 
which relaxed foreign currency con- 
trols, cut direct incentives to export 
industries, and gradually reduced 
subsidies for food. 

Many economists are now con- 
vinced that inflation can only be 
stopped with a new conception of 
the economy which would lead 
towards cancelling large parts of the 
NEP. Bui any steps in this dixetion 
would meet heated opposition from 
the Liberal Party — the architects 
of the NEP — who would regard 
this as an admission that the most 
cherished, part of their platform has 
failed. 

But even if the political obstacles 
were removed, U would still be very 
difficult to gain control of the 
economy. 

Inflation cannot be slowed 
without at least a temporary stay in 
the rate of the shekel's devaluation. 
Under present conditions, the 
government is forced to intervene in 
the money market and keep, the 
shekel devaluating at a rate more or 
less commensurate with inflation in 
Israel. If this was not done, ex- 
porters would lose money as the 
foreign currency they earn would be 
converted to shekels eroded by in- 
flation. But constant devaluation — 
so necessary to keep exports 
healthy — is part of a vicious circle 
of devaluation, price rises, compen- 
sation for salaried workers for 
higher prices, more inflation caused 
by this compensation, and more 
devaluation necessitated by the in- 
flation. 

Even such an option as raising 
taxes seems unadvisable. Israelis are 
taxed more heavily than citizens of 
any other country with similar in- 
come per capita. Raising taxes 


unions to demand adequate com- 
pensation. The system of linkages, 
coupled With the compensation the 
Histadrat would - demand, would 
make higher taxes an additional 
spur to inflation 

M any economists now believe 
•that the only way to control the con- 
tradictory demands of any battle 
against inflation would be a really 
drastic cut in the government 
budget: so drastic that it would 
completely eliminate the deficit in 
tire budget. 

But such a programme would be 
extremely tough in an election year. 
It would mean higher unemploy- 
ment, and each person who loses his 
job can be presumed an enemy of 
the Likud on election day. It would 
also mean a cornered Histadrat 
which would fight harder against 
the government and for the Labour 
Alignment. 

The government's record in- 
dicates that a clear-cut decision is 
unlikely at Sunday's cabinet 
meeting. One possibility, however, 
would be an -almost fictitious 
budget, and calling earlier elections. 
This could be one way the govern- 
ment can prevent inflation from 
reaching 400 per cent a year before 
election day.

FILIPINO PHENOMENON

was Lelitia Bowen, 22, who arrived 
at Ben-Gurion Airport on Novem- 
ber 25 on a Swissair flight 
originating in Manila. She carried a 
tourist visa issued by the Israeli em- 
bassy in the Philippines and a.. 
IS 14,000 return air ticket paid for- by 
an Israeli resident Police slopped 
and held the woman, who told them 
she had been invited 'to visit the 
- country by a war widow with three- 
children living in the centre of the 
country, friends of her family in the 
Philippines. Despite a temporary in- 
junction issued by the high court, 
•Bowen was deported. 

Three days later 26-year-old 
Veronica Ajepto arrived from 
Manila and was also detained by 
airport police.- She was finally per- 
mitted to enter the country as a 
tourist after her host, Haim 
Hershtein of Ratnat Gan, who says 
he met her parents while working as 
a tour guide in Europe, posted a 
IS 10,000 bond to guarantee pay- 
ment of. court costs. She will soon 
be called upon to prove that she ts 
indeed here to tour the Holy Land 
and not to disappear into the 
burgeoning community of illegal 
aliens. 

“We have a conflict here between 
this country's publicly proclaimed 
national values, and the desire of a 
growing number of wealthy Israelis 
to live in a way which is foreign to 
most of us," says Israel Jungster of 
the Employment Service. “There 
are many women in this country 
who are only qualified to work as 
housecleaners or nannies, on 
housekeepers, and 'art * ifi 1 ji&ed ‘of! 
employment. -But -most have homes* 
and families of their own, and are- 
not prepared to be live-in servants. 

“On the other hand, there are 
wealthy Israelis with large homes 
who think they need help round the 
clock. We want them to solve their 
problem by hiring two or three 
locals to work in shifts. This is not 


Latin America. We do not have a 
servant class in this country — 
singles without homes or families — 
and we do not want to create one. 
We also do. not want to become a 
country like West Germany which 
. allowed in many unskilled foreign 
workers, with their wives and 
children. That government has now 
found itself responsible for a large, 
underprivileged, uneducated, non- 
German population." 

The interior Ministry describes 
the Filipinos here us primarily 
English-speaking Christian women 
between the ages of 20-40, most of 
them single. When their three- 
month tourist visas expire, they sim- 
ply become illegal aliens. The Em- 
ployment Service's policy is to issue 
work permits only to highly-skilled 
foreign nationals who represent 
specific companies, or who are 
brought in to do jobs that cannot be 
filled, by local citizens. 

In addition to room and board, 
the foreign maids earn S200-S300 a 
month, most of which they send 
home. Some have to also pay out of 
their salary a one-time $300-5400 
placement fee to the employment 
agent who arranged their position. 

Huebner of the Interior Ministry 
says that in some cases the servants 
are reportedly mistreated by their 
Israeli employers and “function like 
slaves.” There is no way to verify 
this charge, however, as the Em- 
ployment Service is legally permit- 
ted to enter only places of work and 
not private homes. Most Filipinos, 
however, apparently are able to 
secure minimal work conditions — 
dtie dajrroff a weft 
hours -aday. sick‘d 'leave;" vocations 
and medical care. However.' as they 
are not here legally, it Is up to each 
employer to apply the Histadrat 
work laws governing minimum 
wage, maximum work hours, over- 
time. health standards, and 
workmen's compensation.

BRUSSELS. — U.S. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie yester- 
day said that NATO foreign 
ministers have unanimously 
agreed to regard a Soviet inter- 
vention in Poland as "the 
gravest sort of development 
which would call for the most 
serious kind of response." 

After an all-day "super- 
restricted" session of the 15 foreign 
ministers. Muskie told reporters at 
his hotel there was a "very strong, 
positive, unanimous expression of 
points of view about the (Polish) 
situation." 

He said, “Alt the ministers regard 
Soviet intervention in Poland as the 
gravest sort or development that 
would call for the most serious kind 
of response." 

He said it was agreed that the per- 
manent representatives at NATO 
should prepare a list of options to be 
considered in case the Soviets go 
ahead with an intervention. 

"The most serious consequence 
would be the destruction of 
detente," Muskie said. 

European NATO sources said 
that the measures considered at the 
secret meeting included suspension 
of Easi-West talks on new agree- 
ments in (he political, economic and 
diplomatic fields, suspension of 
high-level political contacts that 
might include recall of ambassadors 
from Moscow, discontinuation of 
trade relations and cessation of 
cultural exchanges. 

Even as the NATO ministers were 
meeting, the Soviet Union served 
implicit notice that Warsaw Pact 


countries could take action in 
Poland if Communist authority was 
seriously undermined by 
nationalism or revisionism in that 
country's ruling party. 

The suggestion that other East 
bloc states might move to ensure 
survival of Communist rule in 
Poland came in a Pravda article 
reviewing what the Soviet party- 
organ said were the lessons of 
events in Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

Without mentioning Poland, the 
article argued that the establish- 
ment of a Communist system in in- 
dividual countries was a common 
achievement of all Communist 
states which they all had a duty to 
defend. 

Western observers in Moscow 
believed that the Pravda article ap- 
peared to be more a reassertion of 
the long-term Soviet position rather 
than any him that action could be 
imminent or that the Kremlin saw 
the situation in Poland as already 
beyond Warsaw's control. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington, attending the three-day 
NATO” conference in Brussels, said 
the West's response would depend 
on the nature of Soviet intervention, 
and could vary if the Kremlin used 
methods other than outright inva- 
sion to crush political dissidence in 
Poland. 

He said the foreign ministers 
would meet again in emergency ses- 
sion if an invasion occurred, and 
had taken no decisions on specific 
reprisals at ’their five-hour meeting 
yesterday.

Jordan troops leaving Syrian border 


AMMAN. — Jordan has begun 
pulling its troops back from the bor- 
der with Syria, Information 
Minister Adrian Abu Odeh said 
yesterday. 

He could not say how many 
troops had been withdrawn so far or 
how many would be withdrawn 
during the next few days. "It is a 
matter that concerns logistics.*’ he 
said. 

The Jordanian withdrawal 
followed similar steps taken by 
Syria, which, according to a 
Damascus government spokesman, 
has already pulled back half of the 
troops massed on the border at the 


height of the tension between the 
Arab neighbours. 

The Damascus spokesman said 
that Syria intends to pull back all its 
troops by the weekend. 

Both nations' forces are on alert, 
however. 

Syrian officials have 
acknowledged that King Hussein 
has not met any of Syria's condi- 
tions for defusing the crisis. 

Hussein has repeatedly denied 
Syrian chaFges that he supports the 
fundamentalist Moslem 
Brotherhood, blamed for hundreds 
of assassinations and bombings in 
Syria.

They entered the 
country on three-month tourist 
visas which were never renewed. 

It is believed that most of the ser- 
vants, usually brought here through 
employment agencies, live in the 
penthouses of North Tel Aviv, and 
in the villus of Savyon. Herzliya 
Pituah, Kfar Shmaryahu, Shikun 
Dan, and Ramal Efal. 

No one in the government can 
pinpoint when Israelis first began 
importing domestic help, but the 
phenomenon coincided with the 
emergence in the late 1960s of a 
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new class of wealthy businessmen. 
Some attribute the trend to ex- 
ecutives of large national com- 
panies who worked on various pro- 
jects in Africa during the 1960s and 
returned home with enough savings 
to build large villas. Others say that 
foreign diplomats living in the same 
Tel Aviv suburbs, passed on to 
Israelis the fashion of employing 
foreign maidservants. 

Importing Filipino maids has now 
become a big business. What three 
or four years ago was limited to one 
would-be servant *a week entering 
the country as a tourist, has now 
reached much larger proportions. 
Last month the Interior Ministry, 
under pressure from the Employ- 
ment Service and the Histadrut, 
began to crack down. Approx- 
imately 40 Filipinos a week were 
arriving as “house guests" of Israeli 
families they hud “met" abroad.

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Uganda military to rule 
who won natf l election 


KAMPALA. — Military ruler 
Paulo Muwanga yesterday ordered 
poll officials to keep secret the 
results of Uganda's national elec- 
tions and took wide powers to 
nullify the elections if he wished, as 
two rival parties claimed imminent 
victory. 

Analysts said Muwanga, an open 
backer of former president Milton 
Oboter, put himself in position to 
rescue Obote's favoured socialist 
Uganda People's Congress (UPC) 
from a possible upset defeat by Paul 
Ssemogerere's Roman Catholic- 
based Democratic Party (DP). 

Hie move cut across the aims of 
the elections, intended to end 
military rule and restore con- 
stitutional government for the first 
time in 10 years. 

Before any official results were 
announced. DP headquarters said it 
had learned from its own sources 
that it had already won at least 66 of 


the country's 126 constituencies and 
considered itself in a position to 
form a government. 

The Democrats said the UPC had 
won only three seats in early unof- 
ficial returns: 

Shortly after the DP claim, state 
radio broadcast a proclamation by 
the ruling Military Commission 
saying that election officers had to 
send it all results with a report on 
the conduct of the election before 
declaring any result. 

It said Muwanga would then 
decide whether the election was 
free and fair and either declare a 
candidate elected or declare his 
election void. 

'The proclamation said “his action 
shall not be challenged in any court 
of law.” and added that anyone who 
published an election result would 
be liable to a fine of 500,000 Ugan- 
dan shillings ($70,000) and up to five 
years' prison.

NEW YORK (AP). — Two fans of 
John Lennon, apparently despon- 
dent over his slaying, took their own 
lives, while Lennon's widow called 
for a 10- minute silent vigil to 
honour the memory of the rock star 
who stepped from five years of 
seclusion into a hail of bullets. 

Meanwhile, the wife of the man 
accused in the slaying, Mark David 
Chapman, said she too mourned 
Lennon but loved her husband. 
Guards were checking Chapman's 
cell every 15 minutes to make sure 
he does not commit suicide. He had 
twice before attempted to take his 
life. 

Lawyers for the Lennon faimily 
filed a will estimating the former 
Beatle's estate to be at least S30m. 

Lennon’s death on Monday night 
outside his luxurious Manhattan 
apartment building continued to 
spark tributes from music fans. 
Some 10,000 people huddled in 
snow and wind on Wednesday - night 
for a candlelight vigil in Toronto, 
2,000 gathered to mourn in 
Washington, 1,000 in Baltimore, 
^nd 1,300 people held hands and 
sang Lennon's songs on the steps of 
the New York Capitol in Albany, 

In B rooks vilie, Florida, a 16-year- 
old girl who “idolized" Lennon and 
still was mourning her father’s 


suicide took a fatal overdose of 
sleeping pills on Tiies.day, 
authorities said. Jean Costello said 
her daughter, Colleen, left a note 
saying she was depressed over Len- 
non’s death. 

In Salt Lake City, Michael Craig, 
30, fired a pistol into his mouth on 
Tuesday after becoming despon- 
dent at the news of Lennon's death, 
authorities said. 

Yoko Ono, Lennon's wife, said 
there would be no funeral for the 
rack star. His body was taken to a 
funeral home on Wednesday and 
reportedly was cremated. Officials 
would not confirm the disposition of 
the body. 

Ono asked those who wanted to 
commemorate Lennon’s death, 
wherever they are, to observe 10 
minutes of silence at 2 p.m. on Sun- 
day. 

A will filed on Wednesday in 
Manhattan Surrogate Court said 
Lennon, whose earnings were es- 
timated to be as much as S235m., 
left an estate of $30m. to his wife 
and a trust fund. The will showed 
that Lennon owned luxury apart- 
ments, several mansions, a twin- 
engine plane, a 19-metre yacht and 
25 per cent of Apple Records, 
which holds copyrights on the 
Beatles* music.

Mao’s wife denounces court 
for using her as scapegoat 


PEKING (AP). — Chairman Mao 
Tsc-tung’s widow, on trial for her 
life, has denounced her accusers in 
court, saying they want to destroy 
her because they know they never 
can destroy Mao, foreign 
diplomatic and other sources said 
yesterday. 

They said Jiang Qihg, 67, 
delivered her bitter accusation last 
Friday. In effect, she said she was 
being used as a scapegoat by those 
■who want to discredit the policies of 
I Mao, the “great helmsman,’’ who 
.founded the Communist govern- 
ment in China, the sources said. 

‘ As she spoke, the microphones 
■and loud-speakers in the courtroom 
iwent dead and only a handful of the 
1600 spectators heard her, the infor- 
mants said. 

It was not until Friday afternoon 
.that the Chinese authorities decided 
whether they could satisfactorily 
•broadcast the proceedings, which 
.'were filmed three times, the infor- 
mants said. Much of the film that 


was shown, focused on an angry at- 
tack by a prosecutor. 

Jiang also reportedly denounced 
her accusers on an earlier occasion, 
calling them “revisionists" wtio 
were betraying Mao's ideology. 
That charge came when she was 
asked to sign the indictment against 
her on November 10. 

Jiang and her radical comrades in 
the Gang of Four are on trial for 
their lives along with six other per- 
sons on charges that they plotted a 
coup against Mao, and that they 
persecuted tens of thousands of 
Chinese during the turbulent 
Cultural Revolution of 1966-76.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev's plan 
to guarantee peace in the Persian 
Gulf was dismissed on Wednesday 
night by the Slate Department as 
“basically a reiteration of longstan- 
ding Soviet proposals.’* 

“We find little that is new or dif- 
ferent.’" the SLate Department said. 
But it added in a brief note for 
reporters: “We are studying it and 
will soon respond appropriately." 

There was little other immediate 
U.S. reaction. At the White House, 
Ray Jenkins, an assistant press 
secretary for President Jimmy Car- 
ter, said, “The. text of the speech is 
being reviewed. But at this time we 
have no reaction.” 

Brezhnev, In a major policy ad- 
dress on Wednesday concluding a 
state visit to India, rejected western 
claims of a “Soviet threat" in the 
Gulf. He called on the U.S.. China, 
Japan and other countries to join 
Moscow in renouncing force, 
military bases and nuclear weapons. 

West German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dielrich Genscher said in 
Bonn yesterday that the Soviet Un- 
ion should get out of Afghanistan 
before making peace suggestions 
for the Gulf. 


But he added, in a radio inter- 
view, that Brezhnev's proposal 
deserved study, and would be 
“analysed in detail." 

Egypt yesterday brushed off the 
proposal as “ironical," especially 
because Soviet troops are oc- 
cupying Afghanistan. 

A senior Egyptian - Foreign 
Ministry official pointed out that 
countries in the Gulf region offered 
bases or facilities to Lhe U.S. in 
reaction to the Soviet invasion or. 
Afghanistan. 

Egypt has offered military 
facilities to the U.S. should 
Washington be called upon by oil- 
rich Arab countries to defend them 
against Soviet threats. 

But Kuwait welcomed 
Brezhnev's call. “Kuwait has always 
demanded that the Gulf, the Indian 
Ocean and the Arab Sea should be 
kept clear of super-power conflicts 
and international alliances," Abdul 
Aziz Hussein, Kuwait's minister of 
state for cabinet affairs, declared in 
a press statement. 

In Peking, a spokesman for the 
Foreign Ministry yesterday said he 
had no immediate comment on 
Brezhnev's invitation to China to 
join in the guarantees. 


Brezhnev, Gandhi demand 
total Israeli withdrawal 


NEW DELHI. . — India and the 
Soviet Union yesterday jointly cal- 
led for a comprehensive, durable 
and just Middle East settlement 
based on the withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from all Arab territories. 

A declaration issued at the con- 
clusion of Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev's three-day visit made no 
explicit mention of Afghanistan, the 
most sensitive issue In otherwise 
cosy relations between India and 
the Soviet Union. 

This confirmed that Brezhnev 
and Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
were unable to agree on conditions 
for the withdrawal of Russian 


troops who entered that country a 
year ago. 

But the two governments voiced 
"serious concern over the hotbeds 
of tension in Southwest Asia," con- 
demned “all forms of outside in- 
terference” and declared that 
“negotiated political solutions alone 
can guarantee a durable settlement 
of the existing problems of the 
region." . 

Brezhnev and Gandhi signed the 
1,700-word declaration Wednesday. 
It was released only after being read 
out in parliament yesterday, three 
hours after Brezhnev’s departure 
for the Soviet Union. (AP, Reuter) 


BEIRUT. — Iraq has imposed an 
indirect petrol rationing plan for the 
first time since the start of the Per- 
sian Gulf war, a sign that the 81-day 
conflict has struck home despite 
Baghdad's claims to the contrary. 

In the fighting itself, Iraq yester- 
day said that it crushed a. second 
Iranian attempt in four days to 
break the nine-week siege of Iran's 
bartered oil refining city of Abadan, 
killing 245 enemy troops. 

Iran said the Abadan defenders 
mounted a “large-scale surprise at- 
tack” backed by bombing jets and 
rocket-firing .helicopter gunshxps 
against enemy lines on the city’s 
northern and eastern approaches, 
killing 70 Iraqi soldiers. 

The rationing plan was an- I 
nounced by civil defence chief 
Saadun Shakir and took the form of 
an odd-even number system bann- 
ing, cars from. the streets on alter- 
nate days in order “to decrease traf- 
fic jams on streets and roads, serve 
civil defence aims and save fuel.’*

Italian mayor 
in quake area 
shot to death 

SALERNO, Italy (AP). — The 
mayor of an earthquake-stricken 
town who had come under criticism 
for his handling of relief operations 
was shot to death yesterday at the 
wheel of his car, police reported.

All 15 
men then jumped to safety." 

Breschi phoned the Navy and 
police for help and within a short 
time several boats and (wo helicop- 
ters arrived at the site. Around 
Ip.m., the captain of the larger 
barge radioed he was having trou- 
ble. "At first we didn't worry about 
them. With six anchors and 
weighing 4.000 tons, the crane barge 
looked strong enough to stand the 
storm." he said. 

It did not take long, however, 
before the captain announced the 
anchor cables were giving in, ctqc 
after, thp olhqr^Soon this barge .wap 
also adrift and the winds blew it a 
further 1.000 metres from the shore. 
“The Navy boats could not get close 
because of the incredibly stormy sea 
and neither could the helicopters, 
which new over the boats a few 
times buf were unable to make con- 
tact.” Breschi said. 

At sunrise the helicopters took 
off again and this time they made it 
to the craft, by then stuck among 
thc cliffs marking the breakwater. 

"It was like in the movies," 
Breschi said. "They flew over the 
barge, threw them a rope ladder, 
and one by one. ail the men came 
out. Before noon, we had them all 
on shore safe." 

Breschi claimed that the barges 
are capable of standing up to bad 
weather if their crews are warned 
on time. The weather forecast they 
received early Wednesday morning, 
he stressed, did not warn them of 
any storm of such force. 

An insurance representative 
came to the Hadera power station 
yesterday and met with Breschi and 
representatives of the Electric Cor- 
poration. He told them the com- 
pany had had reports of extensive 
damage caused by the storm along 
the coast and was inclined to con- 
sider the incident as a natural dis- 
aster. 

Electric Corporation sources said 
they will demand that the Italian

The so-called autonomy tn 
Jerusalem's Men Shearim quarter

Peled after the meeting to request 
the dispatch of municipal sanitation 
trucks. He agreed to Peled's condi- 
tion that the residents undertake to 
protect the municipal workers from 
physical attack. Last week, 
municipal workmen were beaten up 
m Mea Shearim when they at- 
tempted to repair water hydrants 
damaged in the riot. 

When the sanitation men arrived 
yesterday, they were astonished to 
find a reception committee headed 
by Rabbi Gouleib offering them 
bread and suit, the traditional 
Jewish greeting to distinguished 
v isitors last offered in Jerusalem to 
President Jimmy Carter two years 
ago. 

The workmen's astonishment was 
not lessened by the fact that most 
were Arab, in addition to the bread 
and salt were gifts of cake and wine.

Arusi allowed to

— Six buildings in this 
Western Galilee moshuv were 
pulled down yesterday to make 
room for a new settlement despite 
protests from members of the old 
moshji who claimed they hud not 
been offered enough money in com- 
pensation. 

Demolition crews working under 
orders from the Interior Ministry 
and the Israel Lands Administration 
also pulled down a cinderbiock fac- 
tory in the nearby \ illaee of Arraha 
yesterday. 

The demolition was carried out in 
spite of the stormy weather and 
heavy rains. About ’200 policemen, 
led by Galilee District police com- 
mander Nit/av-Mi«hnc David 
Frunko. protected the demolition 
crew and their bulldozers. Four of 
the demolished buildings were 
deserted, and lhe other two have 
been occupied by young famflies far 
lhe pusi few years. 

The demolition crews were cur- 
sed by members of the 10 families 
who live in Segev. They claimed 
that representatives of lhe Jewish 
Agency had offered them IS 100.000 
to IS300.000 as compensation for 
their homes but they rejected these 
sums as too low to enable them to 
buy flats elsewhere. 

Six more houses at Sece\ are ex- 
pected to be torn down~within lhe 
next two weeks to clear the way for 
a new settlement in the same loca- 
tion. to be called Atzmon. The 
Atzmon members have been 
waiting in the area for months in 
temporary housing. 

Moshav Segev was established in 
1955. and "all of the Jewish 
Agency's efforts to convince settlers 
to stay ‘failed. Families left, and new 
families could not be found to 
replace them. So it was decided to 
completely disband the moshav and 
start again with a younger group. 

The cinderblockTuciory was built 
illegally on state-owned land a few 
months ago. Thc owner was ordered 
by the Interior Ministry to demolish 
the structure, but refused. After the 
demolition, several Arraba villagers 
stoned the police but the rock- 
throwers ran away before police 
could catch ihem. No arresis were 
made.

Frost understood the direction of 
the ‘60s. divined whui the public 
wanted, and bad the talent to supply 
it — through hard, solid, dedicated 
work. Not for Frost thc image of the 
anis t to a lonely garret. He is the ex- 
ecutive who knows that every suc- 
cessful interview requires a lot of 
homework, which you either do 
younelf or get the right people to 
do for you. supplying ihe raw 
material on which your insight is 
based. By the time the cameras are 
rolling. Frost knows os much if not 
more about his subject than the sub- 
ject does, as anyone who saw him 
take Dr. Savundra apart will con- 
firm. (Savundra was an Indian 
operating a cut-rate motor- 
insurance company in England., 
Always glad to receive premiums, 
he u-bs reluctant to pay claims. 
Frost managed to get him in front of 
his cameras, from which spot Dr. S. 
declared himself guilty, even before 
the fraud squad had preferred 
charges, After putting the good doc- 
tor away for a considerable number 
Of years, the judge had something to 
say about the fourth esute en- 
croaching on the territory of the 
judiciary.)

more delicate and it was without 
plaster." The stone was harder than 
the other . limestone used for 
building at Herodion. Most 
significantly, the Doric style in 
which it was carved was reminiscent 
of the Tomb of the Kings and the 
Sanhedrin Tombs in Jerusalem from 
approximately foe same period. 

.With, mounting excitement, the 
diggers soon uncovered more such 
stones forming a clear trail. They 
were plainly part of a structure 
which had been destroyed in anti- 
quity, the stones tumbling away. 

A few weeks ago, the excavators 
reached the remains of that struc- 
ture. Instead of Herod's Tomb, they 
found a Byzantine church, foe third 
uncovered thus far at Herodion. 
The church builders had borrowed 
the stones from some ■ Herodian 
structure. 

Ncizer believes that the size of 
the borrowed stones indicates that 
the original structure was not far 
away since they would have been 
difficult to move. “These stones are 
suitable for a monument.” says Net- 
zer, “so there is still a chance we 
will find the tomb in the area.’’ A 
major question, of course, » how 
much of thc tomb could be left if 
stones were stripped from it to build 
the church. 

Although scholars have long 
assumed that Herod was buried in- 
side the hilltop cone, Netzer still 
believes, foe tomb was in lower 
Herodion. He has established that a 
town extending aver 200 dunams 
existed here in Herod’s time, and it 
included a massive paluce complex. 
Inside the cone, he suys, was a villa 
which Herod used os u retreat from 
. officio! business. 


After all. the American people had 
twice elected him president. Yet the 
cumera revealed the dissembler 
yeans before Watergate displayed 
his villainy for ail to see.

He has 
answered it a thousand limes before 
and if you have done your 
homework, is utterly predictable." 

“Like, *What is Israel’s justifica- 
tion for its continued occupation or 
Judea and Samaria?* ” I suggest, 
trying to edge back to the Begin in- 
terview. "That one must have come 
up. Didn’t he mention God 7* 

"1 never asked him about any 
justifications but he did mention 
God. f congratulated Begin for 
arranging such splendid w-euther for 
me. He said it was not his doing but 
pointing upwards, gave credit 
where credit was due, to ‘the King 
of Kings.' As 1 was saying, the first 
question is a bland one. The art lies 
in the follow-ups, digging towards 
the heart of the matter, trying lo 
formulate the old questions in new 
ways for which they have not been 
programmed." 

“Did you discuss Begin the 
terrorist?" 

“Yes, it was referred to.” 

1 ask him why it is that Jomo 
Kenyaiiu, the architect of the Mau 
Muu atrocities, and Bishop 
Makarios of the EOKA in Cyprus, 
were subsequently billed os wise 
statesmen and fathers of their peo- 
ple, whereas 5egm is stlD present- 
led in the British press os a terrorist.

DOMESTIC HELP 
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' MONDAY NIGHTS patriotic film 
for Hanukka, Glut Black Shadow, 
provided some balm for the wounds 
caused by last week's Stretcher 
OriU, with hs revelations about 
sadism in IDF training camps. 
Produced by Haim Gil, Giant Black 
Shadow told the true story of an 
Israeli fighter pilot shot down close 
to the Suez Canal in the Six Day 
War. 

In the film we saw him reporting 
on his experiences after he w» 
rescued and brought back to his 
base by a helicopter crew. The fac- 
tual record was interspersed with a 
couple of fantasies about what 
■he m ight have done during his days 1 
without water In the desert. Tor "in- 
stance. he had an opportunity to kill 
a Beduio goatherd from behind 
cover, but did not do so. Later, 
when he was desperate from thirst, 
he might have surrendered to three 
Egyptians who were having a rest. 
Shortly afterwards, the helicopter 
picked him up. 

It was a good, clean, chivalrous 
war picture, reminiscent, although 
U was a sc mi •documentary, of such 
class old-timers as Beau Gene and 
King of the Kkyber Rifles. During 
the Six Day War, most Israelis fell 
and behaved rather like characters 
in such a film or in a Rudyard Kip- 
ling tale about battles In some 
remote outpost of the British Em- 
pire. According to this creed, war 
was a dirty, bloody and costly ex- 
perience, yet it had a certain splen-' 
dour. It gave Israelis a chance to 
feel like Yosef Trumpcldor when he 
was dying: “No matter! It is good to 
die for our country."

On the ecstatic day when we mst 
went back to the Western Wall. I 
wrote a piece for The Jerusalem 
Post about the wounded in Had as- 
sail Hospital, entitled, “The Price of 
Glory." A friend in a high place in 
government reprimanded me on the 
grounds that it was not fitting to 
publish reservations at such a 
wonderful time. On the other hand, 
somebody said shortly afterwards 
that the Six Day War was a golem 
that might destroy us, because it 
gave us such Illusions about invin- 
cibility.

NEVERTHELESS, it was a marvel- 
lous feeling to be alive and an Israeli 
at such a moment m our history, 
when everything went so 
miraculously right, even to the ex- 
tent of the astonishing rescue of the 
dowsed pilot we saw is ehe.ftfaxu 
Hum Gil recaptured the mood 
perfectly, and did. not put a toe 
wrong in his production; he was 
supported by the very convincing 
acting of Yoram Gal as the pilot. 
What a pity history did not stand 
still, tike Joshua's sun, in June 1967. 
and that we had to go on to an era of 
disillusionment, an era which makes, 
films like Stretcher Drill seem 


•HE MAY HAVE been reminded of 
that tough training by the way in 
which be and other correspondents 
were handled by the IDF when they 
tried to report on what was being 
done to Arab students on the West 
Bank. It was a dirty trick on the part 
of Israel Television to show us what 
the whole world was seeing — the 
manner in which censorship was en- 
forced. *• 

Even worse, we were shown ifti : 
American correspondent explaining 
to vast audiences the trick Aiuf 
'Danny Matt used to enforce cen- 
sorship. He simply declared any 
.zone in which his troops were im- 
posing quiet and tranquillity as an’ 
“operational area,” and stopped 
coverage of what was being done to 
the Arabs there for- “operational 


reasons. 1 

The world may be informed of 
what is being done to correspon- 
dents of their media on the West 
Bank, but such things are not for 
our sensitive eyes and ears, and 
should not be shown to us. It 
may make us suspect that it is not 
altogether correct to say that “there 
has been no trouble on the West 
Bank since the mayors were first 
deported and the 'strong-hand' 
policy was introduced.” 

This claim — that everything^ in 
the West Bank garden is lovely and 
peaceful — has been repeated so 
often that almost everyone in Israel 
has come to accept it os an in- 
controvertible fact of life. When 
Mdshe Dayan was interviewed over 
the week-end, the first question put 
to him assumed as a matter of 
course that there has been “peace 
and quiet" on the West Bank for 
months. 

Dayan, who has nevdr been a 
man to accept cliches, raised a scep- 
tical eyebrow and commented, 
“This you call peace and quiet? 
When there is an incident every 
day?" 


WHAT THE questioner meant, and 
what the army means when it claims 
that the West Bank has never had it 
so good, and what the Minister of 
Defence means when he cites that 
“peace and quiet” as a reason for 
the re-expulsion of the mayors, is 
that Jews have not been successfully 
attacked on the West Bank for. . 
“Some lime; Anything that the arm}' 
may have been reluctantly obliged 
to do to Arabs there does not con- 
stitute a breach of “peace and 
quiet” in the minds of the Minister 
of Defence and his advisers. 

I am reminded of Huck Finn’s 
conversation with his darling and 
saintly Aunt Sally, when he tells her 
that the steamboat on which he was 


travelling blew out a cylmdcrhcad. 
“Good gracious!” says Aum Sally. 
“Anybody hurt?" to which Huck 
replies, "No'm. Killed a nigger." 
Reassured, Aunt Sally comments. 
"Well, it's lucky; because 
sometimes people do get hurt." 

Dayan, 1 was delighted to 
observe, was in brilliant form, quite 
his old self; it is a long time since 1 
have seen him sparkling in this way.

THE SITUATION on the West 
Bank and in Gaza seems to be going 
from bad to worse. It would be 
presumptuous to put forward any 
armchair suggestions on the subject, 
but it is surely legitimate to ask what 
'those responsible for Israel's 
policies in the administered ter- 
ntories tffink about it. 

The answers one hears are far 
from satisfactory. For they are one 
dimensional: control by means of a 
heavy hand, until the inhabitants of 
the region are ready to accept the 
political solution — autonomy — 
propounded at Camp David. 

If anyone should be interested in 
trying to find a solution to the. 
problem, it should be Israel. For it is 
our problem. It is consuming us 
from within. It is diverting funds' 
from an already inadequate military 
budget. It is besmirching the 
country's name in the international 
community. It is supplying ammuni- 
tion to our 1 ; enemies. It is radicaliz- 
ing the Israeli-Arab population. It is 
demoralizing troops bred on the 
.principles of democracy. 

But instead' of finding a solu- 
tion, the government has opted' 
perhaps through weakness, perhaps 
through inability, to allow the 
problem to fester. There i S 
something demeaning in seeing the 
State of Israel being dragged into 
stone-throwing contests with girl 
and boy students in streets on the 
West Bank, and being forced into 
the role of military and militant oc- 
cupier, and using a modern, highly- 
trained army to put out fires of dis- 
content set by a subject population. 

~ Constant repetition of the truism 
that autonomy is an honourable in- 
terim solution is not going to ensure 
its acceptance, certainly not at this 
time, with the days of the Likud 
government numbered, and the 
policy of the heir apparent on the is- 
sue completely different. That any 
responsible Palestinian who regards 
autonomy as a possible interim solu- 
tion is in danger of his life does not 
make things easier. 


It is becoming increasingly tedious to attack this- 
government’s lack of policy on the West B.ank 
and Gaza, but each day that passes heightens the 
discontent, writes Post Military Correspondent 
HIRSH GOODMAN. 


THINGS HAVE REACHED an all- 
time low from Israel’s point of view, 
and, conversely, an optimum from 
that of the PLO. This alone should 
provide incentive enough for the 
cabinet to put their heads together 
to seek a pragmatic alternative as 
quickly as possible- 
Instead, the situation has been 
left in the- very dubious hands of 


Aluf Danny Matt, a former 
paratroop brigade commander, 
whose views on Arabs are a matter 
of public record, ’and whose lack of 
wisdom in the 18 months or so that 
he has been coordinator of activities.

speaks for itself. ' 

When he was appointed, a con- 
certed groan of honor was heard, 
among government officials 
who, under the guidance oT men 
such as Shlomo Gazit and' 
'Moshe Dayan, had managed to 
build a bridge of understanding, 
however fragile, with the inhabi- 
tants of the territories. 

The groan was intensified over 
Matt's amateur — almost hysterical 
— handling^ of statements al legedly 
made by Bassam Shak’a a year ago, 
and especially when the transcript 
of the conversation published later 
bore - no similarity to the charges 
that Matt had levelled against the 
mayor. Under Matt's guidance 
came the expulsion orders, the 
spate of administrative arrests and 
collective punishment. 

These were coupled with a cam- 
paign against foreign and, local 
media, obviously intended .to pre- 
vent the outside world from know- 
ing the level of discontent among 
the inhabitants, but in fact backfir- 
ing against Israel. For the press will 
.continue to report what is legitimate 
news, and the only element missing 
from their daily dispatches is 
Israel’s point of view.

That Bir-Zeit is probably the 
most free university in the Arab 
world, is a tribute to Israeli 
democracy that went unstated, as 
did the fact that the university 
receives its funds' from the PLO and 
thus toes the PLQ.line.

' Matt is not solely to blame for the 
state of affairs, for he is operating in 
a vacuum. That vacuum has to be 
filled by a concept of what Israel 
wants to achieve politically. And 
that concept then has to be im- 
plemented by the military govern- 
ment. 

It has got to be recognized that 
administrative arrest, collective 
punishment, banning orders and ex- 
pulsions, the presence of a massive 
secret service and the army, can 
only be used as a means to an end, 
not as an'end in themselves. If our 
policy fails to provide some light at 
the end of the tunnel, resentment 
can only deepen and, with it, the 
need for force and. other means 
which are anathema to a country 
that has always prided itself on its 
■democratic principles. 

Moshe Dayan’s impassioned 
television appeal this week foT 
policy alternatives was as 
-noteworthy as it was- un- 
characteristic. For the message 
came from a man who must be con- 
sidered one of the prime architects 
of the troubled, but workable, 
model of co-existence which has 
.prevailed in . Israel's relationship, 
with the inhabitants of the ter-.

her leaders repeatedly assert, she 
would be obliged to participate, and 
for which she achieved prior 
legitimacy in the peace treaty itself. 


IF THE policy-makers of the 
Reagan administratioft^jntend id 
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CLOSER INSPECTION shows that 
the bloated self-esteem covers up a 
multitude of the most egregious er- 
rors of judgement and prognostica- 
tion. If these were not revealed to 
the public long ago, it was largely 
the fault of the media. 

Classic examples have been: tak- 
ing sides publicly in the U.S. elec- 
tions; issuing a statement on blacks 
in the U.S. army; and a public' 
denigration of the defence es- 
tablishment by a minister who 
shares collective responsibility for 
that establishment. 

Tbe betrayal of its electorate by 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change has added to this feeling of 
frustration and disenchantment. 
The public is now looking for a 
team of individuals of proven 
ability, who are prepared to subor- 
dinate their egos to their work as a 
team: 


Furthermore, it seems to me that 
this “blushing virgin’' attitude of ex- 
plaining that one does not really 
want to participate in a government, 
but is prepared to accept the deci- 
sion of the movement has long out- 
lived its validity. 


IT MUST BE clear to all that arfy 
attempt to paper over the personal 
differences between the candidates 
and to seek cosmetic compromises 
would be saddling our long- 
suffering people once again with a 
torn leadership. This could spell 
catastrophe for our nation in its cur- 
rent condition. On this issue, as on 
all other issues, national considera- 
tions must prevail.

Having prima donnas on stage 
has encouraged at the leadership 
level attitudes of mutual disrespect, 
ambivalent standards and une- 
quivocal stands on matters of prin- 
ciple. The weekly exchanges at 
cabinet level are a bitter illustration 
of this state of affairs. It seems that 
at Icing last the Israeli public is wak- 
ing • up to the basic instability 
engendered by individuals who 
seem to view the public as an instru- 
ment and who see themselves 
beyond reproach and utterly in- 
dispensible.

long as they are in Israeli hands. 

Let them ponder. In this period of 
deepening crisis, the far-reaching 
significance of Israel’s single- 
minded commitment to the cause of 
the West. Let them ponder the 
implications of this commitment, 
grounded in deep cultural values 
and sustained by an almost un- 
animous rational consensus. 

Whoever governs in Israel, no. 
enemy can hope for any change in 
this bedrock fact. 

Even if Egypt were to give an 
enthusiastic reception to the idea of 


permitting U.S. control of the bases,

■drawn or its effectiveness nullified 
if Sadat changed his mind or 
switched allies. He has no special 
cultural commitment to the 
democratic idea, he faithfully 
cooperated with the Soviets in their 
penetration pf the African conti- 
nent, and he made no secret of his 
admiration of Adolf" Hitler even 
years after Hitler's death. 

His departure from the political 
scene could conceivably bring in its 
train a complete reversal of Egypt's 
posture in the global confrontation.

The Egyptian leader, who 
received them at his winter palace 
in Barges on the Upper Nile, told 
them that the hat would go well with 
the cowboy boots presented to him 
by Texan Robert Strauss, the 
former U.S. Middle East envoy. 

TENSION is rising in the Labour 
Party, on the eve or its fateful 
national convention. The current 
“line'* is that Party Chairman 
Shimon Peres will win 70 per cent of 
the votes, over rival Yitzhak Rabin. 
Pany wav ere rs reportedly have 
reacted unfavourably to Rabbi’s 
charges of wholesale gerrymander- 
ing in the party elections, which 
they regard as free ammunition for 
the Likud. 

Some of Rabin's main sup- 
porters, like Herzliya Mayor Yosef 
Nevo, lost heavily on their home 
ground. The former premier also 
discovered that his one-time aide 
and director-general, Mivtahim 
general manager Ados Eiran. was 
elected on the pro-Peres slate in 
Nevo's branch. 

PERES' ONLY* unqualified cabinet 
commitment is to make Abba 
Ebon his foreign minister. Which 
may be 3n additional reason why 
the always eloquent Eban got so 
many speaking invitations on his re- 
cent trip abroad. 

In London, he addressed an 
audience including well-known 
“Arabists” Sir Harold Beetey and 
other friends of Sir Ian Gllmour, 
the No. 2 man in the Foreign Office. 
He was also invited to the West 
German Embassy for a 90-min talk 
with Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 
Eban tried to persuade the Bonn 
leader to line Europe up behind 
Washington on the Middle East, 
and invited Schmidt to the opening 
of the Labour Party convention in 
Jerusalem next week. The German 
Social Democrat, who has passed 
up all other invitations to visit 
Israel, declined this one because of 
the brewing Polish crisis. 

EBAN GAVE a neat definition of 
consensus, his party’s beloved term: 
“A view which politicians publicly 
propagate but which they in- 
dividually oppose in private.” The 
occasion was a reception at his 
Herzliya home, in his capacity as 
chairman of the party’s Beit Berl 
college, on the fifth anniversary of 
party magazine Mi>van, edited by 
Asher ManW and Aharon YadHn. - 

CELEBRATED British artist 
David Hockney will make his first 
visit to Israel in the spring as the 
guest of sculptor liana Goor, whose 
portrait he has agreed to saint. 
Hockney and Goor became friend- 
ly in Los Angeles, where both spend 
about one-third of the year, and he 
waived his usual reluctance to paint 
women’s portraits. He will stay at 
Goor’s Old JafTa atelier. 

THE BEST-KNOWN NAME 
among the group of conservative 
politicians visiting Israel last week 
was Luigi Rossi de Montelero, scion 
of the Martini drinks fortune, and a 
Christian Democrat deputy from 
Turin. At a dinner in the home or 
Italian Counsellor Francesco 
Capcce, Rossi related his traumatic 
experiences as a kidnap victim of 
the Mafia a year ago.

Bul for a whole generation, perhaps 
more than an) other cultural 
phenomenon, the Beatles 
represented a lime when all was 
possible; when what was once cal- 
led the American Dream was still 
alive. 

Never mind that the American 
Dream for the Beatles began in grey 
Liverpool. 

John Lennon was ihe intellectual 
force behind the Beatles. He was 
also the odd man. 

His i canoe I asm and his own per- 
sonal desires perhaps contributed 
more than anything to the group’s 
demise at the end of the 1960s, 

ALL OF US who grew up with the 
Beatles personally identified with 
one of the four. The praiy boys and 
a lot of the girls loved Paul Mc- 
Cartney. The kind of homely, 
shtemazel. quiet types fell for Ringo 
Starr. The ascetics thought that 
George Harrison was the true 
genius of the group. 

John Lennon was my favourite. 
No so much for the tunes, which 
alw-ays belonged to Paul, but for the 
words.

about pseudo-revolutionaries at a 
time when those very 1 pseudo- 
revolutionaries were tbe hippest of 
them all, or whether his poems were 
about his — no. our — alienation, 
aur 'own aimless drift in 
middie-class adolescence, or 
whether be sang his not-so-simple 
love songs, Lennon spoke directly 
to us in a way that perhaps only Bob 
Dylan and. perhaps, Lennon's most 
famous competitor, Mick Jagger, 
were capable. 

OUR MOTHERS loved Sinatra, 
and our grandmothers had Rudv 
Vallee. 

But we always wanted to believe 
there was something different about 
our love for the Beatles. Because 
each new record added to the series 
of cultural symphonies that pul un- 
defined feelings into concrete 
forms; feelings that we, as members 
of the 19606 generation, needed the 
Beatles to express. 

Aaron Copland once said that if 
historians ever wanted to know 
what the 1960s were really all about 


Ihey would have to listen to the 
Beatles, 

Lennon was able to galvanize 
opinion for and against himself at 
the drop of a quip. The wire services 
religiously included in their 
obituaries this week the fact that the 
bespectacled Bealle once said that 
the Liverpool Lads were more 
famous than Jesus. They also noted 
that he and his wife. Yoke, once 
took out a full page ad in The Sew 
York Timex to persuade people to 
wish for something nice, like peace. 
And they all remembered how his 
first album after the Beatles' break- 
up included a full-frontal nude 
photo of the Lennons. 

PERHAPS THERE WAS 
something frivolous about the 
whole business of screaming girls, 
or what eventually became known 
as Beailemania. 

At least our parents, then, 
thought it was silly. Later, much 
later, we caught our mothers hum- 
ming Beatles tunes the way the tight 
orchestras played them. 

For us. there was never anything 
frivolous about it. And that’s why 
the sense or loss that accompanied 
the news of John Lennon's death 
was something akin to the reaction 
to JFK’s death. 

Because once more, the tiny 
hopes that people cherish about 
what they can do — for themselves 
and for others — were destroyed by 
a madman and his eun.

Pharaoh reigned before “there 
arose a new king in Egypt who knew 
not Joseph” (Exodus 1.8), the one 
who, apprehensive of the alien peo- 
ple who flourished mightily, deter- 
mined to enslave and destroy them. 
The former Pharaoh promised 
Joseph that if he would persuade his 
father and brothers to come down 
and settle in Egypt, he would allot 
to them “the ben of the land of 
Egypt and they would eat of the fat 


oi the land" (45.18 and 20). As we 
shall read next week, in fulfilment 
of that promise, they were allotted 
the land of Goshen. 

It is true that the drought was still 
raging and was to continue for 
another five years, but normally 
Goshen was excellent grazing land, 
and he appointed them to oversee 
his cattle (47.6). white the reference 
to “the fat of the land" obviously 
refers to the abundance of 
agricultural produce. Thus that 
Egypt could be called "a'land flow- 
ing with milk and honey" is con- 
firmed. and two centuries later we 
are afforded further confirmation. 
For although the sixth plague of 
“boils" destroyed the cattle, and the 
seventh and the eighth, of hail and 
locusts respectively, destroyed the 
agricultural produce, we are 
specifically told that they did not af- 
fect the Land of Goshen, (see Ex- 
odus 9.4 and 7 for the cattle and 
9.26 for the produce of the land).

THE OSTENTATIOUS buildup of powerful Soviet forces aloog the 
border with Poland, and the well-advertised rattling of their awesome 
armour, may primarily be intended for a purpose other than actual 
invasion. * 

It may in fact largely be designed to intimidate the masses of Polish 
workers into submission, and thus enable the Polish “party and 
government" to restore on their own what is conceived in Moscow as 
good communist working order. This would be very helpful, for it 
would relieve the Soviet Union of the unpleasant necessity of seizing 
Poland by force. 

The question is whether, from the Soviet viewpoint, there is any 
real alternative to military intervention. 

Like most such phenomena in history, the movement of liberation 
in which the Polish masses are now engaged has a dynamic of its own, 
which does not always answer to the dictates of pure reason. Having 
wrested some .basic, even if still partial, freedoms, the workers, from 
Gdansk to Cracow will not now freely give them up, even at the bid- 
ding of their chosen trade union leaders. 

To prevent a repetition of the Hungarian and Czech experiences is 
presumably everyone's ardent wish. That is also why Solidarity’s 
Lech Walesa has been urging the workers to exercise caution and 
prudence, and to avoid playing into the hands of agents 
provocateurs. The same message, only more insistently, has been 
reaching Poland from the former Cardinal Karol Wojtyla, now Pope 
John Paul — and from the West. 

But if such caution and prudence mean waiting until the Kremlin 
accepts the notion that free unions may be reconciled with com- 
munism. the advice is not very likely to be heeded. 

In the meantime, the Polish Communist Party, riven by inner dissen- 
sion, finds itself no longer an effective instrument of governance. It 
views the free unions most warily, but no group of party leaders is 
likely to emerge which is both, able and willing to impose itself by 
force unon the working masses. 

Thus it appcais that it may not be possible to turn the clock back in 
Poland, nor to bar a Soviet invasion. 

That the Soviets would much prefer to avoid an invasion is a 
reasonable enough assumption. Although the Soviet army could 
probably take over that country’s “commanding heights’’ in a mailer 
of hours, and without triggering any military response from the West, 
invasion would be certain to entail fighting with some obdurate Poles 
and even with Polish soldiers. It would render the Polish army a most 
unreliable partner in -the Warsaw- Pact for years to come. 

It would also saddle the Soviet Union with the economic and 
military burden of keeping the local population quiet after the 
takeover and severely damage Moscow’s standing among communist 
parties abroad, and throughout the Third World. 

Moreover, it would be the final death of detente, and cause the 
most serious dislocations in the Soviet Union’s relations with the 
U.S.. and possibly even -with Western Europe. A new' arms 
race that could further aggravate Russia’s already serious economic 
problems would inevitably be set in motion. 

Yet essentially the same considerations, perhaps even more 
acutely, faced the Politbureau before the invasions of Hungary in 


1956 and Czechoslovakia in 1968. They did not, deter Soviet military 
action then, and they are not likely to hold it back now, because tiiey ™ 
were, and are, small beer compared to what the Moscow oligarchy 
has perceived as a direct, threat to the very existence of the Soviet 
regime. 

In Kremlin eyes what is at stake in Poland today, as it was in 
Hungary in 1956 and Czechoslovakia in 1968, is the principle of the 
communist party’s monopoly of political power — or, in the 
customary euphemism, “the leading role of the party.” This is the ] 
cornerstone of the Soviet regime. 

Any continued challenge to. this principle, of the kind that is now 
being mounted in Poland, must be removed by force — even by 
military force, if necessary.

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Economic policy cannot move backwards and forwards at the 
same time, writes Post Economic Editor MEIR MERHAV. 


ABOUT a year ago, American news- 
papers carried a story about a man 
who had cut apart two front-wheel 
drive cars and welded their front 
halves together, thus making a vehi- 
cle that could go full speed ahead, 
as well as in reverse, without having 
to go to the trouble of making a U- 
tum. 

Obviously, tbe contraption could 
never go in both directions at once, 
a point which may bear a lesson for 
the government's economic policy- 
makers. They have long been trying 
to drive forward and in reverse at 
the same time — to halt inflation 
•and, simultaneously, to improve the 
balance of payments. Aside from 
some shuffling backwards and 
forwards, the economy has 
remained stuck! 

For these two objectives are com- 
patible only — and this is true just in 
I the short run — if one is ready to ac- 
cept mass unemployment 'and to 
have the economy’s wheels grind 
themselves into a hole in the 
ground. 

There has been virtual stagnation 
now for six years. If we have not yet 
experienced mass unemployment, 
that is mainly because stagnation 
has also arrested labour-saving 
progress and because the potential- 
ly unemployed have been absorbed 
by the parasitic growth of public 
and private services. 

It long ago became apparent that 
we cannot go much further along 
that road. The alternative con- 
tinually held out as the remedy for 
our economic maladies is the inten- 
tional engineering ' of .a domestic 
recession. It is supposed that this 
will — at one fell swoop — reduce 
imports, divert output to exports 
and force domestic prices down. 
Years of failure have made no dent 
in the Ann convictions of those 
proposing such solutions. 

However, to make this approach 
work at all — and even that is more 
than doubtful — one must accept 
mass unemployment 


IT IS relatively easy for a govern- 
ment to engineer a recession. As a 
means to combat inflation, that ap- 
proach has proved a non-starter un-

Nor was it surprising to 
discover that 400 people all shared 
one public telephone line, or that 
the main road through the village 
remains unpaved after 30 years of 
promises to pave it, or that a public 
bus does not enter even once a day. 
But the total absence of even a 
single bomb shelter was an irony too 
hard to ignore. 

When the time comes, we will 
have earned their wrath.

Both will 
improve the trade balance, as. we 
have experienced again this year.— 
and cabinet ministers will always 
pat themselves on the back for such 
achievements. 

■ However, such recession-induced 
gains in the trade balance are 
ephemeral. More exports and more 
import substitutes mean more, not 
less, output and employment. .They 
require investment, technical 
progress and growth, not stagflation 
and a temporary diversion of what is 
already available from one use to 
another. 

If policies 1 designed to induce 
domestic recession are unable — as 


abroad. To offset the inflationary 
pressures of such a type of growth, 
it must be accompanied by higher 
savings — something that can hard- 
ly be expected when incomes are 
falling, or even stationary. 

Policies designed to induce reces- 
sion will therefore lead nowhere. 
They have not halted inflation 
wherever they have been tried, and 
their short-run balance-of-payment 
gains have been as long-lasting as 
the recession kself. For a country in 
need of long-term structural change 
— such as Israel — tbe short-run ' 
gains are destructive. I

Sir, — In spite of the exposure 
your newspaper and others have at- 
tempted 'to give to the problem of 
the Beduin citizens of Israel and the 
activities of the Green Patrol, 
another serious incident of harass- 
ment has occurred which may 
possibly involve infringement of a 
Supreme Court order nisi by the 
police authorities and the Green 
Patrol. 

Five times in July and August, the 
Green Patrol tried to evict the 
Beduin family Abu Sol’b.from their 
land in Kornub near Dimona 
without trial. Also involved were 
agents of the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration. police from Dimona 
and border guards. The Beduin 
hired a Tel Aviv lawyer who, on Oc- 
tober 23. obtained an order nisi 
preventing the eviction of the Abu 
Sol’b family prior to a court deci- 
sion on their case. 

However, in spite of this, ac-

cording to the members of the Abu 
Sol’b family, a border guard jeep, 
no. 6922, came to their homes on 
November 11 and demanded docu- 
ments from one .of the women. 
When the men came back, the con- 
frontation developed . into an argu- 
ment with pushing and shoving. A 
border guard pointed his loaded and 
cocked Uzi at the Beduin and 
clearly threatened to shoot them. 
Furthermore, Sa’ad Abu Sol’b. was 
beaten and taken to a doctor, whose 
report is available. In spite of being 
shown the order of the Supreme 
Court, the border guards and 
“Motty” from the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration continued to harass 
and strike the Beduin before leaving 
their settlement. 

On November 12, there was a 
similar incident, with border guard 
jeep no. 6971 and several others in- 
volved. Again a Beduin was beaten 
— Ali Abu Sol’b. Again there were 
threats with loaded guns. Again the 
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women and children were in- 
timidated. When Ali Abu Sol’b 
went to the Dimona police to 
register a complaint, the police 
refused to register it. 

Since the border guard, the Israel 
Lands Administration, the Green 
Patrol and the police do not respect 
the order of the Supreme Court of 
Israel, perhaps publicizing their in- 
tolerable behaviour in violation of 
all norms of a democratic, humane 
society, will have some restraining 
effect on them. 

The solution to the problem is not 
government .violence, but a 
negotiated land settlement with the 
various Beduin tribes, as they have 
repeatedly requested. The Green - 
Patrol must be- punished for its. ex- 
cesses and eventually abolished.

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Treasury plans to remove 
tax breaks totalling IS9b.

The instil ute's two-day con- 
ference. concluded at Jerusalem's 
Diplomat Hotel last night, was at- 
tended by 450 auditors.

Lynn pointed out that “the 
government is borrowing fS22b. this 
year lo help bridge the gap between 
tax revenue and total expenditure. 
Debt service has risen from 15 per 
cent of the budget in 1970 to 25 per 
cent in 1980. The only solution is lo 
collect more taxes — at existing tax 
rates.'* he stressed. 

The fine for delays in tax payment 
will be upped to. t per cent a week 
on January l, and 1.5 per cent on 
April I. On the other hand, persons . 


leasing fluti will be tux exempt on HO 
per cent of the rent, while 
demobilized soldier* entering in- 
dustrial employment will pay no tax 
on the first ($2,400 of their 
month]} salary in the first year, and 
half the tax in the second. 

Ychczkcl Flumin. MK, former 
deputy defence minister, inveighed 
against the constant changes in tax 

regulations, also the practice of 
keeping taxpayers in suspense, not 
knowing whether a new measure is 
to be applied or not. 

“For six months people have 
been wondering whether the 
revolutionary Gahay committee 
reform (modifying the taxation of 
inflationary gams) is to become law, 
“For heaven's sake, let the other 
shoe drop.” he pleaded.

New sales tax regulations 
will lead to higher prices

Prices of imported and locally- 
made products will rise in January 
due to a change soon to lukc effect 
in the system for calculating sales 
tax, according to the head of the 
state revenue administration. Uriel 
Lynn. 


Increases averaging 150 per cent 
are also planned for fees charged by 


nearly all government offices, 
following a decision by the imer- 
rainisterial committee on govern- 
ment fees. 


According lo Lynn’s proposal, 
the value of an imported item taken 
as the basis for calculating sales 
taxes, customs and value added tax 
will be raised considerably. This 
base value, determined by customs 
officials, includes the original 
selling price of an item abroad, plus 
a supplementary percentage to 
represent the importer's wholesale 
profit. 


The proposal calls for the sup- 
plementary rate to he raised con- 
siderably, thus raising sales taxes 
and VAT in its wake. 

The Treasury' is now negotiating 
w ith experts and merchants over the 
final details of the proposal, which 
takes effect only after approval by 
the Knesset Finance Committee. 

For locally-made items, the sales 
tax will he lev ied on the price of the 
item when delivery is made to the 
buyer, and not on the day of sale. 

This is intended to close a 
loophole in the existing rules which 
allow merchants to postpone pay- 
ment of the sales tax until ths poods 
are actually delivered, but with the 
tax computed on the basis of the 
price on the day of sale. 

The increase in government fees 
is intended to bring them into line 
with the actual cost of services to 
the government. Fees connected lo 
the agriculture and health ministries 
arc expected to rise by hundreds of 
per cent. •

Most of these 48 rose, but there 
were several which fell, ah hough 
this foiled to dampen the market's 
optimism. 

Of the six stocks which fluctuated 


b> 5 to 10 ner cent, four went up 
and tuo fell. Those which rose in- 


cluded Lighterage ISO. 5 which rose 
by !U per cent lo stand at 2.046 
points: Gev-Yam ISO. I, also by 10 
per eenl to 765 points. ATA "C" by 
7.5 per cent to 258: and Delck 
bearer hy 6.9 per cent to 71 1. Yar- 
denia ISO, l slipped by a hefty 9,7 
per cent lo stand at 730, while 
Danoi 1SS lost 6.4 per ecnl to 468.
